Report  on  May  Analytical  Exercise. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  011  April  26  con- 
tained 4  parts  by  weight  of  lead  hydroxy-carbonate, 
4  parts  of  barium  nitrate,  and  2  parts  of  potassium 
bromide.  The  calculated  composition  of  vsuch  a  mi.\ture 
is  :

There  were  also  present,  as  impurities  in  the  powder, 
traces  of  calcimu  and  of  a  chloride. 

Samples  of  the  po^vder  were  distributed  to  twenty-five 
students,  and  thirteen  reports  were  submitted  for  examina- 
tion. All  of  our  correspondents  were  successful  in  detect- 
ing the  presence  of  lead.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of 
the  other  constituents  were  ;  (a)  Metallic  radicals  :  barium, 
2;  potassium,  2.  (Ii)  Acid  radicals:  carbonic,  1;  nitric, 
1 ;  liydrobroniic,  6.  The  cpiantity  of  water  given  off  when 
tlie  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  test-tube  was  small  and 
c(nild  not  be  dietinguished  from  hygroscopic  moisture. 

The  analysis  on  this  occasion  wa«  of  a  somewhat  simpler 
description  than  in  the  cases  of  most  of  the  exercises  of  the 
tournament  series  just  completed.  A  few  routine  pre- 
liminary tests  revealed  in  the  most  of  those  instances  in 
which  tliey  were  applied  the  presence  of  lead,  a  carbonate, 
and  a  nitrate  or  a  bromide  or  both ;  and  from  these  tests 
a  few  students  were  also  led  to  suspect  also  the  presence 
of  barium  and  of  potassium.  The  jjowder  dissolved  easily 
in  hot  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  the  deposit  which 
.se[)arated  on  cooling  was  readily  proved  to  consist  of  lead 
chloride  only.  The  lead  still  in  solution  in  the  filtrate 
from  this  lead  cliloride  was  precipitable  as  sulphide,  after 
suitable  dilution  of  the  filtrate  with  water,  by  means  of 
liydrogen  sulphide.  This  was  a  stage  at  which  incom- 
plete precipitation  of  lead  might  result  from  the  quantity 
of  water  added  to  the  filtrate  having  been  insufficient  to 
bring  the  concentration  of  the  hydrochloric  acid  which  liad 
been  added  in  preparing  the  original  solution  below  the 
limit  at  which  this  acts,  even  in  the  cold,  as  a  solvent  for 
lead  sulphide  to  quite  an  appreciable  extent.  Failure  to 
effect  complete  precipitation  of  lead  as  sulphide  at  this 
.stage  is  a  fruitful  source  of  error  later  in  the  analysis, 
owing  to  the  behaviour  of  the  lead  with  reagents  subse- 
i]uently  added  being  attributed  to  other  metallic  radicals. 

The  fact  that  a  bromide  and  a  nitrate  were  present  side 
by  side  in  the  powder  was  the  cause  of  a  few  easily  avoid- 
able errors.  Yellowish-brown  fumes  were  evolved  when 
the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  test-tube,  and  were  usually 
regarded  as  due  to  a  bromide  or  a  nitrate.  In  the  subse- 
quent examination  the  presence  of  one  of  these  was  recog- 
nised, and  as  this  sufficed  to  account  for  the  fumes  pre- 
viously observed,  the  other,  in  most  cases,  was  not  tested 
for.  It  is  obviously  unsafe  to  assume,  when  one  con- 
stituent has  been  found  which  might  account  for  an  ob- 
served reaction,  that  another  possible  constituent  which 
might  produce  a  similar  reaction  is  absent,  and  to  .pass  on 
without  testing  for  the  other.  Of  the  students  who  applied 
the  ferrous  sulphate  and  sulphuric  acid  test  for  a  nitrate, 
some  concludecl  that  it  was  present  and  some  that  it  was 
absent,  the  bromine  liberated  by  the  concentrated  sulphuric 
acid  rendering  the  test  uncertain.  A  few  concluded  that 
a  nitrate  was  present  as  the  result  of  the  test  by  reduction 
with  aluminium  in  sodium  hydroxide  solution.  Th,;- 
liromide,  of  course,  did  not  interfere  in  any  way  w  itli  the 
application  of  this  test. 

The  problem  of  proving  the  presence  of  a  small  quan- 
tify, of  a  chloride  in  the  known  presence  of  a  bromide  in 


considerable  quantity  is  one  cjf  no  smuli  dillicnity.  The 
chromyl  chloride  test  cannot  be  relied  upon  to  reveal  the 
presence  of  a  chloride  when  the  proportion  is  small;  and 
the  test  by  examining  the  solubility  of  the  silver  precipi- 
tate in  l-in-20  solution  of  ammonia  is  not  capable  of  any 
delicate  application,  since  silver  bromide,  although  only 
slightly  soluble  in  this  reagent,  is  still  sufficiently  dis- 
solved by  it  to  yield  a  solution  which  becomes  strongly 
opalescent  on  acidification.  As  practically  all  ordinary 
commercial  bromides  contain  distinct  traces  of  chlorides  it 
would  be  tolerably  safe,  as  a  rule,  to  assume  that  mixtures 
containing  a  bromide  contain  some  chloride  also,  but  the 
exercises  submitted  to  our  correspondents  are  not  always 
prepared  with  commercial  bromides,  so  that  this  assump- 
tion would  be  highly  unsafe  in  their  case.  In  the  present 
instance  the  potassium  bromide  which  was  employed  did 
contain  potassium  chloride  to  a  small  extent.  While  a 
few  students  applied  tests  designed  to  show  the  presence  of 
this  chloride  and  some  reported  having  found  it,  we  are 
not  quite  satisfied  that  all  succeeded  in  obtaining  evidence 
which  placed  its  presence  wholly  beyond  doubt.  As  an 
alternative  to  the  tests  which  are  usually  employed  for  this 
purpose,  'we  would  suggest  that  students  might  try  the 
following,  which  we  have  found  to  work  well  : 

Test  for  a  Chloride  in  Presence  of  a  Bromide. — To 
2  or  3  c.c.  of  the  i.solution  under  examination  for  acid 
radicals,  add  15-20  c.c.  of  a  mixture  of  1  part  by  volume 
of  nitric  acid  with  3  parts  by  volume  of  water,  and  boil 
until  the  yellow  colour  which  the  liquid  assumes  from  the 
liberation  of  bromine  has  entirely  disappeared,  but  taking- 
care  to  add  more  of  the  nitric  acid  mixture  at  short  inter- 
vals during  the  boiling,  so  that  the  concentration  of  the 
solution  does  not  become  too  great.  By  this  treatment 
the  bromide  is  decomposed  and  the  bromine  completely 
driven  out.  Then  add  silver  nitrate  to  the  acid  liquid 
remaining,  when  a  white  precipitate  of  silver  chloride  will 
result  if  the  original  solution  contained  a  chloride.  If 
nothing  more  than  a  trace  was  present,  only  an  opalescence 
will  be  observed.  Commercial  bromides  treated  in  this 
way  almost  invariably  show  traces  of  chlorides,  but  if  a 
pure  bromide  be  employed  no  trace  of  opalescence  will  be 
obtained  on  the  completion  of  the  test. 

Two  students  reported  the  presence  of  traces  of  an 
ainmoDium  salt,  but  we  failed  to  obtain  the  faintest  indica- 
tion of  it.

To  Correspondents. 

.J.  H.  R.  COLI.EY. — After  evapcnating  to  dryness  the  filtrat3 
fiont  the  hydrogen  sulphide  precipitate,  it  is  best  to  dissolve 
the  portion  of  the  residue  which  is  to  be  tested  for  the  phos- 
plioric  acid  radical  in  nitric  acid,  and  to  avoid  the  presence 
of  hych'ochloric  acid  altogether  and  of  chlorides  as  far  as 
possible.  The  test  with  ammonium  molybdate  is  greatly 
interfered  wdtli  by  the  presence  of  hydrochloric  acid  and  of 
chlorides. 

H.  P.  Ceossin. — It  was  not  quite  safe  to  assume  that  the 
hydrogen  siilpliide  precipitate  consisted  of  lead  sulphide  only  :

Nemo. — It  was  not  correct  to  describe  the  heating  of  the 
powder  in  a  dry  tube  as  producing  "  no  change,"  since  very 
distinct  evidence  of  change  was  visible  at  a  high  tempera- 
ture. You  should  have  made  some  attempt  to  prove  the 
))reseiice  or  absence  of  a  chloride. 

Thermometeh. — From  your  description  of  the  reaction 
whicli  you  took  to  indicate  the  presence  of  a  chlorate,  wo 
think  this  must  have  been  due  to  the  bi-omide.  We  cannot 
explain  your  calcium  chloride  reaction  for  a  citrate,  utiless 
it  was  due  to  your  having  added  the  reagent  to  a  portion  of 
the  sodium  carbonate  extract  which  had  been  made  apparently 
neutral,  but  from  which  dissolved  carbon  dioxide  had  not 
been  removed  by  boiling. 

Rego. — We  are  quite  at  a  loss  to  luiderstand  how  you  and 
several  other  students  who  tested  for  a  bromide  failed  to 
detect  its  presence.  Read  the  first  sentence  of  the  reply  to 
J.  H.  R.  Colley. 

Duty. — You  do  not  appear  lo  have  applied  any  test  for  a 
bromide. 

O.  G.  O. — You  do  not  seem  to  have  pi'oFiled  by  the  refer- 
ence in  our  general  remarks  last  month  to  the  proper  stage 
at  wViich  to  apply  the  anmionium  molybdate  test  for  a 
))hosT)hate.  This  test  should  not  be  applied  to  the  original 
powder. 

Spebo. — You  ajjpear  to  ha\e  added  sodium  hvdiogpn  tar 
trate,  as  a  test  for  potassium,  to  a  concentrated  filtrate  which 
contained  a  large  quantity  of  ammonium  salts.  If  so,  the 
test  was  valueless,  since  such  solutions  of  anmionium  salts  may 
readily  yield  a  precipitate  of  a.mmonium  hydrogen  tartrate. 
We  failed  to  obtain  evidence  of  the  presence  of  a  borate. 

Peeseveeando  Vinces.— You  probably  failed  to  liberate 
broniine  through  adding  chlorine  water  to  a  portion  of  the 
sodium  carbonate  extract  which  you  had  omitted  to  acidify 
previously  with  hydrochloric  acid.  See  Exercise  II.  and 
the  report  upon  it  in  the  Corner  for  Students  in  the  C.  rf'  7>. 
for  February  25  and  March  26,  1910. 

ESTFDIENTE. — Repeat  the  analysis  with  a  similar  ujixture 
lirenai'ed  by  yourself. 

OoNROY.— We  think  the  reactions  which  you  attributed  to 
traces  of  bismuth  were  really  due  to  traces  of  lead. 

V.iUCHEPlA. — There  is  not  much  in  your  report  with  which 
fault  could  reasonably  be  found.  We  would  recommend  you 
not  to  relv  on  l-in-20  ammonia  as  a  reagent  to  separate  silver 
chloride  from  silver  bromide,  since  the  latter  salt  is  quite 
sensibly  soluble  in  jt.  Y(ni  will  require  to  make  more  minute 
sea)'cli  f()i-  cailionates  in  any  future  exercises.

accommodation  will  be  provided  as  is  given  at  present. 

The  Norwegian  Chamber  of  Connnerce,  London.  Incor- 
porated, of  which  Mr.  G.  Aargaard,  18  High  Holborii. 
London,  W.C..  is  the  Secretary,  has  published  a  Year-book 
for  1910  which  contains  the  fifth  annual  general  report  of 
the  Council.  The  book  contains  useful  infonnation  in 
regard  to  the  trade  of  Norway  with  this  country,  including 
two  pages  on  the  cod-liver  oil  trade,  which  embrace  the 
catch  of  cod.  the  output  of  steam-prepared  cod-liver  oil 
and  livers  for  other  oils  for  the  years  from  1897  to  1910 
inclusive. 

Attention  was  drawn  at  the  May  meeting  of  the  Hyde 
Town  Council  to  an  accountf  rom  a  local  chemi.st,  an  observa- 
tion being  made  that  the  name  was  down  on  the  minutes 
"  l)rctty  often."  It  was  asked  whether  the  Council  had  a. 
contract  with  this  particular  tradesman.  In  re])ly  it  was 
stated  there  was  no  contract,  but  at  certain  intervals  a 
chemist  was  appointed  to  deliver  drugs  and  hospital  re- 
i]ui.sites.  When  that  period  ended  other  names  were  sub- 
mitted, and  so  the  custom  went  round.  The  chemist  in 
question  had  not  held  the  position  very  long  compared 
with  other  chemists.  If  he  supplied  goods  for  another  five 
years  he  would  be  approaching  somewhat  the  peritid  that 
certain  chemists  had  done  in  the  7jat:t.  He  had  held  the 
appointment  for  about  five  months.  The  matter  then 
dropped. 

Boots  Ltd.,  in  replying  to  an  application  for  a  sub- 
scription from  Mr.  W.  H.  Whitehead,  hon.  secretary  of  the 
jMaidstone  Cricket  W^eek,  expressed  their  regret  at  their 
inability  to  give  a  favourable  response  to  the  appeal. 
Applications  for  assistance  to  charitable  and  other  objects 
are  veiy  numerous  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  Sir 
.Jesse  Boot  already  contributes  to  the  utmost  of  his  means. 
]\Ir.  Whitehead  thereupon  wrote  :  "  I  had  a.  goocl  many 
inquiries  last  year  as  to  the  reason  why  such  traders  in  this 
town  as  yourself  did  not  subscribe  to  the  funds  of  the 
Week  in  1910,  and  I  could  not  explain.

.summons  was  withdrawn  on  the  costis,  amounting  to 
12.~'.  6'/.,  being  paid. 

Mr.  J.  Carter  Bell,  public  analyst  for  Cheshire,  in  his 
quarterly  report  to  the  Coimty  Council,  states  that  of  six 
samples  of  sweets  analysed  by  him  three  contained  traces 
of  chloroform.

Just  now  there  is  a  demand  for  lady  dispensers  to  act  as 
luriim  tniciitc.'i  for  their  sisters  who  desire  to  take  holi- 
day, and  in  a  few  cases  to  be  married.  Marriage  has  not  in 
several  cases,  as  with  Elementary  school  teachers,  acted  as 
a  bar  to  further  retention  of  dispensing  appointments. 

Under  the  Greater  Birmingham  scheme,  Mr.  Councillor 
Poole  retires  from  the  Council  of  St.  George,  his  ward 
having  been  merged  into  St.  Paul's  ward.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  he  will  find  another  place,  for  he  is  a  pcrttoiia 
</>"f",  and  has  done  excellent  work  on  the  Council  in  a 
quiet  way. 

The  criticisms  jiassed  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  Public 
Analyst  on  the  aerated-water  supply  of  Birmingham  has 
resulted  in  a  set  of  stringent  rules  being  adopted  by  the 
local  INIineral  Water  Association.  A  candiclate  for  the 
standard  of  merit  certificate  must  infer  alia  :  Have  his 
factory  inspected  -at  least  once  a  year,  submit  samples  of 
products  for  analysis,  use  water  pas!3ed  through  a  germ 
filter,  pressure-pipes  must  be  of  block-tin,  and  cylinders 
suitably  lined  to  prevent  corrosion ;  all  bottles  must 
be  soaked,  brushed  inside  and  out,  and  thoroughly  rinsed 
in  several  changes  of  water  before  filling. 

Fires. 

Damage  estimated  at  over  20.000/.  was  done  by  a  fire 
whidi  broke  out  early  on  the  morning  of  May  23  at  ilie 
premises  of  the  Crown  Cork  Co..  in  Paul  Street,  Finsbury, 
London,  E.G. 

A  fire  broke  out  at  the  cardboard  factory,  at  79  Copen- 
hagen Street,  King's  Cross,  London,  N.,  of  Messrs.  W. 
Butcher  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  photographic  apjiaratus  manufac- 
turers.   The  fire  lasted  several  hours,  the  damage  being 
,  estimated  at  about  15,000/. 

An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  at  the  chemical  works  of 
the  Woolley  Chemical  Co.  and  Messrs.  Cribb  &  Bentley, 
manufacturing  chemists,  LTndercliffe  Road,  Bradford.  The 
two-storey  building  was  gutted  in  about  thirty  minutes. 
The  former  fii'm's  loss,  which  is  said  to  be  over  1.000/.,  is 
covered  by  insurance ;  while  Messrs.  Cribb  &  Bentley's 
damage,  amounting  to  800/.,  is  partly  insured.  The  cause 
of  the  outbreak  is  unknown. 

At  the  tar  distillery  of  ^Messrs.  jNIajor  &  Co.,  Hull,  on 
Jlay  22,  one  man  lo.st  his  life  and  four  others  narrowly 
escaped  death  in  consequence  of  entering  a  naphtha  boiler 
after  the  contents  had  been  di'awn  off  to  discover  a  leak. 
Charles  James  Fleming,  who  was  the  first  to  go  inside  the 
boiler,  was  overcome  by  the  fumes,  while  two  other  work- 
men who  went  to  his  rescue  also  became  unconscious.  Two 
other  men  subsequently  rescued  the  party  with  great  diffi- 
culty, but  Fleming  was  dead  when  taken  out.  At  the  in- 
quest on  May  23  a  verdict  of  accidental  death  was  returned.

Sir,kinson)  states  in  his  annual  I'eport  that  of  155 
apothecaries'  measures  inspected  153  were  correct.

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  on  May  24,  Arthur 
Remnant,  nlia-i  Marler,  was  sentenced  to  three  years'  penal 
servitude  for  throwing  vitriol  over  Alice  Marler. 

At  Longton,  on  May  18,  a  labourer  named  Thos.  B.  Carter 
was  sentenced  to  three  months'  hard  labour  for  stealing 
various  articles  from  shops,  including  two  tablets  of  soap 
(value  6r/.),  from  the  pharmacv  of  Hr.  Roland  Prince, 
Ph.C,  122  Stafford  Street.  Longton. 

At  the  Thames  Police  Court  on  JMay  21,  Thomas  Hag- 
gerty  was  charged  with  stealing  and  receiving  10  lb.  of 
soap,  the  ]n-operty  of  his  employers,  Messrs.  D.  &  W.  Gibbs, 
Ltd.,  Wa)i|3ing.  The  prisoner,  who  had  been  in  the  service 
of  the  prosecutors  for  many  years,  was  remanded. 

At  the  Birmingham  Police  Court  on  May  19,  John  Powell 
(20),  chemist's  assistant,  was  fined  6/.,  or  in  defaidt  to 
undergo  two  months'  imprisonment,  for  stealing  l-'.,  the 
property  of  his  employers,  Samuel  Thoi'niey,  Ltd.,  John 
Bright  Street,  Birmingham.    It  was  stated  that  for  the  ijast 
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four  y^ears  sums  varying  from  10s.  to  15a\  weekly  had  been 
missed. 

At  Croydon,  on  May  24,  Robert  L.  McKinley,  motor- 
driver,  was  summoned  for  failing  to  stop  the  machinery 
of  a  stationary  motor-car  at  Westow  Hill,  Upper  Norwood. 
The  vehicle,  which  belonged  to  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.,  Beak  Street,  W.,  was  standing  for  ten  minutes.  The 
defendant  said  the  engine  was  throttled  down  to  the 
lowest  degree.  This  being  the  first  case  of  the  kind  the 
Bench  only  ordered  the  defendant  to  pay  the  costs,  5s.  6d. 

At  Birmingham,  on  May  24,  Frederick  George  Melton 
and  Frederick  Reginald  Horace  Melen  were  remanded  on 
a  charge  of  attempting  to  obtain  typewriters  by  fraud 
from  the  Barlock  Typewriting  Co.  and  the  Salter  Type- 
writing Co.  Melton's  card  was  inscribed  "  F.  R.  Telford, 
B.S.M.,  A.A.C.,  Anal,  and  Expl.  Chemist,  Food 
Specialist,"  which  this  defendant  described  as  "  all  bluff." 
Melen  passed  as  M.P.I.,  Paris  (Member  of  the  Pasteur 
Institute).  Melton  said  he  had  been  dabbling  in  chemistry 
and  was  putting  a  preparation  on  the  market  and  thought 
of  getting  a  typewriter  for  circularising. 

Cricket. 

The  cricket  team  of  the  Leicester  Pharmacy  Athletic 
Club  met  the  Leicester  Tradesmen  C.C.  at  the  old  County 
Ground  on  May  18.  The  Chemists  took  first  knock,  and 
by  consistent  good  batting  scored  142  (G.  E.  Marfitt  19, 
H.  Chill  24,  E.  Tomlin  30,  H.  Chamberlain  20,  and  F. 
Page  15).  The  Tradesmen  could  only  reply  by  53,  H.  Chill 
taking  8  wickets  for  27  runs,  and  F.  Fry  2  for  21.  The 
Drugmen  thus  won  handsomely  by  89  runs.

Personal. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Stevenson,  Ph.C,  has  been  appointed  dis- 
penser to  the  Belfast  Workhouse,  an  institution  with  3,600 
inmates  and  infirmary  patients. 

A  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been  founded  in  Armagh, 
and  among  those  elected  to  the  committee  are  Mr.  John 
Gray,  Ph.C,  and  Mr.  John  Orr,  R.D. 

The  paragraph  in  this  section  in  our  issue  of  May  13 
regarding  the  candidature  of  Mr.  Richard  Collis,  Ph.C, 
32  Madras  Place,  Phibsborough,  should  have  stated  that 
Mr.  Collis  had  been  nominated  for  the  representation  of  the 
Glasnevin  ward  of  the  North  Dublin  Union.  The  election 
does  not  take  place  until  May  29. 

An  Action  Settled. 

The  action  brought  in  the  Irish  Chancery  Division  by  the 
Belfast  Hygienic  Institute,  Ltd.,  whose  head  offices  are  in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  against  their  Belfast  manager,  Mr. 
Jas.  Bell,  has  been  settled.  The  parties  are  dentists,  and  in 
February  the  defendant  opened  a  rival  establishment  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  street  in  breach  of  agreement,  it  was 
alleged,  and  the  plaintiffs  asked  for  a  restraining  injunction. 
The  settlement  provides  for  a  stay  upon  its  issue  and  execu- 
tion on  the  terms  that  the  defendant  withdrew  all  allegations 
made  in  his  affidavit  and  his  defence  as  to  the  plaintiff 
company,  and  undertook  that  he  would  not  advertise  him- 
self as  having  been  in  the  plaintiffs'  employment,  and  would 
not  induce  any  of  the  plaintiffs'  employes  to  leave  their 
employment  for  his  purposes. 

The  Analysis  of  Fertilisers. 

The  Co.  Derry  Committee  of  Agriculture  discussed  on 
May  20  the  failure  of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs 
Act  to  prevent  fraud,  a  letter  being  read  from  the  County 
Council  solicitor  to  the  effect  that  the  Committee  would 
probably  get  into  trouble  if  they  published  the  result  of 
the  analysis  of  samples  in  a  general  way.  There  is  no 
doubt,  it  was  stated,  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  stuff 
being  sold  purporting  to  be  of  a  certain  description,  which 
it  does  not  at  all  answer,  and  the  Committee  would  be 
doing  a  great  service  in  exposing  such,  but  should  protect 
themselves  from  legal  actions.  The  only  manner  in  which 
they  can  do  this  is  to  ask  vendors  if  they  will  consent  to 
the  Committee's  officers  having  samples  analysed,  and 


publishing  the  analysis  alongside  that  supplied  by  the 
vendors.  If  the  makers  refuse  to  allow  this  the  Com- 
mittee could  publish  the  fact  that  such  permission  had  been 
requested  and  had  been  denied.  In  the  end  the  matter 
was  held  over  until  next  meeting,  with  a  suggestion  that 
a  sub-committee  should  be  appointed  to  deal  with  the 
whole  subject. 

Kecoupment  Circular. 
The  Local  Government  has  issued  an  order  stating  that 
henceforth  the  Board  will  not  require  to  be  furnished  with 
a  statement  of  the  sums  paid  for  medical  jiurposes  other 
than  for  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances, 
in  respect  of  the  half-year  ending  March  31,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  recoupment  out  of  the  local  taxation  (Ireland) 
account.  As  an  alternative  the  Board  have  recommended 
that  if  the  money  available  in  the  account  is  sufficient  for 
the  purpose,  an  advance  in  respect  of  such  expenditure  for 
the  period  of  twelve  months  ending  September  30  each  year 
may  be  made  to  the  County  Council,  on  behalf  of  the  Guar- 
dians, to  the  extent  of  one-half  the  amount  that  was  paid 
on  their  behalf  in  the  local  financial  year  ended  March  31, 
1902.  The  Local  Government  Board  request  to  be  fur- 
nished by  all  Boards  of  Guardians  with  the  usual  parti- 
culars relating  to  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appli- 
ances obtained  by  the  Guardians  during  the  half-year 
ended  March  31,  also  with  an  account  of  the  number  of 
persons  who  received  treatment.  The  effect  of  this  is  that 
the  Boards  of  Guardians  will  be  paid  for  the  full  amount 
due  at  the  end  of  each  year  instead  of  half-yearly  as 
formerly,  and  if  all  the  money  is  not  available  they  will 
have  to  go  short  as  they  have  done  this  year.  The  circular 
has  called  forth  many  resolutions  of  protest  from  Boards 
of  Guardians  all  over  Ireland.

during  June,  July,  and  August,  commence  business  at  an 
earlier  hour  in  the  morning,  and  all  departments  will 
be  closed  at  5  o'clock  p.m. 
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A  Martyr  to  Radium. — The  death  of  Dr.  Boetau, 
Le  Mans,  is  recorded  a.s  a  martyr  to  radium.  One 
his  hands  was  burned  wliile  he  was  conducting  experi- 
:nents,  and  he  underwent  an  operation  some  months  ago, 
but  it  was  not  successful.  Other  operations  were  tried, 
and  finally  the  doctor  took  to  his  bed  and  died  last  week, 
the  radium  having  made  serious  inroads  on  his  sj^stem. 
The  Government  had  recognised  his  services  before  the 
final  issue  by  including  his  name  in  the  Legion  of  Honour. 

Prohibited  List  for  Imports. — A  recent  circular  of 
ihi  French  Customs  (No.  4070)  indicates  that  instructions 
have  been  issued  to  the  Chief  Custom-house  OflScers  in 
the  various  frontier  forts  and  towns  of  France  and  in 
cities,  such  as  Paris,  where  goods  can  he  passed  through 
t'lf  Customs,  to  the  effect  that  it  is  now  permitted  to 
admit  into  France  small  quantities  of  medicaments  or 
mineral  waters  included  on  the  list  of  prohibited  articles 
on  the  condition  that  such  preparations  or  waters  are  for 
the  exclusive  personal  use  of  the  person  who  imports  them. 

An  Opinion  on  Alcohol. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Paris  Academy  of  Medicine  Dr.  Havist  read  a  paper 
giving  the  result  of  researches  made  by  him  regarding 
suitable  lieverages.  He  reminds  us  that  water  is  found 
in  all  beverages  such  as  wine,  milk,  and  beer,  as  well 
as  in  vegetables,  while  practically  the  whole  of  the 
civilised  and  uncivilised  worlds  alike  use  it  largely  for 
drinkiiig-purposes.  Dwelling  on  the  subject  of  alcolio 
he  refuted  the  idea  that  it  should  be  considered  as  a 
poison,  ani  expressed  the  opinion  that  an  average  'nan 
can  safely  take  as  much  as  35  oz.  of  it  daily,  provided 
he  is  engaged  in  hard  physical  exercise. 

TaE  Vagaries  of  Hair-dye. — The  Magistrate  of  one 
of  the  Paris  County  Courts  has  had  some  trouble  in  sifting 
the  evidence  given  in  an  action  brought  by  a  lady  against 
a  hairdresser  for  dajnages  due  to  the  vagaries  of  a  hair 
dye  :  5.000f.  (120/.)  was  claimed  as  compensation.  Part 
of  the  lady'c  hair  had  become  slightly  grey,  and  she  put 
herself  in  the  hands  of  a  coiffeur  to  equalise  the  shade. 
The  treatment  is  a  common  one,  b-eing  the  application 
of  peroxide  of  hydrogen  followed  by  ammonia,  after  the  pre 
liminary  shampoo,    the   hair-dye   following  as  required 
On  this  occasion  the  lady's  blond  hair  became  merely 
a  dishevelled  mush.    The  coiffeur  tried  other  treatments, 
and  the  hair  became  a  variegated  colour.  A  liquid  tincture 
was  then  tried,  and  the  hair  became  black.    Some  days 
later  the  hair  began  to  come  out.  and  then  another  coiffeur 
was  called  in.    He  suggested  a  wig,  which  was  duly 
accepted,  and  the  next  step  was  the  action  at  law  against 
the  first   "artist."    What  remained  of  the  substances 
xised  was  handed  to  expert  chemists  for  analysis,  but  they 
w-ere  found  to  be  in  normal  couditioa  and  were  apparently 
not  to  blame  for  the  trouble  caused.    Finally  the  plaintiff 
was  awarded  500f.  (201.)  damages,  the  evidence  tending 
to  show  that  the  hair  would  probably  grow  again 

TuBEECULO-Sis  Remedy.' — The   Paris  correspondent  of 
"The  Times,"  writing  on  May  25.  states  that  Dr.  Samuel 
Bernheini.  President  of  the  "  ffiuvre  de  la  Tuberculose 
Humaine,"  would  communicate  to  the  Societe  Interna 
tionale  de  la  Tuberculose  and  the  Societe  <le  la  Therapeu. 
tique  on  May  20  a  paper  on  a  new  treatment  of  tuber 
culosis — viz.,  "administration  of  a  preparation  of  radio- 
jictive  menthol  iodine."      This  anti-tubercnlous  specific 
is  due  to  the  researches  and  the  therapeutic  experience 
of  Dr.  de  Szendeffj,  of  Budapest,  and  for  the  past  three 
years  it  has  been  practically  tested  by  Dr.  Kertez  Aba, 
of  Budapest,  and  by  a  number  of  entirely  independent 
specialists.      The  composition  of  the  preparation  is  as 
follows  : 

"  Peptonised  iodine,  0.75  centigram;  menthol.  0.06  centi- 
srram ;  radium  bai  iuni  chloride,  the  tenth  of  a  drop  in  a 
f  jlution  of  ether." 

Glowing  accounts  are  given  of  the  success  of  the  remedy. 
Experiments  upon  human  subjetts  were  initiated,  the 
results  being  entirely  and  surprisingly  successful.  One 
cubic  centimetre  was  injected  daily  thirty  times  in  succes- 


sion. In  no  case  did  the  system  manifest  any  intolerance 
of  the  injection,  as  was  constantly  the  case  in  the  treat- 
ment liy  iodine.  In  pulmonary  tuberculosis  there  was  a 
distinct  improvement  after  ten  injections.  Blood-spftting 
ceased,  as  did  all  the  other  distressing  accompaniments  of 
phthisis,  such  as  night-sweats,  emaciation,  absence  of 
appetite,  and  weakness.  The  patients  increased  in  weight 
and  strength  and  the  physical  improvement  was  attended 
by  most  important  results  in  improved  psychological  con- 
dition.?— a  return  of  confidence  and  courage  which  is  half 
the  battle  in  dealing  with  this  terrible  disease.

Qualified  Medical  Men  in  China. — Dr.  Herbert 
Wenham,  F.R.C'.S.,  professor  at  the  Union  Medical  Col- 
lege, Peking,  reports  that,  for  the  first  time  in  history,  a 
medical  degree  has  been  granted  by  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment. Sixteen  out  of  twenty-one  candidates  have  passed 
the  required  examinations.  The  Medical  College  has  now 
completed  five  years'  work,  and  the  degrees  conferred 
certify  that  the  holders  are  fully  accomplished  in  the  science 
of  medicine.

:Mr.  E.  :Muir,  who  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  re- 
spected of  Montreal  pharmacists,  and,  ae  stated  in  the  next 
paragraph,  is  retiring  from  public  life,  has  been  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  jNIontreal  College  of  Pharmacy 
since  1889,  and  the  success  which  the  College  enjoys  lias 
been  greatly  due  to  his  efforts.  Mr.  Muir  was  also  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  present  Pharmaceutical  Association 
in  1867,  then  called  the  Montreal  Chemists'  Association, 
which  in  1870  was  incorporated  under  its  present  name, 
but  did  not  receive  the  privilege  of  holding  examinations 
or  granting  licences  until  1875,  Mr.  Muir  being  one  of  those 
who  received  the  charter.  Although  Mr.  Muir  is  now  in 
his  eightieth  year  he  enjoys  excellent  health. 

^Montreal  College  of  Pharmacy.— From  an  educational 
ijoint  of  view  the  session  ju.st  closed  has  been  one  of  the 
most  successful  in  its  history,  declared  the  President,  Mr. 
D.  W'atson,  in  his  address  at  the  annual  meeting.  The 
number  of  medals,  prizes,  diplomas,  and  certificates 
awarded  was  far  ahead  of  any  previous  year.  This  College, 
he  pointed  out,  is  the  only  one  giving  lectures  both  in 
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French  and  English  in  the  evening,  thus  enabling  students 
to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  Quebec  Pharmacy  Act 
concurrently  with  earning  a  livelihood.  The  annual  report 
and  financial  statement  pi-esented  by  Mr.  E.  Muir,  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, were  both  satisfactory.  Mr.  Muir,  owing 
to  advancing  years,  tendered  his  resignation  of  that  office, 
which  wae  accepted  after  a  high  tribute  from  the  President 
as  to  his  work  and  worth,  and  by  a  unanimous  vote  he 
was  made  a  life  member  of  the  College.  After  addresses 
had  been  heard  from  Prof essoxs  Morrison  and  Collett  deal- 
ing with  various  phases  of  the  collegiate  work,  the  result 
of  the  ballot  for  the  Board  wa.s  announced  as  follows  :

Cape  of  Qood  Hope. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. — A  special  general  meeting 
was  held  at  the  offices  of  the  Society,  Hout  Street, 
Cape  Town,  on  April  26,  the  President,  ilr.  W. 
Froembling,  Ph.D.,  being  in  the  chair.  There  were 
also  present  Mr.  A.  E.  A.  Tothill  (Vice-President), 
Mr.  G.  R.  Cleghorn  (member  of  the  Colonial  Phar- 
macy Board),  Mr.  C.  L.  Tayler  (A.  Cleghorn  &  Dar- 
roll),  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt  (Hejnies,  Mathew  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
Messrs.  J.  Sowden  (Rondesbosch),  W.  H.  Hopkins  (Wood- 
stock), W.  E.  Crow  (Sea  Point),  J.  James,  W.  Fick,  W.  A. 
Sleggs,  D.  E.  McDonald,  W.  Ait^jen,  and  Mr.  C.  Harcus, 
hon.  secretary.  The  President  referred  at  some  length  to  a 
certain  organisation  started  in  Cape  Town,  and  Mr.  H.  R. 
Peck  also  commented  upon  the  subject.  The  Society  went 
into  committee  to  consider  it.  It  is  understood  that  a 
lively  discussion  ensued,  and  the  meeting  did  not  ter- 
minate till  late  in  the  evening. 

Orange  Free  State. 

"  Medicos  in  a  Muddle  "  is  the  comment  passed  by  the 
"  Bloemfontein  Post"  on  the  meeting  of  the  0.  F.  S. 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  reported  below.  The 
article  accuses  the  "leisurely  Government"  of  delay  in 
filling  the  vacancies  created  in  consequence  of  the  resigna- 
tions following  General  Hertzog's  aspersions  of  the  Council, 
and  states  that  the  humorous  aspect  of  the  situation  begun 
when  the  quartet  of  Government  nominees  enabled  a 
quorum  to  be  formed.    It  continues  : 

"'What  is  an  Act  in  the  eyes  of  a  Minister?'  we  can 
imagine  Mr.  Smuts  arguing,  and  on  the  strength  of  that 
he  converted  Dr.  Bidwell  into  a  Medical  Council  Pooh-Bah. 
with  authority  to  issue  registration  certificates.  .  .  .  Such  a 
trifling  irregularity  as  holding  a  meeting  on  a  wrong  day 
was  really  nothing  compared  with  the  bigger  irregularities 
ordered  by  the  Minister,  but  it  enabled  the  new  Council  to 
show  how  great  sticklers  for  observance  they  were.  .  .  .  An 
attempt  was  made  last  night  at  the  '  attempted  meeting.'  as 
Dr.  Bidwell  described  it,  to  confirm  his  registrations.  The 
sturdy  protest  entered  by  Dr.  Lfsmar  against  the  proceedings 
either  then — it  was  obviously  absurd  to  try  to  legalise  an 
illegality  at  an  irregular  meeting — or  at  the  next  duly  con- 
vened gathering  will  be  endorsed  by  the  public." 

0.  F.  S.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — At  a  meet- 
ing held  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment on  April  28  there  were  present  Drs.  C.  H.  Bidwell, 
G.  D.  Usmar,  D.  M.  Tomory,  J.  C.  Pretorius,  and  ^Messrs. 
E.  Whiteside  and  A.  Fowlie.  The  Registrar  and  Secretary 
explained  the  circumstanoes  which  led  to  the  calling  of  the 
meeting,  which  he  knew  was  irregular,  and  read  a  telegram 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  on  April  6  stating  that 
the  technical  difficulties  created  by  the  resignation  of  a 
number  of  members  of  the  Council  cannot  be  allowed  to 
penalise  persons  desirous  of  registration  by  the  Council, 
and  adding  that  the  Minister  will  accept  responsibility  for 
proceeding  on  the  line  indicated  by  Dr.  Bidwell.  "The 


Secretary  said  that  registration  forms  had  been  issued  to 
a  number  of  practitioners  with  the  approval  of  Dr.  Bidwell, 
and  that  he  had  replied  to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  that 
lie  was  of  opinion  that  the  proceedings  were  illegal,  and 
that  ho  was  acting  on  the  orders  issued  under  protest.  A 
letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of  April  11 
stated  that  Drs.  Pretorius,  Tomory  and  Usmar,  and  Mi\ 
Whiteside  had  been  nominated  to  fill  vacancies  on  the 
Council,  so  that  a  meeting  of  Council  could  be  held  as 
early  as  possible.  When  calling  the  meeting  it  had  been 
overlooked  that  the  statutory  date  is  the  second  Friday  in 
each  month.  The  Chairman  (Dr.  Bidwell),  on  ascertain- 
ing the  f  eeling  of  the  meeting  in  regard  to  the  arguments, 
stated  that  the  meeting  could  only  be  considered  a  private 
meeting  of  gentlemen  who  had  been  ©lected  to  the  Medical 
Council. 

Transvaal. 

Transvaal  Chemist's  Suicide. — On  April  30,  ^Ir.  D.  R. 
Ramsay,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  was  out  of  employment, 
cut  his  throat  with  fatal  consecjuences  in  Railway  Cham- 
bers, Plein  Street,  Johannesburg.  Mr.  Ramsay  had  just 
previously  left  hospital  of  his  own  accord,  where  he  had 
been  treated  for  some  illness. 

The  Transvaal  Medical  Council  on  April  28  considered 

resolution  whereby  medical  practitioners  who  "  have,  with 
a  view  to  their  own  gain  and  to  the  detriment  of  other 
practitioners,  been  in  the  habit  of  issuing  or  -sanctioning 
the  issue  of  announcements  on  medical  subjects  through 
the  medium  of  the  lay  Press,  or  have  granted  interviews 
to  newspaper  reporters  upon  medical  subjects  for  publi- 
cation, in  which  announcements  or  publications  the  names 
of  such  registered  medical  practitioners  are  used,"  may  be 
deemed  guilty  of  unprofessional  conduct.  The  only  ex 
emption  proposed  is  that  of  medical  officers  in  discharge 
of  their  duty.  The  resolution,  which  was  apparently  too 
drastic  for  some  of  the  members,  was  referred  back  to 
the  Executive  'Committee. 

Transvaal  Chemists'  Athletic  Club. — At  the  annual 
genel-al  Ineeting,  held  at  the  Grand  National  Hotel, 
Johannesburg,  on  April  25,  Mr.  W.  B.  Marshall  (Presi- 
dent) presided  over  a  gathering  of  about  forty  members. 
Mr.  Marshall  gave  a  short  rcsinna  of  the  year's  work,  and 
on  behalf  of  the  club  thanked  the  various  donors  of  prizes 
and  trophies.  The  committee's  first  annual  report  showed 
that  the  membership  is  138.  while  the  club  is  in  a  sound 
financial  condition.  The  various  sections  are  doing  well. 
The  election  of  officers  resulted  as  follows  :  President,  .J.  S.

The  total  imports  of  perfumery  and  allied  materials  into 
the  Republic  of  Panama  during  1910  amounted  to  9,730/., 
against  9,123/.  for  the  previous  year. 

The  imports  of  medicines  and  medicinal  preparations  into 
Venice  during  1909  amounted  in  value  to  109,2257.,  compared 
with  79,009/.  in  1908,  and  the  exports  of  similar  preparations 
amounted  to  65,300/.,  as  compared  with  72,411/.  in  1908. 

Window  Display  ^NIemories. — Sometimes  a  chemist  hastens 
to  change  the  goods  displayed  in  liis  window  when  these 
linger  to  sell  immediately,  they  are  shown.  Often  this  is  not 
the  wisest  plan.  A  provincial  chemist,  who  always  allows 
any  window  display  to  remain  for  three  or  more  weeks,  says 
that  commodities  which  start  to  go  slowly  seem  to  be  remem- 
bered best  by  his  customers.  Quite  frequently  he  has  been 
asked  for  some  of  that  cotton-wool  that  was  in  the  window 
several  months  ago,"  and  he  recalls  other  instances  of  cus- 
tomers recollecting  a  display  which  they  may  have  glanced 
at,  in  passing  the  shop,  perhaps  a  dozen  times. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Advertising-  in  a  Trade  list. —In  the  Lord  Mayor's 
Court,  London,  last  week,  before  the  Uoninion  Serjeant  (Sir 
F.  Bosanquet,  K.C)  and  a  jury,  Messrs.  Burgoync,  Burbidges 
&  Co.,  wholesale  and  export  druggists  and  manufacturing 
chemists,  12  and  16  Coleman  Street,  E.C.,  and  East  Ham, 
brought  an  iaction  against  Mr.  Edgar  Harry  Lawton,  wine 
-merchant,  of  12  Trinity  Square,  E.C.,  to  recover  the  sum  of 
the  price  of  advertisements  inserted  in  the  plaintiffs' 
export-list  to  the  order  of  the  defendant.  A  counterclaim 
was  raised  by  the  defendant  for  damages,  he  alleging  that  he 
was  induced  to  enter  into  the  contract  by  false  statements. 
In  evidence  the  defendant  attributed  the  statements  referred 
to  to  Mr.  S.  C.  Welsh,  but  after  hearing  his  evidence  the 
Judge  said  the  defendant  could  not  make  anything  of  his 
counterclaim.  The  jury  failed  to  agree,  and  were  discharged 
without  returning  a  verdict. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Act.— At  the  West  London 
County  Court,  before  Sir  W.  Lucius  Selfe  on  May  22, 
Gertrude  Johnson  (19)  sued  Messrs.  Forbes,  manufacturing 
chemists.  Earl's  Court  Square,  London,  for  compensation 
under  this  Act.  It  appeared  from  the  evidence  that  the 
defendants  are  manufacturers  of  "  Kiope,"  a  remedy  for 
gout  and  rheumatism,  and  the  applicant  was  employed  by 
them  to  fill  tlie  preparation  into  bottles  and  to  finisli  these 
off,  receiving  Ws.  per  week.  On  February  5  she  was  ordered 
to  clean  out  a  "copper,"  and  while  so  doing  (she  alleged) 
sl>e  rc/Ceived  an  injury  to  her  tliumb,  as  a  result  of  which  it 
festered,  -and  after  treatment  the  thumb  had  to  be  opened 
under  an  anaesthetic  to  release  tlie  pus.  The  medical  evidence 
was  to  the  effect  that  the  applicant  suffei-ed  fi'om  a  whitlow, 
and  that  she  still  suffers  pain,  but  that  the  hand  will  get 
all  right  again  in  time.  His  Honour  decided  in  favour  of  the 
applicant,  and  made  an  order  of  10s.  a  week  from  February  6 
until  further  notice. 

Stothert  V.  Stothert  and  Dodd.- Vioe-Chancellor 
Leigh  Clare,  sitting  at  the  Chancery  Court,  Manchester,  com- 
menced the  hearing  on  May  17  of  an  action  by  Mr.  Richard 
Maxwell  Stothert,  carrying  on  business  as  R.  Stothert  & 
Sons,  wholesale  druggists  and  chemists,  Atherton,  against 
Francis  Dodd  and  Herbert  Homer  Stothert,  carrying  on 
business  a-s  Dodd  &  Stothert,  Hardman  Street,  Manchester, 
for  -an  injunction  to  restrain  them  from  making  such  use 
of  the  nam©  "  Stothert "  as  would  lead  people  to  believe 
that  they  were  oonnect.6d  with  the  firm  of  R.  Stothert  & 
Sons.  It  was  stated  that  the  plaintiff's  business  was  founded 
in  1852  by  his  father,  Richard  Stothert.  Since  1886  or  1887 
the  name  of  the  firm  has  been  R.  Stothert  &  Sons,  the 
plaintiff  being  a  son  of  Richard  Stothert,  and  since  1905  he 
had  been  the  sole  proprietor  of  the  business.  His  younger 
brother,  Herbert  (one  of  the  defendants),  was  for  some 
years  employed  as  a  traveller,  and  his  application  to  be 
admitted  as  a  partner  in  the  firm  was  refused.  In  November 
1909  he  began  business  on  liis  own  account,  and  the  firm  was 
registered  as  a  limited  partnership,  with  Francis  Dodd,  his 
father-in-law,  as  a  limited  partner.  Tlie  plaintiff  complained 
that  defendants'  travellers  called  on  his  customers,  and  that 
the  name  "Stothert"  was  used  in  a  way  that  gave  grounds 
for  complaint.  His  Lordship  endeavoured  to  get  the  pai-ties 
to  agree,  but  this  failing  the  case  was  proceeded  with ;  and 
the  hearing  continued  on  May  23,  when  counsel  for  the 
defendants  submitted  that  there  had  been  no  intention  to 
mislead,  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  every  care  had  been  taken 
to  make  it  quite  clear  that  the  two  firms  were  not  identified 
in  any  way  whatever  and  were  entirely  distinct.  Evidence 
was  taken  at  considerable  length.  On  Wednesday  evidence 
was  continued,  and  at  the  rising  of  the  Court  the  case  had 
not  concluded.  On  Thursday  the  injunction  was  granted, 
with  part  costs.  The  Vice-Chancellor  said  no  case  had  been 
made  out  against  Herbert  Stothert  personally. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

Imperial  Platks. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  May  19,  the  action 
of  the  Imperial  Dry  Plate  Co.  i'.  Leonhardt  was  again 
before  Mr.  Justice  Eve.  The  plaintiffs  asked  for  an  injunc- 
tion to  restrain  the  defendants  from  infringing  their  trade 
marks  with  i-espect  to  photographic  plates.  Mr.  Sebastian, 
for  the  plaintifts,  said  that  the  defendants  had  now  agreed 
to  a  final  order  in  the  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion,  and 
would  not  use  the  words  "Imperial  Photographic"  or 
"  Imperial  "  in  connection  with  plates. 

Mr.  Colefax,  for  the  defendant,  said  there  was  one  small 
point  as  to  whether  the  printed  matter  objected  to  should 
be  given  up  or  destroyed.    It  had  not  been  agreed  that 


they  should  destroy  it,  but  if  the  plaintiffs  desired  that  his 
clients  would  do  so. 

Mr.  Sebastian  agreed  that  all  the  infringing  printed 
matter  should  be  destroyed  by  the  defendants. 

Stent's  Dental  Composition. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal,  before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
and  Lords  Justices  Buckley  and  Kennedy,  on  Monday, 
Slay  21,  the  case  of  Claudius  Ash,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
r.  the  Invicta  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  heard  upon 
the  appeal  of  the  defendants  from  an  order  of  Mr. 
Justice  Warrington  in  the  Chancery  Division,  reported  in 
the  C  tt'  D..  March  11,  index  folio  345.  The  action  was 
in  regard  to  the  right  to  make  and  sell  Stent's  composi- 
tion, used  by  dentists  for  taking  the  impression  of  the 
mouth.  Plaintiffs'  case  was  that  the  composition  was  in- 
vented by  Mr.  Charles  Stent,  who  was  the  plaintiffs'  pre- 
decessor, in  1857,  obtained  a  large  sale,  and  was  known  as 
"Stent's  Impression-composition,"  or  "Stent's  Composi- 
tion," and  the  composition  was  sold  in  tablets.  In  1898 
the  predecessor  in  business  of  the  plaintiffs  registered 
the  trade-mark.  In  August,  1910,  plaintiffs  became  aware 
that  the  defendants  were  selling  a  composition  under 
the  name  of  "  G.  Stent's  composition,"  and  the  plaintiffs 
complained  of  (1)  the  passing  off  by  the  defendants  by 
the  use  of  the  name,  alleging  that  the  defendants  had 
no  right  to  the  use  of  the  name  "  Srent,"  (2)  infringe- 
ment of  trade-mark,  and  (3)  the  similarity  of  get-up. 
The  defence  was  a  denial  that  the  use  of  the  word 
"  Stent's  "  meant  to  the  dental  profession  the  same 
article  as  the  plaintiffs',  and  they  asserted  that  there  were 
four  other  compositions,  viz.  "  G.  Stent's,"  which  had 
been  manufactured  and  sold  by  them  for  fifteen  years ; 
"  H.  C.  Stent's,"  "  Walsh  Stent's,"  and  "  Savage 
Stent's,"  and  that  there  were  probably  others.  Defendants 
denied  that  there  was  any  infringement  of  the  rights  of 
the  plaintiffs  in  wdiat  they  did,  and  they  alleged  that  the 
employment  of  the  words  "  G.  Stent's  "  and  the  get-up  of 
their  article  were  not  calculated  to  deceive  purchasers. 
Judge  Warrington  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  and 
granted  the  injunction  asked  for.  Mr.  A.  J.  Walter, 
K.C,  and  jMr.  Sebastian  now  appeared  for  the  appellants, 
and  Mr.  Cave,  K.C,  and  Mr.  Colefax  for  the  respondents 
(the  plaintiff  company).  After  counsel  had  addressed  the 
Court  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  the  appeal  was  allowed. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  in  delivering  judgment,  said 
that  in  substance  this  case  tunied  upon  the  point  whether 
the  manner  of  sale  adopted  by  the  appellants  was  calcu- 
lated to  deceive.  He  thought  it  impossible  to  say  it  was 
so  calculated.  Neither  on  the  ground  of  trade-mark  nor 
on  the  ground  of  deceit  could  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice 
Warrington  stand.  The  appeal  would  be  allowed,  with 
costs.  But  although  the  appellant  defendants  had  succeeded 
on  the  appeal  and  were  entitled  to  the  costs  of  the  appeal, 
it  was  thought  they  should  not  be  allowed  the  costs  of  the 
action. 

The  other  Lords  Justices  concurred. 

Saccharin  Corporation  v.  Von  Heyden. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal,  before  Lords  Justices  Vaughan 
Williams  and  Farwell,  on  Friday,  May  19,  the  case  of  the 
Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  v.  Chemische  Fabrik  Von 
Heyden  Aktiengesellschaft  was  heard  upon  the  plaintiffs' 
appeal  from  an  order  of  Mr.  Justice  Lush  in  Chambers 
allowing  the  defendants'  appeal  from  the  order  of  the 
iMaster,  and  directing  that  tlie  service  of  the  writ  of 
summons  in  the  action  upon  the  defendants  at  127  Fen- 
church  Street  be  set  aside.  Mr.  Atkin,  K.C,  and  Mr. 
Colam  appeared  for  the  appellants,  and  Mr.  Norman  Craig, 
K.C,  and  Mr.  McCardie  for  the  respondents. 

Mt.  Atkin  said  that  the  short  point  in  the  appeal  was 
whether  or  not  the  defendant  company  resided  here  for  the 
purpose  of  being  served  with  process.  His  case  was  that 
they  did,  and  that  they  carried  on  a  large  business  in  this 
country ;  that  they  made  contracts  in  this  country,  de- 
livered goods  in  this  country,  and  made  payments  in  this 
country.  Defendants,  upon  the  other  hand,  said  that  they 
did  not  carry  on  business  in  this  country,  but  that  the 
business  in  Fenchurch  Street.  London,  was  that  of  a  Mr. 
Blasius,  who  can-ied  on  an  independent  business  of  his 
own.  Plaintiffs  brought  the  action  in  respect  of  a  con- 
tract made  in  England,  whereby  in  consideration  of  certain 
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large  annual  payments  made  by  the  plaintiffe  to  the  de- 
fendants the  latter  undertook  to  supply  to  the  plaintiffs 
certain  quantities  of  an  output  of  saccharin  upon  the  con- 
dition that  the  defendants  did  not  trade  in  certain  British 
Colonies,  and  plaintiffs'  case  was  that  there  had  been  a 
breach  of  that  contract.  Counsel  then  read  the  affidavits 
of  Mr.  Blasius  and  Mr.  Gates  (plaintiffs'  manager)  in  sup- 
port of  his  contentions. 

Mr.  Norman  Craig,  on  behalf  of  the  respondents,  sup- 
ported the  order  of  Mr.  Justice  Lush,  contending  that 
there  was  not  a  single  case  to  be  found  in  the  books  where 
service  of  a  writ  had  been  allowed  upon  a  foreign  corpora- 
tion unless  they  occupied  premises  here.  Blasius  was  the 
defendants'  agent,  and  they  had  agents  all  over  the  world. 
Counsel  contended  that  in  the  circumstances  the  defendants 
could  not  be  said  to  "  reside  or  carry  on  business  in  the 
United  Kingdom,"  and  therefore  did  not  come  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  English  courts. 

On  Saturday,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  arguments.  Lord 
Justice  Vaughan  Williams,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that 
the  case  seemed  to  be  on  the  border-line.  The  question 
was  :  Did  the  defendants  have  a  place  of  business  which 
gave  them  a  domicile  here  ?  He  did  not  think  that  it 
could  be  suggested  that  they  could  be  said  to  be  in  seisin 
of  the  place  of  business  in  Fenchurch  Street,  but  having 
regard  to  the  facts  of  the  present  case  he  had  come  to  the 
conclusion,  not  without  considerable  hesitation,  that  he 
ought  not  to  differ  from  his  learned  brothers,  who  were  of 
opinion  upon  the  facts  that  the  defendant  corporation 
carried  on  business  in  this  country  in  such  a  way  as  to 
entitle  the  plaintiffs  to  serve  the  writ  in  this  country  upon 
the  defendants.    The  appeal,  therefore,  would  succeed. 

Lord  Justice  jNIoulton  said  he  was  also  of  opinion  that 
the  appeal  should  be  allowed.  The  question  to  be  decided 
was  one  of  fact,  and  they  had  to  take  the  whole  of  the 
facts  on  the  one  side  and  the  other  in  considering  whether 
the  plaintiffs  had  shown  that  the  defendants  did  carry  on 
business  in  this  country.  It  was  the  fact  that  Mr.  Blasius 
carried  on  business  at  a  fixed  place  of  business,  and  carried 
on  business  as  sole  agent  for  the  defendants.  They  found 
that  he  had  the  power  to  make  contracts  for  the  defendants, 
that  he  had  goods  of  the  defendants'  lying  at  the  premises 
where  he  carried  on  business  or  in  public  warehouses  and 
wharves  under  his  control.  They  also  found  that  the  de- 
fendants had  a  telegraphic  and  telephonic  address  at  Mr. 
Blaeius's  premises,  and  that  the  defendants  adopted  his 
place  of  business  as  their  London  address.  Defendants 
said  that  Mr.  Blasius  rented  the  place  in  Fenchurch  Street, 
and  that  it  was  not  a  place  rented  in  any  sense  by  them. 
That  piece  of  evidence  was  in  the  defendants'  favour,  but 
it  was  not  conclusive.  Could  it  be  said  upon  the  facts  of 
the  present  case  that  the  defendants  did  not  carry  on 
business  at  a  fixed  place  in  this  country  merely  by  showing 
that  the  tenant  of  premises  where  the  business  was  carried 
on  was  the  person  through  whom  they  carried  on  their 
business  ?  He  thought  they  had  in  the  present  case  the 
carrying  on  of  business  by  the  defendants  at  a  fixed  place 
in  this  conntrv,  and  that  appeared  to  him  to  be  sufficient, 
and  therefore  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  defendant  corpora- 
tion could  be  served  with  process  here,  and  that  Mr.  Blasius 
was  the  person  upon  whom  that  process  could  be  served. 

Lord  Justice  Farwell  delivered  judgment  to  the  same 
effect,  and  the  appeal  was  accordingly  allowed,  the  order 
of  Mr.  Justice  Lush  being  discharged,  with  costs. 

A  Contract  in  Quicksilver. 

Judgment  was  delivered  on  Friday  (May  19)  by  a  King's 
Bench  Divisional  Court  consisting  of  the"  Lord  Chief  Jus- 
tice and  Justices  Pickford  and.  Lush,  in  the  case  of  May  & 
Baker,  Ltd.,  v.  Beer,  Londeheimer  &  Co.,  which  came 
before  the  Court  on  a  special  case  stated  by  the  arbitrator 
who  had  been  appointed  to  settle  a  dispute  between  the 
parties  as  to  a  contract  for  a  supply  of  5,000  bottles  of 
Italian  quicksilver  {C.  .£■  D.,  May  6,  index  folio  655).  The 
claimants  are  manufacturing  chemists,  of  London,  while 
the  respondents  are  of  Frankfort,  Germany,  and  carry 
on  business  as  dealers  and  sellers  of  quicksilver. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice,  in  giving  judgment  for  the 
claimants,  said  the  whole  question  in  the  case  was  as  to 
the  price  which  should  be  charged  by  the  sellers  having 
regard  _  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  short 
deliveries  were  made  up,  and  the  correspondence  which 


passed  'between  the  parties.  The  price  to  be  paid 
was  fixed  by  the  contract  at  5s.  below  Messrs.  Roth- 
schild's first-hand  price,  or  Is.  per  bottle  below  the  pub- 
lished second-hand  price,  at  the  buyers'  option,  and 
the  contract  provided  that  the  buyers  should  be  at  liberty 
at  any  time  to  declare  such  quantity  as  they  might 
require  to  cover  themselves  at  the  prices  ruling  at  the 
date  of  that  declaration,  and  if  no  declaration  had  been 
made  on  or  about  the  day  on  which  the  goods  became  due 
for  shipment  they  were  to  be  invoiced  at  the  price  current 
on  the  date  of  the  bill  of  lading.  Subject  to  the  above 
option  the  shipment  was  to  be  c.i.f .  to  London  at  the  sellers' 
expense,  and  the  quantities  due  for  delivery  were,  as  far 
as  possible,  to  be  sent  forward  in  equal  shipments  over  the 
contract  period. 

Apart  from  any  fresh  contract  or  arrangement  made  be- 
tween the  parties  the  position  seemed  to  him  to  be  reason- 
ably clear.  The  sellers  were  bound  to  deliver  in  about 
equal  monthly  quantities  ;  if  they  failed  to  do  so  the  buyers 
could,  if  they  thought  fit,  buy  against  the  sellers  and  charge 
them  for  any  increased  price  they  had  to  pay,  or  they 
could  waive  the  time  for  delivery  and  accept  delivery 
under  the  contract  at  a-  later  date.  If,  in  consequence  of 
the  default  of  the  sellers  in  delivery  in  any  particular 
month,  the  buyers  were  compelled  to  pay  a  higher  price, 
they  could,  in  his  opinion,  have  recovered  from  the  sellers 
the  difference  in  price  which  they  had  to  pay  in  order  to 
obtain  quicksilver  to  take  the  place  of  the  nfwi-delivered 
auantitv.  That  seemed  to  him  to  be  well  founded  by  many 
authorities,  of  which  Ogle  r.  Vane  (1868)  L.  R.  3  Q.  B.  272 
was  an  example.  When,  therefore,  the  sellers  failed 
to  deliver  the  contract  quantity  during  the  months  from 
April  to  September,  in  the  absence  of  any  other  arrange- 
ment the  buyers  were  entitled  to  claim  from  them  the 
difference  in  the  price  which  they  had  to  pay  in  order  to 
obtain  it.  In  this  case  the  difference  of  price  arose  in  this 
way.  The  contract,  not  being  for  a  definite  but  for  a 
fluctuating  price,  at  a  time  when  the  sellers  in  fact  made 
delivery  the  price  payable  under  the  contract  had  risen. 
If  the  sellers  had  wholly  failed  to  deliver  and  the  buyers 
had  had  to  buy  elsewhere  it  was  not  disputed  that  the 
buyers  would  not  be  entitled  to  recover  the  increased  price 
they  would  have  to  jiay  ;  but  it  seemed  to  him  that  the 
fact  that  the  sellers  did  not  wholly  fail  to  deliver,  but  only 
delivered  at  a  later  date  in  consecjuence  of  their  own  breach 
of  contract,  could  not  entitle  them  to  claim  the  higher  price 
then  current,  which  only  came  into  operation  by  virtue  of 
their  own  breach  of  contract.  To  give  effect  to  that  con- 
tention would  be  to  enable  the  sellers  to  take  advantage 
of  their  own  wrong,  and  to  put  upon  the  buyers  the 
damages  occasioned  by  the  sellers'  default,  and  he  could 
not  see  that  it  made  any  difference  that  the  quicksilver 
bought  or  delivered  to  make  up  the  contract  quantity, 
was  purchased  from  the  original  sellers  and  not  from  other 
perrons.  The  total  contract  quantity  was  in  fact  delivered 
by  February  15,  1910.  Of  that  900  bottles,  which  were 
in  fact  delivered  during  the  months  of  November 
to  February  inclusive,  ought  to  have  been  delivered  during 
the  months  March  to  October.  Therefore,  apart  from 
some  new  bargain,  the  buyers  were,  on  well  eftablished 
grounds,  entitled  to  treat  as  damages  the  excess  price  they 
were  called  upon  to  pay  to  the  sellers.  Two  points  were 
made.  It  was  first  urged  on  behalf  of  the  sellers  that  this 
claim  was  inconsistent  with  the  case  made  by  the  claimants 
in  their  points  of  claim,  because  they  had  claimed  damages 
for  not  delivering  in  the  months  August  to  October,  as 
well  as  an  adjustment  of  price  in  respect  of  the  later 
deliveries.  He  could  not  see  any  inconsistency.  In  addi- 
tio  1  to  the  adjustment  of  price  the  buyers  might  have 
suffered  sufficient  damage  from  the  non-delivery  which 
they  were  entitled  to  recover  from  the  sellers  beyond  the 
mere  question  of  increased  price.  That,  he  imderstood 
from  the  meagre  information  before  him,  was  the  nature 
of  the  damages  claimed,  and  that  was  negatived  by  certain 
paragraphs  in  the  arbitrator's  special  case.  At  the  same 
time  it  was  to  be  noted  that  the  arbitrator  had  expressly 
found  that  if  the  claimants  had  attempted  to  buy  the  full 
quantity  of  the  shortages  in  the  month  when  the  shortage 
occurred,  the  effect  probably  would  have  been  to  send  up 
the  market  price  considerably  above  the  market  prices  in 
fact  quoted,  and,  therefore,  as  the  buyers  were  bound  to 
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do  what  was  reasonable  and  act  so  as  not  to  increase  the 
damages  which  would  be  claimed  from  the  sellers,  they 
acted  properly,  and  were  not  to  be  penalised  because  they 
did  not  buy  against  the  sellers  the  whole  amount  of  the 
shortage,  which  action  on  their  part  would  have  sub- 
stantially increased  the  damages  which  the  sellers  were 
called  upon  to  i:ay.  On  the  correspondence  it  seemed 
quite  clear  that,  throughout,  the  buyers  were  reserving 
their  right  to  claim  damages  against  the  sellers,  which 
would  include  any  increased  price  they  would  have  to 
pay.  In  those  circumstances  he  was  of  opinion  that  the 
contention  of  Messrs.  May  &  Baker  was  substantially 
correct,  and  that  they  were  entitled  to  have  the.  short 
deliveries  charged  to  them  at  the  prices  at  which  they 
ought  to  have  been  charged  when  they  should  have  been 
delivered,  in  other  words,  to  recover  as  damages  the 
excess  price  claimed  by  the  sellers  in  respect  of  the 
delivery  at  dates  so  late  that  under  the  contract  the 
sellers  claimed  a  higher  price.  To  hold  otherwise,  as  he 
had  said,  would  enable  the  sellers  to  claim  the  benefit  of 
their  own  wrong.  Therefore  the  questions  should  be 
answered  in  the  claimants'  favour. 

Mr.  Justice  Pickford  concurred,  but  i\Ir.  Justice  Lusli 
dissented,  and  said  it  was  to  be  observed  that — and  it 
was  a  feature  of  the  contract  which  led  to  the  difficulty — 
that  the  price  was,  or  might  be,  constantly  fluctuating. 
It  depended  on  market  conditions  whether  the  buyers 
bought  again.st  the  sellers  or  not,  and  it  was  clear  that 
their  measure  of  damage  was  the  difference  between  the 
market  price  or  what  they  actually  had  to  pay  if  they 
bought  and  the  contract  price  at  the  date  of  the  breach. 
After  dealing  at  some  length  with  the  correspondence 
between  the  parties,  his  Lordship  observed  that  in  his 
opinion  no  fresh  agreement  was  made,  which  varied  the 
position  of  the  parties,  after  the  contract  was  made.  The 
claimants  no  doubt  pleaded  that  it  was  agreed  that  they 
should  accept  delivery  of  the  shortage  without  prejudice 
to  their  rights,  but  that  was  a  different  matter.  It  was  a 
plea  borne  out  by  the  facts  that,  in  agreeing  to  take 
delivery  of  the  shortage,  their  rights  as  to  their  cause  ot 
action  for  the  original  breach  should  not  be  prejudiced. 
That  had  happened,  but  their  original  cause  of  action 
Iiad  resulted  in  their  recovering  no  damages.  He  thought 
it  was  quite  clear  that  no  agreement  was  ever  made  in 
i'act  to  the  effect  that  the  respondents  should  make  good 
the  arrears  at  the  earlier  prices  either  in  satisfaction  of 
tjt  in  addition  to  the  claimants'  original  cause  of  action. 
The  result  was,  in  his  opinion,  that  the  claimants  acquired 
710  right  to  have  the  arrears  made  good  either  by  agree- 
ment or  as  a  conserpience  of  the  respondents'  original 
breach  of  contract.  He,  therefore,  decided  that  the 
respondents  were  entitled  in  law  to  invoice  the  quick- 
silver shipped  by  them  to  make  up  shortages  at  the 
jirices  ruling  at  the  date  of  actual  shipment.  The  ques- 
tions put  to  the  Court  by  the  arbitrator  should  be  answered 
against  the  claimants. 

The  Court  decided  by  a  majority  in  favour  of  the 
claimants,  Messrs.  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice  remarking  that  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
costs,  which  would  he  dealt  with  by  1'ac  arbitratm-. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

White  Pepper. 
At  the  Tower  Bridge  Police  Court  on  May  24  Mr. 
Chapman,  the  Stipendiary,  heard  a  summons  under 
Section  6  of  the  1875  Act  against  Hannah  Julyaii.  2  The 
Orange,  Bermondsey,  for  having  on  March  29  sold  white 
pepper  which  was  certified  to  be  adulterated  with  10  per 
cent,  of  husk.  Mr.  Eyall,  Town  Clerk,  Bermondsey,  prose- 
cuted, and  Mr.  Kirby  (of  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby) 
defended. 

Mr.  Ryall,  in  opening  the  case,  stated  that  the  certifieate 
of  Mr.  R.  Bodmer,  the  public  analyst  to  the  Bermondsey 
Borough  Council,  stated  that  the  sample  contained  foreign 
ingredients  consisting  of  10  per  cent,  of  pepper  husk, 
partially  bleached.  He  explained  that  in  grinding  white 
pepper  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  prevent  some  of 
the  outer  husk  being  mi.xed  with  it,  but  in  the  best  white 
peppei-s  the  proportion  of  this  never  exceeds  6  or  7  per  cent. 
In  this  case  the  public  analyst  allowed  8  per  cent,  as  a 


margin,  but  the  sample  actually  contained  18  per  cent,  of 
the  husk. 

Mr.  Bodmer  testified  to  the  correctness  of  this- 
statement  in  evidence,  and  in  reply  to  Mr.  Kirby  said  it- 
was  not  necessary  that  he  should  mention  in  his  certificate- 
that  he  had  allowed  for  the  presence  of  husk  to  the  amount 
indicated. 

Mr.  Kirby  submitted  in  view  of  the  statements  made  by. 
Mr.  Ryall  and  the  public  analyst,  that  his  client  had  to- 
meet  a  case  entirely  different  from  that  mentioned  in  th& 
summons.  That  document  .stated  "  white  pepper  should  be- 
free  from  husk,"  but  the  prosecution  now  showed  that  the 
result  of  the  analysis  on  which  the  information  was  based. 
wa,s  arrived  at  after  alio v>p nee  had  been  made  for  the 
presence  of  8  per  cent.  Mr.  Kirby  further  contended  that 
the  summons  was  defective  because  it  did  not  contairu 
particulars  of  the  offence  or  offences  alleged  as  requirec\ 
under  Section  19,  Sub-section  2,  of  the  1899  Act.  He  pointed^ 
out  that  the  summons  in  this  case  was  an  exceptionally 
lengthy  one,  and  described  the  article  in  dispute  as  a- 
"  food,  drink  or  food  "  without  defining  which  it  was. 

After  considerable  discussion  Mr.  Chapman  sai<i. 
that  while  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Kirby  that  the  facts  of  the- 
analysis  should  have  been  mentioned  in  the  summons,  he  dicii 
not  think  the  point  justified  the  summons  being  dismissed. 

Mr.  Kirby  continued  his  cross-examination  of  Mr. 
Bodmer,  who  stated  thrit  he  .tscertained  the  quantity  of 
husk  present  in  the  sample  from  the  cjuantity  of  fibre." 
Mr.  Kirby  quoted  authorities  on  white  pepper  showing  that, 
the  presence  of  husk  is  unavoidable ;  and  witness  stateci 
that  up  to  six  months  ago  his  opinion  was  that  white  pepper 
shoitld  be  entirely  fite  from  husk,  but  since  then  ho  found, 
that  imported  white  pepper  contains  some.  This  opinion. 
he  retained  in  spite  of  Mr.  Kirby's  searching  questions. 

Sir  Thomas  Pink,  of  Messrs.  E.  &  T.  Pink,  was  nexti 
called.  Replying  to  Mr.  Ryall,  he  said  Penang  white- 
pepper  is  the  cheapest  on  the  market,  and  the  highest  per- 
centage of  husk  in  that  is  never  in  excess  of  7.  No  genuine- 
white  pepper  should  contain  so  high  a  percentage  as  that 
mentioned  in  the  analyst's  certificate.  There  is  a  process- 
by  which  white  pepper  could  be  produced  and  yet  a  high- 
percentage  of  husk  retained.  Sir  Thomas  was  cross-ex- 
amined at  considerable  length  regarding  the  prices  of 
pepper  and  the  practice  of  his  firm  in  the  matter.  Mr. 
Kirby  handed  to  him  a  sample  of  white  pepper  purchasedDi 
from  his  firm  at  6|f/.  per  lb.,  guaranteeing  it  as  genuine 
white  pepper.  Mr.  Kirby  asked  him  :  "Would  you  agree- 
that  it  contains  14.4  per  cent.  ?  "  to  which  Sir  Thomas  re- 
plied :  "  If  it  does,  just  buy  a  few  samples  and  issue  a, 
summons.  I  do  not  accept  your  figures."  Proceeding,  he 
added  that  there  is  fibre  in  pepper  right  through  the- 
purifying  process,  but,  naturally,  there  is  less  in  the  final' 
stage.  In  other  words,  the  whiter  it  becomes  the  less- 
husk  it  contains.  In  reply  to  further  questions,  Sir 
Thomas  said  it  is  impossible  to  sell  an  article  containing, 
10  per  cent,  husks  and  rightly  to  describe  it  as  "  white 
pepper. " 

"This  closed  the  caee  for  the  prosecution. 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C..  stated, 
in  reply  to  ilr.  Kirby,  that  he  had  analysed  the  portion  of 
the  sample  sent  him,  and  found  it  to  contain  7.9  per  cent.. 
of  fibre,  which  was  equivalent  to  iNIr.  Bodmer's  figure,, 
and  9  per  cent,  of  the  pericarp  or  husk.  These  percentages- 
he  regarded  as  coming  well  within  the  limit.  He  made  a. 
microscopic  examination,  and  found  a  total  absence  of' 
spiral  vessels.  He  had  never  yet  found  a  white  pepper 
absolutely  free  from  husk.  Witness  then  gave  the  results- 
of  his  analysis  of  white  peppers  purchased  from  the  best- 
known  pepper-grinders  in  the  country.  Taking  the 
standard  adopted  by  Mr.  Bodmer,  he  found  the  samples 
to  contain  percentages  varying  from  1.2  to  14.4.  The- 
sample  of  white  pepper  containing  14.4  per  cent,  husk  was- 
purchased  from  iMetsrs.  Pink.  It  was  one  of  the  cheapesti. 
peppers. 

Mr.  Ryall  :  I  do  not  know  if  this  is  quite  fair. 

Mr.  Parry  :  I  only  want  to  say  that  jNIessrs.  Pink's  is- 
an  absolutely  genuine  pepper.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Chapman, 
he  said  that"  the  presence  of  15  per  cent,  of  husk  in  white- 
pepper  was  not  exc-essive. 

.\lr.  Ryall  remarked  that  an  analyst  was  not  the  persons 
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to  give  evidence  as  to  the  quantity  of  hnsk  which  white 
pepper  might  contain.  He  asked  if  the  defence  could 
Siring  forward  one  importer  in  the  country  prepared  to 
•  say  that  an  article  containing  14  per  cent,  of  husk  was  a 
genuine  article. 

Dr.  Teed,  public  analyst  to  the  City  of  London,  in  the 
course  of  his  evidence,  said  that  he  regarded  the  t-ample 
in  question  as  genuine  white  pepper. 

Mr.  Chapman,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that  having 
heard  the  evidence  for  the  defence,  he  could  not  regard  the 
sample  in  question  as  not  genuine.  It  might  be  on  the 
•bolder  line,  but  still  it  came  within  the  line  as  genuine 
pepper.    The  summons  would  therefore  be  dismissed. 

Mr.  Kirby  asked  for  costs. 

Mr.  Chapman  allowed  three  guineas. 

Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875. 

Compounding  by  a  Druggist. 

In  the  Southern  Police  Court,  Dublin,  on  May  18,  before 
Mr.  Swifte,  Chief  Metropolitan  Police  ^Magistrate,  four 
.summonses  were  heard  at  the  suit  of  the  Pharmaceutical 

■  Society  of  Ireland  against  jNIr.  ^Mario  ^IcNally,  8  Eed- 
.mond's  Hill,  Dublin,  a  registered  druggist.  In  one  sum- 
,mons  he  was  charged  with  having,  on  March  9.  kept  open 
shop  for  dispensing  medical  prescriptions,  he  not  being  a 
person  properly  qualified  in  that  behalf  according  to  law. 
in  a  second  summons  he  was  charged  with  keeping  open 
shop  for  compounding  medical  prescriptions  on  the  same 

■  day.  The  other  two  summonses  charged  the  commission  of 
similar  breaches  of  the  Act  on  ilarch  13.  Mr.  W.  Camp- 
bell Meeke,  solicitor,  appeared  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society ;  and  iMr.  J.  G.  Lidwell,  solicitor,  for  the  defen- 
dant. 

Mr.  Meeke  explained  very  fully  the  law  as  to  compoimd- 
dng  in  Ireland,  and  the  qualification  of  druggists  as  laid 
down  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland).  1875.  Amendment  Act, 
1890,  Section  8,  as  regards  their  qualifications,  and  Sections 
as  regards  their  privileges,  showing  further  that  Section  30 
of  the  1875  Act  restricts  the  compounding  of  medical  pre- 
^scriptions  to  pharmaceutical  chemists,  whose  qualifications 
Mr.  Meeke  e.xplained,  quoting  also  Section  21  of  the  1875 
Act.  He  contrasted  with  that  section.  Section  8  of  the  1890 
Act  to  show  the  difference  between  the  cpialification  looked 
■ior  and  expected  from  the  two  classes.  Continuing,  ^Mr. 
Meeke  said  that  defendant's  advertisements  were  most 
wonderful.  He  sold  an  article  called  Dr.  McNally's 
"Bang,"  which  cured  all  pain,  and  Dr.  McNally's  oint- 
ment, which  did  something  else.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  received  some  information  that  led  them  to  believe 
that  this  gentleman  was  compounding  prescriptions,  and 
'"hey  gave  instructions  to  their  inspector,  !^Ir.  Patrick 
Uutler,  who  took  a  prescription  written  by  Dr.  Davys  to 
Mr.  McNally's  shop  on  March  9,  and  was  handed  a 
ibottle  on  which  was  the  inscription,  "  JNI.  D.  McNally, 
IMedical  Hall."  The  defendant  was  registered  as  Mario 
McNally. 

Mr.  Lidwell  said  Mario  Dillon  ]McNally  was  his  name. 
Mr.  jNIeeke  said  that  Inspector  Butler  went  back  on 
March  13  and  asked  to  have  the  prescription  repeated,  and 
'i!i6  got  another  bottle  marked  in  the  same  way.    For  each 
■.prescription  the  sum  of  3.?.  was  asked  and  paid. 

Inspector  Patrick  Butler,  49  Phibsborough  Road,  Dublin, 
gave  evidence  in  support  of  INIr.  ^Nleeke's  statement.  He 
had  visited  Dr.  Davys,  26  Westland  Row,  who  examined 
'him,  and  gave  him  the  prescription,  which  he  took  to  de- 
fendant to  compound.  Cross-examined  by  j\Ir.  Lidwell, 
witness  stated  that  he  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  iNIcNally 
before  he  went  to  Dr.  Davys  ;  he  asked  Mv.  ]McNally  to 
■prescribe  for  him,  and  Mr.  McNally  made  up  a  bottle  for 
nim.  He  asked  Mr.  McNally  to  recommend  him  a  doctor, 
and  Mr.  ]\IcNally  told  him  that  Dr.  "Davys  was  a  good 
■doctor.  He  told  Mr.  McNally  that  he  was  a  native  of  the 
'County  Meath.  where  he  himself  came  from. 

Mr.  Lidwell  :  And  that  you  knew  a  lot  of  people  around 
■there  ;  and  you  "  wheedled  "  him  round  until  you  got  him 
'io  recommend  a  doctor  to  you  ? — Yes. 

Didn't  he  tell  you  that  it  was  not  his  custom  to  make  up 
•■prescriptions  for  patients  ? — No. 

Mr.  Lidwell  produced  the  following  certificate  of  the 
lAssociation  of  Certificated  Dispensers  : 


'"  This  is  to  certify  that  Thomas  Laurence  Mario  Dillon 
McNally,  a  graduate  in  pharmacy,  chemistry,  botanv,  materia 
medica,  and  dispensing  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Dublin, 
lias  this  day  been  elected  a  member  of  the  above  Association." 

He  (Mr.  Lidwell)  contended  that  his  client  was  fully  quali- 
fied to  be  an  assistant  in  compounding  medicines. 

IMr.  Swifte  :  Undoubtedly  he  could  assist  an  apothecary 
in  compounding  and  dispensing  medicines — that  is,  serve 
under  an  apothecary. 

Mr.  iNIeeke  :  I  think  he  would  be  entitled  to  assist  a 
Licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  in  compounding  and 
dispensing  medicines,  but  he  is  not  entitled  to  come  in 
and  assist  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

Mr.  Lidwell  said  his  client  had  been  in  the  employment 
of  Messrs.  Leonard  &  Co. ,  who  were  admittedly  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  and  he  held  a  letter  from  them. 

Mr.  Meeke  :  I  don't  know  that  this  is  evidence. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  Mr.  Leonard  has  no  power  to  confer  degrees. 

Mr.  Lidwell  :  I  want  to  make  out  that  this  man  is  not 
wholly  ignorant.    jNIessrs.  Leonard  wrote  : 

■'  Mr.  Mario  McNally  has  been  in  our  employment  for  over 
six  years,  and  has  been  manager  of  one  or  other  of  our 
branches  for  a  large  part  of  that  period.  He  is  an  extremely 
competent  and  able  assistant,  and  thoroughly  well  versed  in 
dispensing  and  in  all  branches  of  the  drug  trade,  being  gentle- 
manly, sober,  agreeable,  and  correct  in  all  his  accounts.  Wo 
have  always  regarded  him  as  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the 
place,  and  are  extremely  sorry  to  lose  his  services." 
I  will  admit  that  there  was  a  technical  offence. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  It  is  shown  that  this  gentleman  is  very 
fairly  qualified,  but  not  technically  qualified. 

Mr.  Lidwell  :  My  client  will  swear  that  he  never  made 
up  another  prescription  except  in  Leonard's.  This  plau- 
sible ex-sergeant  of  constabulary  did  his  work  as  a  de- 
tective well.  He  said  he  was  from  Mr.  McNally's  part  of 
the  country,  and  Mr.  McNally  said  he  woidd  do  it  as  a 
favour.  I  undertake  that  he  won't  do  this  again,  and 
will  submit  to  a  small  fine. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  You  must  leave  the  fine  to  me.  He  is  a 
registered  druggist,  and  as  a  registered  druggist  he  had 
no  right  to  compound  a  prescription. 

;Mr.  ;Meeke  called  the  ?*[agistrate's  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  words  "  Medical  Hall  "  were  on  the  label,  and 
that  a  medical  hall  was  a  plate  where  prescriptions  were 
compounded.  He  invited  Mr.  Lidwell  to  withdraw  the 
plea  of  guilty,  and  let  them  go  to  the  King's  Bench  Divi- 
sion for  a  ciecision  on  the  question  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  qualification. 

^Nlr.  Lidwell  did  not  accept  the  invitation. 

Mr.  Swifte  imposed  a  fine  of  5/.  and  21.  costs  on  one  of 
the  summons  for  compounding,  and  a  fine  of  1/.  without 
costs  on  the  other,  making  a  penalty  of  81.,  including  fines 
and  costs.

In  1856  he  became  Professor  of 
Mineralogy  at  Wadham  College,  Oxford,  a  position  h©  held 
for  nearly  forty  years,  and  practically  introduced  the  study 
of  e.xperimentai  chemistry  into  that  University.  His 
chief  book  is  a  treatise  on  the  morphology  of 
crystals,  but  his  published  papers  show  him  at  one  time- 
studying  the  nature  of  the  Bessemer  converter  slag,  and 
at  another  the  features  of  the  matrix  on  the 
newly  discovered  Kimberley  diamond  mines,  or  again,  of 
artificial  diamonds.  He  was  the  first  in  England  to  recog- 
nise the  importance  of  crystalline  symmetry,  a  subjectv 
which  he  developed  in  his  lectures  at  Oxford  and  before 
the  Chemical  Society  in  1874. 

Tregear. — On  May  7,  Mr.  Augustus  Frederick  Tregear,. 
chemist  and  druggist,  12  Rothesay  Road,  East  Ham,. 
London,  E.,  aged  sixty-eight.  Mr.  Tregear  passed  the 
Modified  examination  in  1880. 

Wootton. — At  20  George  Street,  Luton,  on  May  17, 
Emma,  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  Peter  Wootton.  chemist  and 
druggist,  and  mother  of  the  late  Mr.  Alfred  Charles 
Wootton,  Ph.C,  for  many  years  Editor  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist,  aged  ninety-five.  The  "  Luton  News,"' 
in  referring  to  Mrs.  Wootton,  says  :  "  She  was  a 
child  of  four  years  when  the  late  Queen  Vict'Oria 
was  born,  and  was  married  the  year  following 
her  Majesty's  accession  to  the  throne.  The  late- 
Mrs.  Wootton  lived  in  the  reigns  of  no  fewer  thaw 
six  English  Sovereigns  1  These  were  George  III., 
George  IV.,  William  IV.,  Queen  Victoria,  King  Edward, 
and  our  present  Monarch,  King  George,  By  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Wootton  a  link  with  the  Luton  of  the  past  has  beenr 
severed.  For  over  seventy  years  she  had  lived  in  Luton, 
and,  like  Goldsmith's  immortal  paroon,  '  ne'er  had  changed' 
or  wished  to  change  her  place.'  " 
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Industrial  Alcoliol. 


THIS  was  the  title  of  one  of  a  series  of  lectures  delivered 
in  the  Agricultural  Hall,  London,  in  connection  with 
the  Chemical  Engineering  and  Industries  Exhibition  now 
being  held  there.  It  was  delivered  on  ]Monday  afternoon 
at  4.30  by  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S".,  who  con- 
fessed at  the  outset  that  he  had  little  new  to  say.  Never- 
theless, Mr.  Tyrer's  familiarity  with  the  subject  prior  to 
the  inquiry  by  the  Departmental  Committee  of  1905  and  of 
the  legal  changes  consequent  on  that  committee's  reeom- 
-mendations  made  by  the  Revenue  Act,  1906,  en- 
abled him  to  show  clearly  what  progress  in  chemi- 
cal industries  has  resulted.  After  calling  attention 
to  some  diagrams  used  to  illustrate  his  lectures  in 
1903  and  1904.  including  Professor  A.  G,  Green's 
figures  as  to  the  amount  of  alcohol  involved  in  the 
production  of  synthetic  dyes,  Mr.  Tyrer  turned  to  the  con- 
ditions which  existed  twenty-five  years  ago.  when  an  agita- 
tion was  started  with  a  view  to  getting  better  conditions 
for  manufacturers  of  alcoholic  medicinal  preparations  in 
this  country,  as  a  result  of  which  the  exportation  of  tinc- 
tures on  drawback  was  instituted  on  January  1,  1899. 
Since  then  perfmnes  and  alcoholic  toilet-preparations  have 
been  added  to  tinctures,  and  the  lectui-er  explained  how 
admirably  these  facilities  to  British  manufacturers  have 
worked  in  practice.  Now,  he  said,  it  is  desired  to  obtain 
permission  to  manufacture  alcoholic  pharmaceutical 
preparations  in  bond,  just  as  perfumes  are  manufactured 
for  export  from  spirit  which  has  not  paid  duty.  The 
lecturer  showed  that  such  a  concession  would  save'  locking 
up  a  great  deal  of  capital. 

Advances  since  1905. 
The  word  "industrial"  as  applied  to  alcohol  was  not 
heard  of  prior  to  1905.    The  committee  of  that  year  recom- 
mended that  the  term  "industrial  methylated  spirits" 
should  be  applied  to  a  mixture  of  plain  spirits  with  one- 
-nineteenth  of    its    bulk    of    wood    naphtha.  Originally 
methylated  .spirits  was  a  mixture  of  plain  spirits  with  one- 
ninth  of  its  bulk  of  wood  naphtha.    The  reduction  of  the 
quantity  of  wood  naphtha  gave  manufacturers  an  alcohol 
better  suited  for  manufacturing  pui-poses,  and  cheaper. 
Mr.  Tyrer  commented  upon  denaturants  for  alcohol  which 
have  been  suggested  from  time  to  time,  and  said  that  wood 
naphtha  has  proved  to  be  the  best;  but  he  emphasised  the 
liberality  of  the  Revenue  authorities  in  permitting  manu- 
facturers of  special  products  to  use  denaturants  more  suited 
for  their  purposes,  saying  that  no  difficulties  are  placed  in 
the  way  of  technologists  if  they  take  the  Revenue  Depart- 
ment into  their  confidence.    He  next  referred  to  the  high 
duties  on  alcohol,  and  did  not  contemplate  a  reduction ; 
but  if  it  came,  he  questioned  how  the  distilling  industry 
would  receive  it,  for  the  high  duties  give  them  a  practical 
monopoly.    The  Excise  in  the  past  have  been  slow  to 
allow  changes  in  the  old-established  methods  of  the  spirit 
industry,  and  Mr.  Tyrer  stated  that  up  to  1906  this  country 
•was  dependent  upon  the  Continent  for  its  supply  of  yeast ; 
but  in  consequence  of  the  energetic  advocacy  of  the  late 
Dr.  Squire,  in  1903  onwards,  the  Revenue  authorities  had 
permitted  the  waste  yeast  of  our  brewing  industries  to  be 
placed  upon  the  market.    In  1906  not  less  than  five  and  a 
half  million  pounds   of    yeast   was  produced  in  Great 
Britain  and  four  and  a  half  millions  in  Ireland.  Since 
then  there  have  been  steady  increases  in  the  production, 
and  there  is  still  a  great  future  for  the  industry,  as  it  is 
now  certain  that  yeast  is  a  nutritious  food. 

Prices  of  Spirits. 
The  next  topic  dealt  with  was  the  production  of  ethyl 
alcohol  and  the  possibility  of  making  it  cheaper  by  modi- 
fication of  the  present  processes.  Mr.  Tyrer,  however, 
emphatically  said  that  alcohol  can  never  be  cheap  owing 
to  the  high  duties,  and  distilling  will  always  in  conse- 
quence be  more  or  less  a  monopoly.  He  gave  the  prices  per 
proof  gallon  of  spirit  before  the  duty  is  paid.  In  1904 
it  was  in  England  Q^cl.,  in  1905  9id.,  in  1906  9^.,  in  1907 
&|<f. ;  and  since  then  it  has  gone  up  year  by  year  until  now 


it  is  1.'.  1(/.  In  contrast  with  these,  he  gave,  on  the 
authority  of  Mr.  Hugo  Lorenz,  the  "naked"  prices  in 
Germany,  which  in  1903  were  6^d.  for  ordinarv  and  7§rf. 
for  pure ;  in  1904  10(7.  and  1.?.  Id. ;  in  1905  9f/.'  and  9f(/.  ; 
in  1906  ed.  and  Id.;  in  1907  8d.  and  Q^d.,  and  on  March  11 
of  this  year  6^d.  and  8d.  For  strict  comparison  with  the 
English  prices,  certain  additions  have  to  be  made  to  the 
German  prices,  including  2d.  per  proof  gallon  for  freight, 
as  well  as  other  charges.  Mr.  Tyrer  hoped  that  certain 
disabilities  under  which  English  distillers  still  labour  will 
be  removed,  and  he  specially  referred  to  the  desire  to 
have  wooden  puncheons  replaced  by  suitable  tanks  for 
conveying  the  spirit  from  the  distilleries  straight  to  the 
factories  where  it  is  to  be  used.  The  concessions  made  to 
manufacturers  under  the  Finance  Act,  1906,  were  good  ;  but 
the  lecturer  regretted  to  say  that  the  advantages  as  to 
money  had  been  neutralised  by  the  fonnation  of  an  in- 
dustrial alcohol  ring,  which  absorbed  the  rebate  of  3rf.  per 
proof  gallon  which  the  Depai-tmental  Committee  had  recom- 
mended should  be  paid  to  manufacturers,  but  in  practice 
this  has  been  interpreted  as  payment  to  methylators,  who, 
he  said,  have  retained  it  and  not  passed  it  on.  Neverthe- 
less, Mr.  Tyrer  testified  to  the  beneficial  effects  of  the  new 
regulations  as  to  denaturants,  and  quoted  letters  that  he 
had  received  from  manufacturers.  One  of  them,  dealing 
with  synthetic  dyes,  stated  that  the  restrictions  now  are 
not  so  onerous,  and  the  freedom  with  which  they  work 
enables  them  to  produce  colours  which  they  could  not  profit- 
ably do  before,  while  they  also  manufacture  intennediate 
products  which  at  one  time  were  solely  imported.  All  the 
examples  which  Mr.  Tyrer  gave  as  a  result  of  his  present 
inquiry  went  to  show  that  the  new  orders  benefit  British 
industries  greatly.  He  quoted  figures  from  the  annual 
reports  of  the  Government  laboratory,  showing  how  the 
use  of  industrial  methylated  spirits  has  grown  in  various 
industries;  then  discussed  the  use  of  substitutes  for  alcohol, 
specially  referring  to  wood  spirit,  and  explaining  why  its 
use  in  this  country  is  barred. 

In  the  first  place,  the  Customs  authorities  will  not  permit 

Pure  Methyl  Alcohol. 
to  enter  the  country  without  paying  duty  as  ethyl  alcohol, 
while  they  admit  without  duty  preparations  made  with 
such  purified  methyl  alcohol.  Moreover,  the  Excise  authori- 
tie.s  treat  the  purification  of  wood  spirit  in  this  country  as 
if  it  were  ethyl  alcohol,  so  that  this  industry  is  oflicially 
discountenanced,  the  whole  working  out  for  the  protection 
of  the  foreigner,  as  against  the  Britisher.  Mr.  Tyrer  also 
pointed  out  that  the  restrictions  placed  upon  the  carriage 
of  wood  .spirit  are  another  disadvantage  to  this  industry, 
and  he  put  in  a  strong  plea  for  removal  of  these  and  other 
anomalies  which  injuriously  affect  the  industry. 

Ethyl  Alcohol  from  Wood. 
Dealing  with  the  manufacture  of  ethyl  alcohol  from 
cellulose  materials,  Mr.   Tyrer  quoted  from  a  compila- 
tion made  for  him  by  Dr.  Mond  and  his  partner  of  patent 
literature  devoted  to  this  subject,  which  showed  that  the 
first  patent  was  taken  out  here  in  1819.    Since  1893  forty 
abstracts  of  patents  dealing  with  this  subject  have  appeared 
in  the  "  Journal  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry."  Re- 
fen-ing  to  the  sulphite  wood-pulp  industry  in  Sweden,  he 
quoted  figures  as  to  the  production  of  alcohol  from  the 
sulphite  lyes.    It  appears  that  the  "world's  production  of 
alcohol  from  wood-pulp  lyes  might  amount  to  250  million 
litres  annually,  but.  on  the  whole,  ]Mr.  Tyrer  thought  that 
the  case  for  departure  from  the  usual  amylaceous  material 
has  not  yet  been  made  out.  He  again  referred  to  the  manu- 
facture of  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products  from 
alcohol  in  bond,  especially  dealing  with  what  has  been, 
done  in  this  matter  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Chemical 
Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce.    Then  he 
touched  upon  the  alteration  of  the  import  duties  on  ethers, 
chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  and  collodion  when  the  3s.  9d. 
was  added  to  the  spirit  duty,  and  by  contrast  showed  that 
the  former  duties  were  not  on  a  parity,  but  the  alterations 
of  1909-10  have  made  them  so.     He  could  see  no  valid 
argmnent  against  manufacturing  in  bond.    What  is  wanted, 
he  said,  is  the  spirit  of  co-operation  among  manufac- 
turers themselves,  for  he  is  convinced  that  the  Revenue 
authorities  are  prepared    to    give    manufacturers  every 
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facility,  provided  they  submit  to  reasonable  conditions.  In 
no  department  is  co-operation  more  requisite  tlian  in  the 
production  of  absolute  alcohol,  of  which  we  import  150 
tons  yearly  and  do  not  produce  a  single  ounce.  Again, 
Mr.  Tyrer  said,  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  make 
all  this  in  this  country,  but  so  long  as  the  Excise  conditions 
for  manufacturing  here  produce  a  dearer  article  than  that 
impo'rted  progress  will  not  be  made,  and  he  submitted  that 
with  reasonable  co-operation  among  distillers  and  modern 
methods  of  production  that  could  be  done. 

Detection  of  the  Methyl  Radicle. 

Another  interesting  passage  of  the  lecture  was  that  de- 
voted to  the  detection  of  the  methyl  radicle  in  spirits. 
Mr.  Tyrer  referred  in  the  first  place  to  Millard  and  Stark"s 
work  in  1890  on  Riche  and  Bardy's  test,  and  to  Thorpe  and 
Holmes'  process,  described  to  the  Chemical  Society  in  1904, 
this  depending  upon  the  o.xidation  of  alcohol  into  carbonic- 
acid  gas  by  means  of  potas.sium  bichromate  and  sulphuric 
acid.  As  to  the  use  of  the  latter,  he  quoted  figures  given 
to  him  by  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  of  a  number  of  samples 
of  pure  ethyl  alcohol,  examined  as  imported,  four  out  of 
five  showing  by  Thorpe  and  Holmes'  test  from  0.16  to 
0.56  per  cent,  of  methyl  alcohol  and  only  one  gave  no  indi- 
cation. Methyl  alcohol  did  not  exist  in  any  of  these, 
but  the  Government  laboratory  had  stated  that  they  found 
evidence  of  methyl  in  a  liquid  extract  and  a  liniment  which 
had  been  made  with  pure  spirit.  Reference  was  also  made 
to  Denige's  method  as  used  in  Germany  and  to  a  report  by 
Trillat  in  regard  to  the  use  of  denaturants,  the  sum  of  the 
whole  matter  being,  as  regards  the  use  of  methyl  alcohol 
as  a  denaturant,  that  however  spirit  containing  it  is  treated 
it  is  always  possible  to  detect  the  methyl  radicle  in  what 
results.  On  the  other  hand,  with  the  most  refined  tests  for 
methyl  alcohol,  whether  they  depend  upon  the  production 
of  methyl  violet,  as  in  Riche  and  Bardy's  test,  or  in  the 
difference  in  the  amount  of  oxidation  products,  as  in 
Thorpe  and  Holmes',  evidence  is  occasionally  obtained 
of  methyl  where  it  undoubtedly  does  not  exist ;  this  not 
only  resulting  from  the  analytical  method,  but  the  per- 
sonal factor  of  the  analyst.  Summing  up  the  whole  matter, 
Mr.  Tyrer  showed  in  a  few  sentences  how  much  better  off 
those  who  use  alcohol  industrially  are  to-day  than  they 
were  only  five  years  ago,  and  he  prophesied  that  still 
greater  progress  may  be  made. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  lecture  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
was  accorded  to  Mr.  Tyrer,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Walter  F. 
Reid,  and  Professor  Meldola  (who  presided)  paid  him  a 
high  compliment  on  his  services  to  British  chemistry  by 
his  life-long  work  in  this  matter. 


CHEMICAL  SOCIETY. 

A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  London, 
'W.,on  Thursday,  May  18,  Professor  P.  F.  Frankland, 
F.R.S.,  in  the  chair.  Two  intere.sting  announcements  were 
made.  The  family  of  the  late  Dr.  Russell,  F.R.S.,  have 
presented  to  the  Society's  library  a  valuable  collection  of 
books,  the  most  important  of  which  is  a  copy  of  Basil 
Valentine's  "  Triumphal  Car  of  Antimony,"  which  bears 
an  earlier  date  than  the  British  Museum  copy.  The  Fara- 
day lecture,  on  "  Some  Fundamental  Properties  of  the 
Elements,"  is  to  be  given  by  Professor  T.  W.  Richards,  of 
Harvard,  at  the  Royal  Institution,  on  June  14.  Admission 
will  be  by  ticket  only. 

The  first  paper  read  was  on  reactions  of  ai-hromo- 
methylfiirfuraldcJiyde.  by  Messrs.  Cooper  and  Nuttall. 
These  authors  were  followed  by  j\Ir.  H.  E.  Watson  with 
a  paper  on  the 

Volumetric  Estimation  of  Oxygen  in  Air, 
which  was  an  outcome  of  recent  investigations  on  the  com- 
position of  the  upper  atmosphere.  A  special  form  of  eudio- 
meter was  used,  in  which  the  oxygen  was  absorbed  by 
warm  phosphorus.  The  results  agreed  well  with  those 
obtained  by  complicated  gravimetric  processes,  but  Dr. 
Wade  and  the  President  said  that  in  their  experience  the 
ordinary  pyrogallol  method  gives  as  good  results  in  a 
shorter  time.  Mannito-boric  Acid  was  the  subject  of  the 
next  paper  by  Messrs.  Fox  and  Gauge.  The  last  paper 
read  was  one  by  Dr.  Crossley  and  Miss  Renouf  on  hydro- 
aromatic  ketones.

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS.

The  Chastened  Eloquence 

of  the  President  of  tlie  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  at  the  annual  meeting  last  week  was  in 
fitting  harmony  with  the  stolid  indifference  of  the  members 
-■generally  throughout  the  country.  jNIr.  Harrington  affects 
"to  'believe  that  the  absence  of  a  contest  for  the  vacant 
seats  on  the  Council  indicates  that  there  is  no  dissatisfac- 
■lion  with  the  past  work  of  that  body.  This  is  a  somewhat 
negative  compliment,  much  as  if  the  President  were  apolo- 
.gising  for  the  contemptuous  indifference  with  which  he  and 
his  colleagues  are  regarded  by  their  constituents.  Any- 
thing less  inspiring  to  a  body  of  representative  men  than 
"that  indifference  it  would  be  difficult  to  conceive,  and  he 
would  indeed  be  a  veritable  [Mark  Tapley  who  could  per- 
suade himself  that  there  was  behind  the  Council  the 
unanimous,  enthusiastic  confidence  of  a  strenuous  and 
determined  electorate.  The  truth  is  far  otherwise,  and 
there  are  several  explanations  that  might  have  occurred 
"'o  anyone  not  quite  blind. 

The  Art  of  Talking  round  a  Subject, 

and  at    any  distance 
aroni  that  subject,  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  useful 
accomplishments  the  President  of  a  society  or  the  head  of 
a  Government  can  possess,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
lias  in  Mr.  Harrington  a  President  who  appears  to  be  a 
complete  master  of  the  art.    There  are  occasions  when 
xhe  most  active  leader  has  to  play  the  part  of  a  mere 
figurehead,  and  the  annual  meeting  in  Bloonisbury  Square 
is  one  of  them.    We  do  not  expect,  or  at  least  we  do 
3:ot  often  get,  any  declaration  of  policy,  any  "sfrong 
lead,''  at  these  meetings;  they  are  usually  apologetic  and 
■explanatory  rather  than  declarative  ;  the  Chairman  cc^n- 
^'ratulates  the  Society  upon  its  past  work  and  present 
position,  and  the  Society  as  represented  by  the  members 
present   returns   the   compliment  by  congratulating  the 
•Chairman  upon  his  "  comprehensive  and  lucid  statement." 
Business  matters  are,  of  course,  "  alluded  to"  (the  phrase 
is  not  mine),  but  they  are  not  "grappled"  :  and  though 
this  may  occasionally  be  attempted  by  some  rude  "  Back- 
woodsman "  of  greater  zeal  than  tact,  the  attempt  is  easily 
■evaded  by  the  official  speakers.    Of  such  a  meeting,  I 
say,  Mr.  Harrington  is  an  almost  ideal  Chairman.  In 
his  presidential  address  he  dealt  with  three  subjects  which 
are  just   now  of  special  interest  and  importance — the 
Shops  Bill,  the  Curriculum,  and  the  National  Insurance 
Bill.     Two  of  these  come  only  partially  within  the 
Society's  sphere  of  action,  and  with  regard  to  them  the 
President  knows  little  more  than  the  rest  of  us.  Naturally 
therefore  he  devotes  considerable  space  to  each  of  them. 
The  third. 

The  Curriculum, 

is  entirely  imder  the  Society's  control,  and 
■this  accordingly  he  dismisses  in  four  sentences.  In  the 
second  of  these  we  are  told  in  appropriately  ci-yptic 
language  that  "the  difficulties  by  which  the  Council  were 
laced  are  now  past,  and  there  is  nothing  new  in  the  way 
of  making  an  examination  of  the  principle  of  systematic 
training  as  a  j^recedent  of  entrance  for  the  qualifying 
examination"  ;  in  the  fourth,  that  the  sub-Committee  in 
charge  of  the  business  "will  no  doubt  bear  in  mind  the 
difficulties — and  the  real  difficulties  — attending  it.  In 
the  sentence  between  these  we  have  an  assurance  that 
the  Council  "is  not  disposed"  to  make  the  idea  of  a 
curriculum  unpopular  "by  imposing  too  stringent  condi- 


tions at  the  commencement."  We  are  left  to  infer  that 
by  and  by  they  may  be  made  "too  stringent"  (which  is 
exactly  what  we  have  understood  all  along),  and  to  recon- 
cile as  we  best  can  the  disappearance  of  difficulties  with 
their  continued  persistence.  Upon  the  subject  of  the 
Shops  Bill  the  President  assures  us  that  every  one  of  the 
opinions  submitted  to  the  Society  has  been  considered,  that 
a  representative  Committee  has  been  formed,  and  that 
consequently  the  decision  arrived  at  cannot  fail  to  be 
representative;  of  the  Insurance  Bill  all  he  really  says 
is  that  the  Council  will  immediately  proceed  to  consider 
it.  That  is  all;  and  considering  the  space  taken  to  say 
it  in  we  may  regard  it  as  an  admirable  object-lesson  in  the 
art  of  making  a  little  stock  fill  a  big  window.  If  it  be 
objected  that  such  "  statements  "  are  only  "  comprehen- 
sive "  in  the  sense  of  being  vague,  and  only  "lucid"  in  a 
purely  complimentary  sense,  I  reply  that  this  is  just  what 
statements  made  by  the  Chairman  of  such  a  meeting  are 
meant  to  be.  But  more  than  I  in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy 
want  to  know  more  about  what  the  Council  means  to  do 
about 

The  National  Insurance  Bill. 

Some  of  us  are  "  lyin'  low  and 
sayin'  nuffin"  "  about  it  because  we  feel  that  the  Council 
should  give  the  lead.  Some  of  us  are  sufficiently  loyal  to 
back  up'  the  Council,  whatever  they  may  do ;  but  my 
present  feeling  is  that  nothing  is  being  done,  and  that 
precious  time  is  being  wasted.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  has 
begun  to  try  to  soothe  the  doctors,  and  has  already  told 
them  that  six  shillings  a  head  is  to  be  set  aside  for  medical 
attendance  and  what  the  doctors  prescribe — medicines  and 
medical  and  surgical  appliances — for  each  insured  person, 
this  amounting  to  a  total  of  4,200,000?.  a  year.  The 
Chancellor  jireviously  said  "that  financial  provision  ought 
to  be  made  in  the  scheme  for  raising  the  level  of  (payment 
to  doctors  to)  4-s."  per  head.  Putting  the  two  together 
we  have  2s.  per  head  for  the  medicine,  etc.  Are  chemists 
to  get  that  ?  I  want  to  know  the  answer.  So  does  every 
other  chemist.  The  silence  on  the  subject  at  Bloomsbury 
Square  is  as  eloquent  as  the  President's  speech.  Both  tell 
us  that  they  have  nothing  to  say ;  in  other  words,  they  have 
either  done  nothing  or  have  not  got  into  touch  with  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 

The  History  of  Sugar  in  the  Middle  Ages 

begins  somewhat 

earlier  than  the  date  (996)  mentioned  by  Dr.  Dorveaux  as 
that  of  the  first  appearance  of  the  article  in  the  Venetian 
market.  The  cane  was,  saj's  Chambers's  Encyclopfedia, 
under  cultivation  and  flourishing  in  Spain  as  early  as  961, 
having  been  introduced  by  the  Arabs  not  only  into  that 
country,  but  into  other  of  their  Mediterranean  possessions 
as  well.  It  was  Arab-grown  sugar  that  came  to  us 
through  Venice  at  a  somewhat  later  time  in  exchange  for 
our  wool,  then  the  chief  wealth  of  England.  Sugar,  how- 
ever, was  in  use  in  Europe,  mostly  in  medicine,  long  before 
this.  Herodotus  is  said  to  refer  to  it  as  "  honey  of  canes," 
but  I  have  been  unable  to  find  the  passage.  Theophrastus 
(quoted  by  Lemery)  also  speaks  of  it  as  one  of  the  three 
kinds  of  honey,  which  are  the  honey  from  flowers,  that 
from  the  air  (Arabian  manna),  and  that  from  canes — 
en  tois  halamois — the  last  being,  says  the  French  pharma- 
cist, U  vh  itahle  Sune.  Pliny  describes  sugar  as  he  knew 
it  in  a  passage  which  Philemon  Holland  thus  translates  : 

"  As  for  Sugar,  the  best  commeth  out  of  India.  A  kind  of 
honey  it  is,  gathered  and  candied  in  certain  canes;  white  this 
is  like  gum  [Arabicke]  and  brittle  between  a  mans  teeth. 
The  grains  hereof,  when  they  are  at  the  biggest,  exceed  not 
a  filbert  nut,  and  serve  only  for  physick." 

As  sugar-cane  is  known  to  have  been  grown  in  India  in 
ancient  times,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  was  "true 
sugar."  Many  of  the  old  Latin  writers  on  medicine  give 
sugar  the  name  of  Sal  Indicum,  in  reference  to  its  source, 
but  it  is  said  to  have  been  grown  in  Persia  too.

National  Insurance  Bill. 

III. — Some   More  Points  for  Chemists. 

So  far  little  has  been  said  in  regard  to  the  position  of 
chemists  as  employers  under  the  Bill,  and  it  is  desirable 
that  they  should  not  overlook  their  liabilities  in  this  regard. 
The  Bill  epecifically  includes  apprentices  in  the  list  of 
insured  persons,  and  provides  that  where  the  contributor 
is  not  paid  wages  or  other  money  payments  by  his  employer, 
the  latter  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  contributions  payable 
both  by  himself  and  the  apprentice,  and  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  recover  any  part  thereof  from  the  contributor. 
Domestic  servants  will  not  be  entitled  to  anything  beyond 
medical  attendance  and  medicines  during  such  time  as  they 
remain  in  the  houses  of  their  employers  receiving  board  and 
lodging.  It  is  probable  that  this  provision  will  apply  also 
to  indoor  apprentices  and  others  who  are  provided  with 
board  and  lodging  by  their  employers  :  the  position  is 
simply  that  the  only  way  in  which  the  contributor  can  get 
the  full  benefit  for  which  he  has  paid,  and  the  employer 
can  get  some  return  in  respect  of  the  payments  which  he 
has  been  called  upon  to  make,  is  by  turning  the  patient  out 
of  the  house.  It  should  further  be  noted  that  the  employer 
who  fails  to  pay  any  contribution  which  he  is  required  to 
pay  under  the  Act  is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  10/.,  and 
to  pay  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  contributions  he  has 
failed  or  neglected  to  pay ;  also  that  for  such  failure  or 
neglect,  in  case  an  employe  is  by  reason  thereof  deprived 
of  any  benefit,  the  employe  is  entitled  to  take  proceedings 
for  the  value  of  the  right  of  which  he  has  been  so  deprived. 
The  additional  burden  thrown  upon  employers  of  labour 
by  the  Bill  is  not  in  any  way  lightened  by  the  removal  of 
burdens  in  other  directions,  for  the  provisions  do  not  affect 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  or  lighten  the  premiums 
which  are  payable  for  insurance  under  that  Act. 

Another  point  of  interest  which  arises  in  perusal  of  the 
Bill  is  the  position  of  the  great  voluntary  hospitals  and 
other  charitable  institutions.  Tliere  is  a  well-founded 
feeling  that  the  rapid  encroachments  of  the  State  and  Local 
Authorities  into  the  field  of  hospital  treatment  are  steadily 
bringing  nearer  the  time  when  the  whole  of  the  charitable 
medical  institutions  will  be  taken  over  and  supported  by 
State  funds.  Clause  17,  however,  suggests  that  possibly, 
by  means  of  subsidies  from  the  Friendly  Societies  which 
are  thereby  authorised,  these  institutions  may  be  enabled 
to  retain  their  voluntary  independent  characteristics  for  a 
good  many  years  to  come.  Under  Clause  14  the  Friendly 
Society  or  local  Health  Committee  is  required  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and 
medicines,  but  there  is  no  reference  whatever  in  the  Bill 
to    the    provision    of    surgical    assistance    or  surgical 
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appliances.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  states  (see  page  57)  that 
"  drugs,  dressings,  and  appliances  used  in  domiciliary 
treatment"  are  included,  which  accords  with  the  Poor- 
law  Orders,  in  which  the  word  "  medicines  "  is  defim^d 
a.s  including  all  medical  and  surgical  appliances,  while 
the  words  "medical  attendance"  include  surgical  attend- 
ance. 

The  provisions  applying  the  Statute  to  Ireland  contain 
one  unique  feature  with  regard  to  the  administration  of 
medical  benefits  'by  the  local  Health  Committee  in  the  case 
of  deposit  contributors,  as  persons  paying  through  the  Post 
Office  are  called,  viz.  : 

(a)  It  .shall  be  the  duty  of  the  medical  officer  of  health 
of  each  dispensary  district  in  the  county,  without  the  pro- 
duction of  any  medical  relief  ticket,  to  attend  and  treat 
every  deposit  contributor  resident  in  his  district  and  requir- 
ing medical  attendance  or  treatment,  and  at  the  expense 
of  the  Guardians  to  supply  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and 
medicine  to  the  contributor ; 

(6)  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  medical  officer  in  respect 
of  his  services  under  the  last  preceding  paragraph  such 
yearly  sum  as  may  be  prescribed  in  respect  of  each  deposit 
contributor  resident  in  his  district; 

(c)  There  shall  bo  paid  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor-law 
union  in  respect  of  medicine  and  drugs  supplied  to  deposit 
contributors  resident  in  the  union,  or  the  part  of  the  union 
within  the  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  sum  calculated  at 
such  rate  as  may  be  prescribed  ; 

{(1)  Any  sum  so  payable  to  a  medical  officer  or  board  oi 
guardians  shall  be  paid  in  thfe  prescribed  manner  and  at 
the  prescribed  time  by  the  local  Health  Committee  out  of  the 
amount  paid  or  credited  to  the  committee  on  account  of 
sums  payable  in  respect  of  deposit  contributors  resident  in 
the  county  for  the  purposes  of  the  cost  of  medical  benefit. 

This  provision  will  have  a  considerable  influence,  as 
indicated  last  week,  on  the  interests  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  in  Ireland,  as  there  must  be  a  large  number  of 
districts  to  which  the  operations  of  Friendly  Societies  have 
not  extended.  The  scheme  is  somewhat  curious  in  view  of 
the  care  which  has  been  taken  to  separate  the  English 
administration  from  connection  with  the  Poor  Law. 

We  quote  elsewhere  to-day  some  remarks  from  a  "Times 
correspondent  contrasting  payments  to  doctors  and  chemists 
•under  the  German  system  with  the  proposed  British  pay- 
ments, much  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  latter,  but  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  points  out  that  some  inexplicable  error  has 
crept  into  "The  Times"  calculations.  Such  a  caution  at 
this  early  stage  is  needed,  for  the  imagination  is  apt  to  lay 
down  with  decision  and  emphasis  what  is  going  to  happen 
in  the  future,  and  we  all  know  how  difficult  it  is  to  prophesy 
correctly.  The  doctors  complain  bitterly  about  the  inade- 
quate remuneration,  and  Mr.  Lloyd  George  replies  that 
3,150,000^.  is  to  be  set  aside  for  medical  attendance  alone. 
Keeping  that  in  mind,  we  turn  to  Churchill's  "  Medical 
Directory  "  for  1911,  and  find  that  there  are  32,164  me-dical 
practitioners  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  6,415  in 
London,  17,721  in  the  English  provinces,  1,336  in  Wales, 
3.958  in  Scotland,  and  2,724  in  Ireland.  The  figures 
include  all  grades  of  practitioners  and  those  who  are  not 
in  practice,  so  that  if  31,500  attend  friendly  society 
patients,  there  will  be  an  average  of  100/.  a  year  to  each. 
The  doctors'  complaint  is  based  on  a  higher  average,  viz., 
160/.  As  to  the  present  position  in  Germany,  we  have  the 
latest  statistics  available  (1909),  and  find  that  of  the 
12,519,785  persons  insured  against  sickness,  there  were 
5,045,793  cases  of  illness  entailing  loss  of  work,  or  40.3 
per  cent,  of  the  insured.  The  total  cost  for  medical  attend- 
ance alone,  including  cases  not  coupled  with  incapacity 
for  work,  amounted  to  3,566,762/.,  or  an  average  expendi- 
ture of  5s.  Qd.  per  person  insured.  The  total  cost  for 
medicines  and  other  appliances  falling  under  this  heading 
was  2,225,501/.,  or  an  average  of  3s.  Id.  per  insured  mem- 
ber.   From  these  figures  it  is  apparent  that  in  Germany, 


:n  spite  of  the  most  economic  working  and  very  hard 
bargains  that  are  made  by  the  sick  clubs  with  doctors  and 
pharmacists,  the  cost  for  medical  attendance  and  medicines 
is  higher  than  the  estimated  provision  (5.s.)  for  the  same 
items  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  despit3  the  fact  that 
some  two  million  persons  more  are  assumed  to  fall  within 
the  scope  of  our  National  Insurance  Bill.  The  rate  of 
remuneration  of  the  German  sick-club  doctor  is  notoriously 
low,  and  the  whole  German  profession  is  unanimous  in 
its  efforts  to  secure  better  conditions ;  therefore  it  may  be 
assumed  that  the  amount  expended  in  this  connection 
represents  an  absolute  minimum.  The  extreme  economy 
enforced  in  prescribing  for  sick-club  patients,  and  the 
heavy  rebates  exacted  on  the  charges  of  the  official  tariff 
by  the  sick  clubs,  have  rendered  the  dispensing  of  this 
class  of  prescriptions  a  barely  expense-paying  branch  of 
the  pharmacist's  work.  Calculations  based  on  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  friendly  societies  will  necessarily  give  an 
optimum  result,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
heaviest  burden  on  the  scheme  will  emanate  from  the 
physically  weaker,  who  will  be  included  in  a  national 
scheme  and  not  "  weeded  out,"  as  at  present.  The  above 
parallel  is  therefore  well  worth  considering ;  it  is  something 
to  go  upon,  while  we  have  little  of  our  own  to  judge  by. 


A  National  Dispensing  Tariff. 

The  German  system  of  a  drug-tariff  for  sick-clubs'  dis- 
pensing is  generally  regarded  by  those  who  show  interest 
in  this  matter  as  the  line  to  work  upon.  It  appears  at  first 
sight  to  be  somewhat  complicated,  but  in  practice  by  those 
who  have  grown  up  with  it  it  is  quite  simple ;  moreover,  it 
is  the  basis  upon  which  German  pharmacists  are  paid  for 
sickness-insurance  work,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  scheme 
of  the  kind  may  be  adopted  for  the  United  Kingdom.  It  is 
still  too  soon  to  say  what  will  be  done  here,  but  our 
present  object  is  to  show  what  a  dispensing  tariff  would 
look  like.  The  simpler  such  a  tariff  is  made  the  more- 
likely  is  it  to  be  accepted.  The  points  involved  and  the 
reasons  for  framing  a  dispensing  tariff  for  recognition, 
under  the  national  insurance  scheme  are  : 

1.  It  is  desirable  to  discourage  the  opening  of  dispensaries 
which  would  restrict  the  choice  of  patients,  and  such  establish- 
ments could  not  be  so  numerous  as  the  pharmacies  of 
registered  chemists. 

2.  To  ensure  that  dispensing  is  carried  on  by  registered, 
chemists.  Only  registered  chemists  could  collect  the  tariff 
charges  from  the  Health  Committee. 

3.  To  give  to  the  patient  the  utmost  liberty  in  obtaining  his 
medicine.  It  may  suit  him  to  go  to  a  chemist  near  his  home 
or  to  one  near  where  he  is  working. 

4.  To  avoid  the  contract  system,  which  is  more  or  less  of  a 
gamble,  which  is  far  from  fair  to  the  chemist,  and  tends  to  dis- 
courage the  use  of  honest  drugs. 

5.  To  provide  a  system  which  is  fair  to  the  patient  (gets 
best  drugs),  the  prescriber  (has  wider  choice  in  prescribing), 
and  the  dispenser  (obtains  fair  remuneration  for  his  work). 

The  framing  of  the  national  dispensing  tariff  should  be 
in  the  hands,  of  an  advisory  or  reference  committee  (such 
as  we  suggested  last  week),  who  would  decide  the  charges 
for  drugs  where  these  are  not  definitely  laid  down  by  the 
principles  of  construction.  It  would  be  a  comparatively 
simple  matter  to  prescribe  the  charges  for  all  drugs  of  the^ 
British  Pharmacopoeia  when  they  form  part  of  a  pre- 
scription, and  these,,  plus  a  charge  for  dispensing  and  the 
bottle,  would  be  easily  worked  out  by  the  dispenser.  la 
regard  to  mixtures,  which  are  the  most  freciuently  pre- 
scribed medicaments  in  this  country,  a  good  plan  would 
be  to  place  all  the  B.P.  drugs  in  groups,  each  group  carry- 
ing with  it  a  definite  charge.  B.P.  drugs  are  mentioned 
for  a  start,  but  others  could  be  added.  The  following 
gives  an  idea  of  how  the  groups  would  be  arranged,  it 
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being  a  cardinal  point  that  an  ingredient  named  ]n  group 
A  connotes  a  statutory  cliarge  of  ^d.  when  it  occurs  in  a 
prescription  dispensed  by  a  chemist  for  national  invalidity 
purposes.  In  the  same  way,  group  B  would  represent  Id., 
C,  lid.,  T),  2d.,  E,  2J-f7.,  F,  3c?.,  etc.,  and  provision  could 
be  made  for  a  further  extension  of  the  groups  as  well  as  a 
special  group  for  exceptionally  expensive  drugs— e 
physostigmine,  atropine,  etc.

The  groups  might  be  extended  on  the  same  principles, 
but  in  the  case  of  expensive  drugs  a  special  group  could 
be  formed,  the  charges  to  be  based  on  the  cost— p.(/.,  double 
the  cost.

finished  off  in  an  elaborate  manner— c. (7.,  they  need  not  be 
capped  and  sealed.  This  difference  would  tend  to  reduce 
any  charge  which  might  reasonably  be  made  for  com- 
pounding, and  would  accentuate  the  superiority  of  dis- 
pensing for  private  customers,  although  as  regards  the 
drugs  employed  there  would  be  no  difference  in  quality.

Drugs  for  [ndia. 

correspondence   we  have   recently   published  from 


some  of  the  leading  British  drug  exporters  in  regard  to  the 
adulteration  of  drugs  shipped  to  India  shows  that  there  is 
practical  unanimity  in  favour  of  legislation.  The  need  for 
a  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  India  has  on  several  occasions 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Indian  Government, 
but  we  understand  that  no  definite  action  has  been  taken. 
We  may,  however,  point  out  that  an  Indian  Food  and  Drugs 
Bill  was  introduced  into  the  United  Provinces  Legislative 
Council  at  Allahabad  on  January  21.  This  was  a  Bill 
drafted  on  the  lines  of  our  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and 
it  is  now  under  consideration  by  a  Select  Committee. 
With  the  conditions  as  they  are  in  India  at  present,  the 
opinion  is  that  it  would  be  well  nigh  impassible  to  work 
an  Act  in  respect  of  food  and  drugs  as  is  done  in  this 
country,  and  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  working  such  an 
Act  are  probably  responsible  for  Government  inaction  up 
to  the  present.  It  has  been  suggested  that  a  start  might 
be  made  by  the  appointment  of  inspectors  in  the  largest 
towns,  such  as  Calcutta,  Bombay,  Madra,s,  and  Karachi, 
and  that  if  in  those  places,  which  are  distributing  centres, 
the  B.P.  standard  was  insisted  upon,  and  the  dealers  in 
adulterated  drugs  made  liable  to  a  penalty,  the  evil  would 
be  lessened.  Following  on  the  lines  of  the  Calcutta 
"Statesman,"  another  influential  newspaper,  the  "Times 
of  India,"  of  Bombay,  has  now  taken  up  the  matter,  and 
we  give  below  some  of  the  more  interesting  points  of  their 
investigations  : — • 

The  manager  of  one  of  the  largest  European  firms  of 
chemists  in  Bombay  informed  the  writer  that  there  is  no 
question  that  about  three-quarters  of  the  stuff  that  is  imported 
adulterated.    The  people  at  home  do  it  for  the  big  trade 
with  the  Indian  dealers.    The  cjuestion  arises.  How  is  it  got 
through  the  Customs  ?    It  is  done  in  this  way  :  the  Customs 
officials  do  not  stop  drugs  or  any  medicines  unless  they  are 
stamped  B.P.  on  the  label.    If  they  are  supposed  to  be  of 
B.P.  standard  they  are  tested,  and  if  in  such  cases  they  do 
not  answer  the  test  they  are  refused  admission ;  but  the  bulk 
of  the  imported  drugs  do  not  bear  the  B.P.  stamp,  and  where 
they  do  not  the  Customs  authorities  generally  allow  them  to 
go  through,  charging  duty  according  to  the  spirit  contained  in 
them.    Generally  speaking,  the  bulk  of  the  adulteration 
consists  of  selling  medicines  which  are  of  weaker  strength 
than)  the  B.P.  allows.    For  instance,  the  informant  produced 
a  tincture  purchased  in  the  bazaar,  which  contained  only 
70  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  whereas  the  same  article  of  full  B.P. 
strength  contains  90  per  cent,  of  alcohol.    It  may  at  first  seem 
that  little  harm  can  accrue  from  the  mere  weakening  of  spiritu- 
ous medicines,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  all  doctors  are 
bound  to  make  up  their  prescriptions,  reckoning  on  the  cxm- 
tents  being  of  B.P.  strength,  and  the  physiological  effect  on 
the  patient  cannot  be  the  same  where  the  materials  are,  as  is 
often  the  case,  40  per  cent,  weaker  than  the  standard.  The 
effect  of  this  in  many  cases  may  be  serious,  or  even  fatal.  The 
same  informant  gave  me  some  startling  information.  He 
showed  me  a  bottle  containing  iodoform,  which  on  analysis 
was  found  to  contain  25  per  cent,  of  sulphur  [boric  acid  was 
an  adulterant  mentioned  in  Calcutta. — Ed.].    Castor  oil  is 
generally  adulterated  with  white  mineral  oil,  of  which  many 
tons  are  imported  into  Bombay  for  the  purpose  of  cheapening 
this  and  other  oils — c.ff.,  cajuput  oil  is  seldom  obtainable  pure 
on  the  market.    Potassium  iodide,  worth  about  8s.  per  lb., 
is  frequently  adulterated  with  potassium  bromide,  only  worth 
I.S.  2(7.  per  lb.    Formerly  a  considerable  export  trade  was 
don©  in  sandalwood  oil,  but  now  it  is  practicaU.y  impossible 
to  obtain  an  article  that  has  not  been  adulterated  to  the  extent 
of  50  or  60  per  cent.    The  result  of  this  has  been  that  the 
export  trade  in  sandalwood  oil  has  been  killed,  and  to  get  the 
genuine  article  one  has  to  import  the  oil  of  guaranteed  B.P. 
strength  direct  from  England. 

Other  instances  of  adulteration  are  referred  to,  but  we 
think  sufficient  has  now  come  to  light  to  justify  the 
authorities  in  moving  for  legislation.  It  need  hardly  be 
said  that  the  problem  is  not  one  that  affects  the  European 
population  of  India,  who  generally  deal  exclusively  with 
European  chemists  ;  but  to  the  native  Indian  doctor  and  his 
patient  the  matter  of  price  is  often  all  in  all,  and  con- 
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sequently  both  British  and  other  European  manufacturers 
have  gradually  adapted  themselves  to  the  cry  for  cheap- 
ne66  by  supplying  through  the  bazaar  retail  houses  drugs  of 
inferior  quality.

Conference. 


National  Insurance  Bill. 


A MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  on  Tuesday,  May  15, 
at  4.30  P.M.  Present:  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  (President),  in 
the  chair;  Messrs.  J.  C.  Umney  (Treasurer),  F.  H.  Alcock, 
W.  A.  Bell,  T.  0.  Barlow,  F.  W.  Gamble,  H.  W.  Gadd, 
E.  F.  Harrison,  E.  M.  Holmes,  N.  H.  Martin,  F.  Ransom, 
C.  Syines,  F.  W.  Branson.  T.  A.  White,  E.  White, 
W.  A.  H.  Naylor,  J.  Smith,  and  E.  S.  Peck  and  H. 
Finnemore  ('Hon.  General  Secretaries). 

After  correspondence  had  been  dealt  with  and  reference 
made  to  the  late  Dr.  John  Attfield,  Mr.  Alcock 
suggested  that  an  "Attfield"  memorial  lecture  should 
be  delivered  at  the  annual  meeting.  Mr.  Alcock  was  asked 
to  mature  his  plans  and  bring  the  matter  up  again  at  the 
next  executive  meeting. 

Mr.  T.  0.  Barlow  presented  the  suggested  Portsmouth 
programme,  which  was  adopted  with  expressions  of  cordial 
approval.  Special  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  no 
hotel  rooms  had  been  engaged,  and  as  the  week  coincided 
with  Goodwood  races  it  is  imperative  for  visitors  to  secure 
their  rooms  at  an  early  date.  The  President  suggested  that 
a  special  notice  of  this  be  published  in  the  journals. 

The  Practice  Section  Sub-committee  reported  that  they 
had  met  on  April  7.  Present  :  Mr.  F.  W.  Gamble  (in  the 
chair),  Mr.  E.  F.  Harrison,  and  the  Hon.  General  Secre- 
taries. They  had  resolved  to  recommend  the  Executive 
Committee  to  ask  Mr.  E.  F.  Harrison  to  read  a  paper  on 
"  Secret  and  Proprietary  Medicines,"  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney 
to  take  the  chair.  During  tire  discussion  on  this  at  the 
session  of  the  Practice  Section,  Dr.  Beddow,  of  Ports- 
mouth, had  promised  to  give  an  address  on  "Pharma- 
ceutical Education."    The  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Peck  stated  that  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association  and  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  arranged  for  the  latter 
half  of  February  had  not  been  held  owing  to  the  B.M.A. 
being  unusually  busy  considering  the  effect  on  themselves 
of  the  National  Insurance  Bill,  but  that  he  had  been  in 
communication  with  Mr.  Smith  Whittaker,  the  Medical 
Secretary,  and  a  meeting  was  arranged  for  June  15  at 
2.30  P.M.,  when  the  mutual  interests  of  doctors  and  pharma- 
cists in  relation  to  the  National  Insurance  Bill  and  Secret 
and  Proprietary  Medicines  will  be  discussed.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Umney  suggested  joint  meetings  of  the  Medical  Associa- 
tions and  the  Pharmaceutical  Associations  thi-oughout  the 
country  in  order  to  obtain  a  clear  line  of  demarcation 
between  the  sphere  of  doctors  and  that  of  pharmacists. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Peter  Boa,  the  local  corre- 
sponding secretary  of  Edinburgh,  stating  that  he  had  called 
a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  conference  and  others,  and 
that  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  invite  the  conference 
to  meet  in  Edinburgh  in  1912.  Several  members  spoke  in 
great  appreciation,  and  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  its 
acceptance  to  the  annual  meeting. 

There  being  a  limited  number  of  complete  sets  of  "  Year- 
books," the  conmiittee  decided  to  offer  to  supply  the  local 
Associations  throughout  the  country  free  of  charge,  carriage 
forward.    Early  application  is  therefore  requested. 

A  grant  from  the  Research  Fund  was  made  to  Mr. 
F.  W.  F.  Arnaud.

fpHE  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  published  his 
X  promised  memorandum  containing  the  opinions  of 
various  authorities  in  Germany  in  regard  to  insurance 
legislation  in  that  country.  The  following  passages  relate 
to 

The  Chemical  Industry. 
This  industry  generally  employs  7,500  workpeople.  The 
cost  of  insurance  is  borne  willingly  by  the  employers.  The 
many  voluntary  welfare  institutions  maintained  by  the  largo 
industrial  undertakings  prove  that  a  large  section  of  the 
employers  are  even  willing  to  go  beyond  the  sacrifice  required 
of  them  by  law.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  employers,  theso 
laws  are  remunerative  to  the  extent  that  the  efficiency  of  the 
workers  is  increased,  and  that  without  the  insurance  laws — 
unless  the  State  or  the  communes  took  over  the  burden  which 
they  entail — correspondingly  higher  wages  would  have  to  be 
paid. 

The  chemical  colour  industry  employs  5,000  workpeople, 
and  their  standard  of  life  has  most  markedly  improved  under 
the  scheme. 

Second  Re.\ding  of  the  Bill. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday,  May  24,  Mr. 
Buxton,   President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  movecl  the 
second  reading  of  the  Bill.    He  did  not  refer  to  the  medical 
aspects  of  the  measure,  but  this  was  done  by  Mr.  H.  W. 
Fc/i-ster,  Dr.  Esmonde,  Sir  T.   Whittaker,  Sir-  Robert 
Finlay,  and  Dr.  Addison,  each  of  whom  appealed  for  better 
consideration  for  doctors  than  is  given  in  the  Bill.  '  Sir 
Robert  Finlay  said  that  any  measure  which  prejudicially 
affected  the  status  and  remuneration  of  the  general  medical 
practitioner  would  be  most  calamitous  both  to  the  pro- 
fession and  the  general  public.    Another  question  to  be 
seriously  considered  was  the  relations  between  the  friendly 
societies  and  the  doctors.    He  suggested  that  the  control 
of  the  relations  with  the  doctors  should  be  transferred  to 
the  local  health  committees  from  the  friendly  societies. 
Sir  Rufus  Isaacs  (Attorney-General),  in  expressing  the. 
satisfaction  of  the  Government  with  the  reception  of  the 
Bill,  said  no  doubt  hon.  members  had  received  letters 
urging  the  postponement  of  the  second  reading,  but  the 
writers  of  these  epistles  had  failed  to  appreciate  that  it  is 
only  after  the  second  reading  that  alteration  and  amend- 
ment are  considered.    Some  of  the  suggestions  made  with 
regard  to  the  remuneration  of  doctors  deserve  serious 
consideration.    The  Government  desires  to  deal  with  the 
medical  profession  in  a  fair  and  equitable  way.    The  case 
for  dispensing  chemists  is  to  be  presented  to  the  House  by 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  on  Thur.sday  if  he  gets  an  opportunity, 
when  lie  will  speak  on  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
aspects  of  the  Bill.    The  opportunity  for  the  hon.  member- 
had  not  been  reached  by  the  time  we  closed  for  press. 
What  are  "Medicines"  ? 
Replying  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  to  Mr. 
Astor,  who  asked  whether  it  was  proposed  to  include 
surgical  treatment  in  the  medical  benefits  to  be  given  to 
persons  insm-ed  under  the  Bill,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  said  the  present  practice  of  the  Friendly  Socie- 
ties is  only  to  provide  such  surgical  treatment  of  an 
ordinary  nature  as  might  be  covered  by  their  agreements 
with  the  doctors. 

Position  of  Dispensaries. 
On  Wednesday  Mr.  William  Peel  asked  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  whether,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Bill,  the  position  of  the  provident  dispensaries  will  be 
altered;  and,  if  so,  in  what  respect;  and  would  the  pre- 
sent subscribing  members,  niunbering  about  110,000  in 
London  alone,  receive  subsidies  from  the  State  and  em- 
ployers, respectively,  in  aid  of  their  contributions  for  free 
medicai  relief.  The  Chancellor  replied  that  there  was 
no  reason  why  provident  dispensaries  should  not  form  or 
join  approved  societies  for  the  purpose  of  administering  the 
benefits— including  medical  attendance— provided  by  the 
Bill  for  the  benefit  of  so  many  of  their  members  as  are 
insured  under  the  Bill. 

The  Position  of  Chemists. 
The  "  Times  "  of  May  25  gives  prominence  to  a  statement' 
by  a  correspondent,  which  we  reprint  :— 
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Considerable  anxiety  exists  among  pharmacists  as  to  their 
position  under  the  proposed  scheme  of  National  Insurance, 
for  although  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  in  explaining  the  scheme 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  said  the  dispensing  of  medicines 
for  insurance  patients  would  be  done  by  chemists,  the  Bill 
does  not  specifically  provide  for  this.  So  far  as  it  relates  to 
the  supply  of  drugs  the  Bill  merely  provides  that  friendly 
.societies  and  local  health  cxsmmittees  shall  make  provision 
"  for  the  supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and  medicines," 
and  that,  except  in  special  circumstances,  they  shall  not  make 
arrangements  with  medical  practitioners  for  such  supply.  At 
present,  therefore,  there  is  nothing  in  the  Bill  to  prevent 
societies  from  making  arrangements  which  would  render 
them  independent  of  pharmacists  already  established  in 
business,  and  it  is  said  that  some  societies  are  already  con- 
sidering the  advi.sability  of  opening  branch  dispensaries  and 
a  central  drug  warehouse.  If  this  project  were  carried 
through  a  possible  cUrntllc  of  thirteen  or  fourteen  million 
people  would  be  independent  of  chemists'  shops,  if  all  the 
societies  and  liealth  committses  followed  the  same  plan.  This 
would  have  a  very  serious  effect  upon  pharmacists  generally, 
tiiid  no  doubt  large  numbers  of  them,  whose  shops  are  in  in- 
dustrial districts,  would  have  to  go  out  of  business.  From  the 
point  of  view  of  pharmacists,  therefore,  the  Bill  is  primarily 
deficient  in  that  it  does  not  require  societies  and  health  com- 
mittee.s  to  make  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  drugs  with 
pharmacists.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  public  the  de- 
ficiency might  also  prove  unfoitunate,  for  if  the  suggested 
dispon.saries  were  established  they  would  not  be  required, 
legally,  to  lio  under  the  control  of  duly  qualified  chemists 
and  druggists.  Under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  it  is  an  offence  for 
an  iiri'iualified  person  to  sell  a  medicine  containing  a  poison, 
but  the  su|)ply  of  medicines  from  the  dispensaries  to  insurance 
patiiints  would  not  necessarily  entail  a  sale,  and  consequently 
it  would  not  entail  an  offence  against  the  law  relating  to  the 
sale  of  poisons. 

If  the  Bill  is  so  amended  as  to  ensure  that  the  dispensing 
under  the  proposed  scheme  shall  be  done  at  chemists'  shops, 
one  of  the  causes  for  the  anxiety  felt  by  pharmacists  would  be 
removed.  If  the  work  is  to  be  done  by  chemists,  however, 
it  is  important  that  they  should  know  on  what  principle  pay- 
ment for  the  work  and  the  drugs  will  be  fixed.  [The  German 
system  as  explained  in  the  ('.  <.i-  D.  is  referred  to.]  The  writer 
proceeds  to  deal  with  the  capitation  grant  of  6.s'.  "  for  medical 
attendance  and  the  drugs,  dressings,  and  appliances  used  in 
<1orniciliary  treatment."  Without  any  data  to  work  upon  it 
would  be  extremely  diflicult  to  apportion  this  sum  properly 
betwi^en  the  doctor  and  the  pharmacist.  There  are  means  of 
estim.iting  roughly  what  proportion  of  insured  persons  will 
require  medical  attendance,  but  if  the  patients  are  to  have 
the  benefit  of  the  "  expensive  drugs  "  which  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
said  (Miuld  not  l)c  purchased  at  the  price  now  paid  to  doctors 
by  friendly  societies,  there  are  no  means  of  estimating  with 
any  :i.pi)idacli  to  precision  what  the  year's  drug  bill  is  going 
t^>  be.  Moreover,  it  is  suggested  that,  in  addition  to  drugs, 
dressings  and  appliances  are  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  phar- 
macist.-,' share  of  the  6.<.  capitation  fee.  If  appliances  are  to 
include  such  articles  as  trusses,  for  instance,  it  is  obvious 
that  the  sum  which  it  is  proposed  to  allot  for  drugs  and  the 
liki'  is  wholly  insufficient.  Possibly  when  these  points  are 
cleared  up  the  outlook  for  pharmacy  may  appear  brighter 
than  it  does  at  this  stage.  The  pi'evailing  uncertainty  is  un- 
fortunate, for  a  pharmacist  in  a  working-class  district  would 
find  some  difliculty  at  the  present  time  in  disposing  of  his 
'business  on  terms  that  would  be  agreeable  to  him. 

Mr.  Harrington's  '7ibws. 

The  "Evening  Times"  of  May  19  printed  the  sub- 
st.-i.iii  e  of  aji  interview  with  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington.  Pre- 
sident of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  from  which  we 
extr;!ofc  the  following  tit-bits  : 

"  Tlie  lines  on  which  chemists  would  be  inclined  to  criticise 
tho  Bill  are  very  similar  to  those  which  have  arou.sed  the 
.Ttli'irtion  of  the  medical  prdfossion.  If  the  Bill  w'ere  to  go 
through  in  its  pre.-^ent  form,  it  would  mean  tlie  loss  to  i-etail 
chemist.s  of  some  7,000,000  customers.  For  it  would  transfer 
a  very  large  volume  of  business  from  ordinary  retail  trading 
to  the  kind  of  business  which  will  come  under  the  class  of 
meKlical  bonsfits." 

"  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  Bill  means  ruin  to 
retail  pharmacists  if  it  is  to  be  administered  on  the  lines 
rcoently  laid  down  by  one  who  is  a  member  of  the  Manchester 
Od'dfellows  Committee.  If  we  are  to  be  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  friendly  .societies,  and  thev  are  to  arrange  terms  and 
so  forth,  the  retail  chemist  will  be  unable  to  keei>  his  shop 
open." 

"  A.s  a  resi>onsibIe  Society,  however,  we  have  to  consider  the 
interests  of  the  public  as  well  as  our  own,  and  if  the  friendly 
jsoeieties  get  the  uouer  hand,  there  is,  I  think,  a  very  real 
danger  that  the  public  interests  will  suffer."

Long  inactive  remain.    Stay  your  hand,  I  implore, 
For  some  symjjtoms  of  rabies  are  evident  here. 

'Twould  be  wiser,  I'm  sure,  not  to  crush  him  up  quite, 
But  to  wait  and  to  watch  ;  for  there's  trouble,  I  fear. 

Lentil  that  W^elsh  Terrier  is  muzzled  up  tight." 

FiFESHiRE  Chemists  and  the  Bill. 
We  have  received  from  Mr.  Charles  Stewart,  Secretary 
of  the  Fifeshire  Pharmaceutical  Association,  copies  of 
circulars  which  have  been  sent  to  all  chemists  in  the 
county.  The  principal  one  recites  the  medical  provisions 
of  the  Bill,  and  says  : 

The  contracting  for  the  drug  supplies  is  left  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  Friendly  Societies  and  Local  Committees.  What 
this  means  we  know  from  past  experience.  It  means  that 
unless  supplies  are  got,  as  in  the  past,  at  entirely  uni-emunera- 
tive  prices,  the  Societies  will  supply  themselves.-  This  would 
mean  ruin  to  many  of  the  craft,  as  more  than  half  the 
population  of  the  country  will  ultimately  come  under  the 
scope  of  the  Bill. 

There  is  no  hope  whatever  of  preventing  the  Bill  passing, 
as  both  parties  in  the  House  are  apparently  in  favour  of  it. 
but  every  effort  should  be  made  by  the  trade  to  get  it 
amended  in  .at  least  two  directions,  namely — (1)  That  the 
supplying  of  medicines  to  the  insured  is  confined  to  registered 
chemists,  and  (2)  that,  as  in  the  case  of  the  medical  anen. 
some  attempt  should  be  made  in  the  Bill  to  fix  a  minimum 
rate  of  supply  which  shall  include,  as  in  Germany,. a  small 
fee  for  the  professional  Dart  of  the  work — namel.y,  dispensing. 

To  secure  these  and  other  necessary  amendments  immediate 
and  united  action  is  absolutely  necessary.  Unless  pharma- 
cists act  as  a  united  bod.v  no  amendment  of  the  Bill  can  be 
secured,  and  no  reasonable  bar-gain  made  with  Friendl.y 
Societies. 

The  circular  proceeds  to  invite  recipients  to  join  the 
Association  in  order  to  secure  united  action.  A  second 
circular  is  in  the  form  of  a  declaration  to  be  signed,  the 
wording  of  which  is  : 

I  agree  to  act  along  with  the  Fifeshire  Pharmaceutical 
Association  in  its  efforts  to  secure  a  modification  of  the 
National  Insurance  Bill  in  relation  to  the  supply  of  medi- 
cines, and  more  especially  to  secure  that  the  supply  be  con- 
fined to  registered  chemists,  and  that  the  insured  can  Ijo 
supplied  by  their  own  chemists.  I  recognise  that  theso  modifi- 
cations oan  only  be  secured  by  united  action,  and  pledge 
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myself  to  support  to  the  utmost  of  my  power  any  action 
taken  by  the  Association  until  this  letter  is  withdrawn. 

A  meeting  of  the  Association  is  to  be  held  at  Thornton 
on  May  31,  particulars  of  which  are  given  under  "  Coming 
Events."- 

Medical  Men  and  the  Bill. 

The  following  statement  appeared  in  the  "  British 
Medical  Journal"  and  "The  Lancet"  of  May  20  : 

As  we  are  going  to  press  we  have  received  personal  assur- 
.ances  from  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  as  to  his  inten- 
tion with  regard  to  the  capitation  payment  to  medical  men 
under  the  insurance  scheme.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  has  provided 
a  sum  of  4,200,000/.  for  the  provision  of  medical  attendance, 
including  drugs,  dressings,  and  appliances,  used  in  domi- 
ciliary treatment.  The  calculation  is  that  this  will  permit 
the  average  payment  of  a  capitation  fee  estimated  at  bs.  per 
head  for  each  person  insured  for  medical  attendance  and  the 
drugs,  dressings,  and  appliances  used  in  domiciliary  treat- 
ment. The  amount  will  be  increased  on  the  advice  of  the 
Central  Insurance  Office  in  districts  where  the  Insurance 
Commissioners  are  advised  that  sickness  is  excessive.  In  addi- 
tion, he  has  made  arrangements  to  provide  a  sum  of  1,000,000/. 
annually  for  the  maintenance  of  sanatoriums,  and  in  that 
way  removes  from  the  scope  of  domiciliary  treatment  a  con- 
■siderable  proportion  of  phthisical  patients  who  would  other- 
wise make  serious  calls  upon  the  sum  available  for  domiciliary 
medical  attendance  and  provision  of  drugs.  He  has  also 
provided  an  annual  sum  of  1,500,000/.  for  maternity  benefit, 
and  out  of  this  it  is  roughly  estimated  that  one-third  will  be 
paid  to  members  of  the  medical  profession. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  recognises  the  desirability 
jof  allowing  some  system  of  choice  of  medical  men  in  the  case 
of  new  participants  in  the  scheme,  and  looks  favourably 
upon  the  institution  of  a  wide  panel  of  local  medical  men 
-willing  to  serve. 

The  Central  Insurance  Office,  in  giving  its  approval  to 
arrangements  proposed  to  be  made  by  any  approved  society 
or  health  committee  with  medical  men,  and  in  other  matters, 
will  act  on  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  be  set 
xip  under  the  Bill ;  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
jeoognises  that  on  the  Advisory  Committee  the  representation 
.of  the  medical  profession  must  be  adequate ;  or,  as  an  alter- 
native, that  a  special  Medical  Advisory  Committee  should  be 
constituted. 

Each  of  our  contemporaries  gave  the  communique  a 
'different  heading,  "The  Lancet"  describing  it  as  "Mr. 
Lloyd  George's  intentions"  and  the  "  B.M..J."  as  "Mr. 
Lloyd  George's  views  on  certain  of  the  medical  aspects." 
The  wording  was  the  same  in  each.  The  greater  part  of 
■"  The  Lancet's "  editorial  on  the  "  special  note "  was 
devoted  to 

The  Pharmacedtical  Aspects, 
the  remarks  being  on  the  whole  quite  pertinent,  and  we 
quote  them  : 

The  effect  of  the  national  insurance  scheme  on  pharmacy 
has  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  terms  that  will  be 
offered  to  medical  men  under  the  Bill,  because  the  position 
of  the  pharmacists  may  be  identical  with  that  of  medical 
men,  for  the  Chancellor  and  his  collaborators  are  not  likely 
i-o  alter  their  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  of  divorcing  prescrib- 
ing from  dispensing.  The  national  insurance  scheme  is 
regarded  by  pharmacists  with  some  apprehension,  though  they 
may  be  reluctant  to  criticise  at  this  stage  proposals  which 
appear  to  be  so  generally  popular.  As  a  body  they  express 
no  desire  to  make  capital  out  of  charity,  but  they  are 
•anxious  that  charity  should  not  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
themselves.    When-  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  in  expounding  the 

.  scheme  in  the  House  of  Commons,  explained  that  "  the 
doctor's  business  should  be  confined  to  prescribing,  and  it  is 
for  the  chemist  to  dispense,"  pharmacists  saw  in  the  scheme 

.  the  realisation  of  old  ideals ;  but  any  enthusiasm  which  may 
have  been  aroused  was  checked  by  the  further  statement  of 
the  Chancellor  that  he  had  no  doubt  the  friendly  societies 
would  make  "  as  good  a  bargain  with  the  chemists  as  they  had 
done  with  the  doctors."  The  Bill  itself  contains  no  mention  of 
pharmacists,  and  the  sub-clause  which  relates  to  disoensing 
merely  provides  that  friendly  societies  and  health  com- 
mittees "  shall  make  provision  for  the  supply  of  proper  and 
sufficient  drugs  and  medicines  to  insured  persons,"  and  that 
no  arrangements  for  such  supply  .shall  be  made  with  a  medical 
practitioner  at  an  inclusive  fee.  except  in  special  circum- 
stances. In  view  of  the  anomalous  condition  of  pharmacy 
law  this  provision  appears  inadequate  to  secure  that  the 
dispensing  of  medicines  for  insurance  patients  should  be  dona 
by  pharmacists.  Dispensing  does  not  necessarily  entail  a 
-sale,  and  undor  the  Pharmacy  Acts  it  is  the  sale  of  a  poison  by 


an  unqualified  person,  and  not  the  dispensing  of  it,  whicii 
constitutes  an  offence.  There  is  therefore  nothing  in  the  Bill 
which  would  prevent  societies  from  making  arrangements 
for  the  dispensing  of  medicines  by  unqualified  persons,  and 
such  disijensers  need  not  be  under  the  supervision  of  registered 
medical  practitioners  or  pharmacists.  It  is  perhaps  impro- 
bable that  societies  would  make  such  slipshod  or  irregular 
arrangements,  but  the  experience  of  pharmacists  of  the 
effects  of  loosely  worded  measures  of  legislation  has  been  so 
unfortunate  in  the  past  that  they  are  doubly  anxious  to  be 
safeguarded  from  a  similar  experience  in  the  future.  Let  it 
be  assumed,  however,  that  some  clear  amendment  will  be 
made  for  the  dispensing  to  be  done  by  qualified  persons:  this 
would  not  necessarily  mean  that  pharmacists  in  business  would 
be  employed  for  that  purpose,  for  friendly  society  officials 
have  already  indicated  that  they  are  considering  the  question 
of  establishing  a  central  drug  depot  and  branch  dispensaries 
for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  insurance  patients.  If  this 
project  is  carried  out  it  will  be  disastro.us  to  a  large  propoi'tion 
of  pharmacists  now  in  business,  especially  those  in  working- 
class  districts. 

The  practical  difficulty  of  separating  prescribing  from  dis- 
pensing is  not  settled  either  because  their  divorce  of  functions 
is  considered  scientifically  sound,  or  because  the  decree  has 
been  pronounced  in  the  Bill.  Many  practitioners  would  much 
prefer  to  do  their  own  dispensing  ;  many  patients  will  find  the 
new  arrangements,  whatever  they  are,  irksome;  and  in  many 
forms  of  practice  the  loss  of  the  dispensing  for  club  patients 
will  make  dispensing  for  private  patients  more  difficult.  The 
fact  that  in  other  countries  the  work  of  the  dispensing 
chemist  is  never  done  by  the  medical  practitioner  is  of  great 
significance,  but  we  cannot  help  thinking  that  the  awkward- 
ness of  defining  what  is  dispensing  must  have  made  itself 
felt  before  now  in  those  countries.  If,  for  example,  a  sur- 
gical emergency  requires  splints  and  bandages,  who  pi'ovides 
them  under  the  Bill?  Consideration  of  such  a  jx)int  as  this 
brings  us  face  to  face  with  the  fact  that  a  close  definition  is 
required  of  what  is  a  medical  benefit  under  the  new  legislative 
proposals. 

That  is  a  good  deal  for  "  The  Lancet"  to  admit  in  regard 
to  doctors'  dispensing,  for  hitherto  our  contemporary  has 
been  an  uncompromising  supporter  of  the  peculiarly  Eng- 
lish (not  British)  view  on  that  subject. 

In  regard  to  the  argument  that  the  6-s.  fee  mesns  only 
4s.  6d.  for  the  doctor — after  deduction  for  drugs — it  is 
officially  stated  that  if  required  drugs  are  worth  l-s.  6c?. — ■ 
that  is  presumably  what  they  cost  the  medical  profession 
at  the  present  time.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  he  will  be 
freed  from  supplying  them  his  comparison  should  be  not 
4s.  del.  against  4-s.  but  4s.  6(7.  against  2.s.  6d. 

The  German  System. 
"  The  Times  "  has  been  publishing  a  series  of  articles  on 
the  system  in  vogue  in  Germany,  and  has  given  special 
attention  to  the  medical  aspects.  In  one  of  the  articles 
it  is  stated  that  in  1885,  when  the  system  was  introduced, 
the  average  payment  was  2s.  l^d.  per  head  for  medical 
attendance,  and  Is.  8c?.  for  medicines,  while  in  1909 

The  remuneration  paid  to  doctors  worked  out  at  an 
average  rate  of  nearly  5s.  SjfZ.  per  insured  person  for  the 
whole  Empire.  This  does  not  include  hospital  treatment  or 
drugs,  etc.  The  expenditure  on  the  latter  in  the  same  year 
was  slightly  over  Zs.  b^d.  per  insured  :  so  that  the  total  rate 
for  doctor  and  medicine  was  exactly  9s.  3c/.  The  rates  vary 
widely  in  different  classes  of  insurance  offices.  The  highest 
are  those  paid  by  the  factory  and  the  building  trades  funds. 
The  figures  for  these  two,  which  include  rather  more  than  a 
fourth  of  the  total  number  of  insured,  were :

The  local  or  district  funds,  which  comprise  a  little  more 
than  half  the  insured,  paid  for  doctors  5s.  3g(/.,  for  medicines 
3s.  bd.,  total  8s.  9id.  The  lowest  rate  of  payment  is  made 
by  the  Communal  Funds,  which  are  on  a  different  basis,  with 
a  lower  rate  of  contributions  and  of  benefits.  They  are 
public  offices,  administered  by  the  local  authority,  and 
established  for  the  benefit  of  such  persons  as  do  not  fall  under 
the  other  funds.  They  comprise  about  one-eighth  of  the  in- 
sured. Their  rates  were — for  doctors  4s.,  medicines  2s.  Id., 
total  6s.  1(7. 
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We  dealt  very  fully  with  the  working  of  the  German  sys- 
tem in  our  issue  of  April  29,  and  advise  our  subscribers 
to  read  that  article  in  association  with  those  of  last  week 
in  which  the  Gennan  tariff  of  charges  was  dealt  with. 

Mr.  D.  Lloyd  George,  writing  to  "  The  Times  "  in  regard 
to  the  article  from  which  we  quote,  calls  attention  to  "a 
most  inexplicable  blunder,"  no  mention  being  made  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  "  the  common  practice  in  Germany  for  the 
sick  funds  established  under  the  law  to  provide  medical 
attendance  not  only  for  the  persons  insured,  but  also  for 
their  families  and  dependents,  whereas  the  sum  allocated 
by  the  [British]  Government  for  doctoring  only  covers  the 
insured  person." 

The  Medico-Legal  Society  Discusses  the  Bill. 

At  the  meeting  of  this  Society,  held  in  London  on 
Tuesday  evening,  Mav  23,  Sir  John  Tweedie  presiding, 
Mr.  J.  Smith  Whitta'ker,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  Medical 
Secretary  of  the  Bi'itish  Medical  Association,  gave  an 
address  on  the  Bill,  in  which,  after  explaining  its  pro- 
visions, he  submitted  the  following  objections  to  the 
scheme  : 

(a)  There  is  a  primary  objection  to  any  intervention  of 
the  State  between  doctors  and  patients,  but  it  is  now  being 
generally  recognised  by  medical  men  that  some  such  inter- 
vention is  inevitable.  This  scheme,  however,  carries  inter- 
vention further  than  is  either  necessary  or  wise. 

(6)  Many  employed  contributors  are  well  able  to  pay  for 
their  own  medical  attendance,  and  do  so  at  present. 

(c)  There  is  no  necessity  to  provide  persons  earning  more 
than  100/.  a  year  with  ordinary  medical  attendance;  they 
are  able  to  provide  this  for  themselves. 

Mr.  Whittaker  suggested  that  there  should  be  an  in- 
come limit  to  recipients  of  medical  benefits.  This  might 
be  put  at  160^.  a  year,  but  better  at  100/.  Further,  that 
there  should  be  free  choice  of  doctors  by  the  patients. 
As  to  remuneration,  nothing  but  experience  could  .say 
what  is  adequate,  but  it  must  not  be  settled  on  the  lines 
of  a  hard  economic  bargain. 

Sir  Henry  Craik,  M.P.,  in  contributing  to  the  dis- 
cussion, said  he  represents  in  Parliament  a  very  large 
number  of  medical  men,  and  he  is  telling  his  fellow  mem- 
bers that  doctors  are  really  working  for  the  public  interest 
when  they  demand  freedom  of  choice  for  patients.  The 
Bill  will  destroy  the  goodwill  of  a  large  number  of  prac- 
tices. He  held  that  medical  benefits  should  not  be  given 
to  persons  earning  more  than  21.  per  week. 

Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  agreed  on  the  whole  with  Mr. 
Whittaker,  but  thought  he  had  made  a  notable  omission 
in  not  referring  to  the  question  of  the  supply  of  drugs. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  Bill  to  prevent — indeed,  it  rather 
encourages — the  setting  up  of  special  dispensaries  for  the 
supply  of  drugs  to  insured  persons.  Such  dispensaries,  it 
might  be  argued,  would  be  outside  the  scope  of  the  Phar- 
macy Acts  and  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  ex- 
perience in  the  case  of  Poor  Law  dispensing  in  Ireland 
did  not  encourage  the  idea  that  they  made  for  efficiency 
of  treatment.  He  thought  that  pharmacists  should  be 
represented  on  the  Central  Advisory  Committee,  and  at 
least  one  pharmacist  should  be  appointed  on  every  local 
Health  Committee.  There  should  be  a  panel  of  pharmacists 
as  well  as  a  panel  of  medical  men  in  every  locality,  so  that 
Ijatients  might  have  freedom  of  choice  as  to  their  sup- 
pliers of  drugs.  Only  by  some  such  means  could  medical 
men  ensure  tliat  their  patients  would  obtain  the  drugs  they 
thought  desirable  for  them  in  full  potency. 

Dr.  Nestor  Tirard  thought  the  Bdl  is  advantageous, 
even  if  it  foreshadows  the  separation  of  medical  advice 
from  the  supply  of  drugs.  At  present  there  is  no  check 
on  the  drugs  supplied  from  doctors'  surgeries,  and  he 
thought  it  would  be  distinctly  advantageous  that  all  drugs 
should  be  supplied  by  local  pharmacists. 

Mr.  Whittaker,  in  reply  to  the  discussion,  said  he 
imderstood  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  making 
representations  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  drugs.  The 
British  Medical  Association  has  also  consulted  with  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
a  working  arrangement  might  be  brought  about  between 
the  two  sections  of  medicine  for  the  division  of  prescrib- 
ing and  dispensing — a  division  whch  is  desired  by  the 
majority  of  the  constituents  of  the  British  Medical  As- 
sociation. 


WESTMINSTER  WISDOM. 

The  Week  in  Parliament. 

The  Whitsuntide  Pvecess. 
The  adjournment  for  the  Whitsuntide  recess  will  last 
from  June  2  to  June  13. 

The  Makuf.vcture  of  Nicotine. 
The  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  has  stated  in  reply  to  Mr. 
Laurence  Harcly  that  tobacco  extracts  are  by  law  pro- 
hibited from  being  imported  into  this  country,  except  in 
transit,  but  this  prohibition  is  not  held  to  apply  to  nicotine^ 
which  may  be  imported  for  home  u.se.  There  are  four- 
bonded  warehouses  approved  for  the  manufacture  of  nico- 
tine. Three  of  these  nicotine  factories  and  four  other 
bonded  premises  are  approved  for  sheep-dip  manufacture. 
There  are  various  formulfe,  according  to  the  use  to  which- 
the  tobacco  is  to  be  put,  but  sulphur  alone  is  not  regarded) 
as  an  adequate  denaturant.  The  Board  of  Customs  and 
Excise  are  prepared  to  consider  applications  to  vary  the 
prescribed  formulte,  and  if  the  hon.  member  was  inte-rested 
in  the  subject  perhaps  he  would  place  himself  in  com- 
munication with  them.  The  quantity  of  tobacco  refuse 
deposited  varies  considerably  from  year  to  year.  In  1910> 
the  quantity  so  deposited,  consisting  of  tobacco  stalks,, 
shorts,  and  offal  snuff,  amoimted  to  1,352  tons.  The  prices 
obtained  vary  for  the  different  kinds  of  refuse  and  at 
different  ports. 

Finance  Bill. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-.Jones,  M.P.,  is,  at  the  reque.st  of  the 
President  of  the  Drug  Club,  endeavouring  to  get  into  the 
Finance  Bill  the  clause  respecting  the  sale  of  rectified 
spirit.  As  finally  amended  by  the  Treasury  on  the  Com- 
mittee stage  of  the  Revenue  Bill,  the  clause  was  as 
follows  : 

An  Excise  licence  for  the  sale  for  medicinal  purposes  only 
of  rectified  spirits  of  not  less  than  forty-three  degrees  above 
proof  to  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners  or  registered' 
chemists,  or  for  use  in  hospitals,  may  be  granted  to,  a 
manufacturing  or  wliolesale  chemist  or  druggist  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  duty  of  fifteen  pounds  and  fifteen  shillings. 

Every  such  licence  shall  be  granted  in  such  form  and  sub- 
ject to  .such  conditions  as  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  shall  prescribe,  and  shall  expire  on  the  thirtieth  day 
of  June  in  each  year. 

If  any  person  liolding  a  licence  granted  under  this  section 
.sells  spirits  of  any  description,  or  m  any  manner  not  'autho- 
rised by  his  licence,  he  shall  incur  the  fine  imposed  for  selling- 
spirits  without  a  licence. 

Mr.  Glyn-.Jones'  communications  with  the  Treasury  are 
likely  to  lead  to  a  favourable  result. 


OUR  AMERICAN  LETTER.

The  Hallberg-  Memorial  Fund— Dr.  H.  M.  Whelpley, 
treasurer  of  tlie  American  Pharmaceutical _Association,  re- 
ports that  nearly  $2,500  has  been  raised  tow-ard  the  $3,500; 
required  to  pay  off  the  mortgage  on  the  home  of  the  late  Pro- 
fessor C.  S.  N.  Hallberg.  -  .  • 

Coca-Cola  Case.— The  Federal  Government  has  lost 
another  important  suit.  For  weeks  it  has  been  trying  tO' 
prove  that  coca-cola,  the  well-known  soda-fountain  drink, 
is  misbranded  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  that  the 
cafi^eine  in  it  is  "  an  added  ingredient  "  of  a  harmful  nature. 
The  judge  refused,  however,  to  look  upon  the  common 
alkaloid  of  tea  and  coffee  as  being  very  baneful,  and  he 
could  see  nothing  in  the  way  of  misrepresentation  in  the  title 
of  the  product.  Coca-cola  will  therefore  continue  to  bear  the- 
same  old  name  whether  the  Government  likes  it  or  not. 

Sale  of  narcotics.— The  anti-cocaine  crusade  carried  on. 
in  the  city  of  Pittsburg  by  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Examin- 
ing Board  has  resulted  in  the  conviction  of  a  number  of  phar- 
macists who  have  been  selling  proprietary  mixtures  con- 
taining cocaine.  The  defence  was  that  chemists  had  a  per- 
fect right  to  sell  these  articles  under  the  Federal  Food  ancf 
Drugs  Act  so  long  as  the  amount  of  cocaine  was  printed  on 
the  label.  The  Court  did  not  consider  this  a  valid  defence, 
but  the  pharmacists  -were  fined  instead  of  being  imprisoned. 
In  the  meantime  a  considerable  number  of  physicians  in  Pitts- 
burg have  been  arrested  for  writing  irregular  prescriptions  for 
narcotics. 
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The  Shops  Bill. 

^'lEAND  Committee  "C"  of  the  House  of  Commons 
\J  resumed  consideration  of  the  Shops  Bill  on  Tuesday, 
May  23,  Mr.  J.  W.  Wilson,  M.P.,  in  the  chair.  A  pro- 
longed discussion  took  place  on  the  question  that  "  Clause  4 
he  added  to  the  Bill."  This  is  the  Sunday  trading  clause, 
which  we  printed  last  week.  It  had  been  seriously 
amended  by  the  introduction  of  local  option  at  the  pre- 
vious sitting.  A  determined  effort  was  made  by  nearly 
one-half  of  "the  Committee  to  strike  out  the  clause  alto- 
gether. Members  argued  that  the  clause  as  amended  would 
satisfy  nobody  ;  and  the  Home  Secretary  lamented  particu- 
larly the  opposition  of  the  Jews.  His  speech  suggested 
that  if  the  clause  had  its  weak  points,  at  all  events  it  was 
better  than  nothing,  for  no  one  could  seriously  contend 
that  as  things  stood  at  present  in  relation  to  Sunday 
trading  all  was  well.  The  Labour  members  supported  the 
■clause  on  the  ground  that  it  would  lead  to  a  limitation  of 
Sunday  trading.  Mr.  CTlyn-Jones  favoured  the  provision 
■from  the  sam©  standpoint.  The  clause  was  carried  on  a 
division  by  32  votes  to  22. 

The  Committee  next  considered  Clause  5,  which  provides 
power  for  local  authorities  to  make  closing  orders  for  shops, 
it  is  optional,  and  for  that  Mr.  G.  Roberts  moved  to 
insert  the  word  "  shall ".  in  place  of  "may"  so  as  to 
make  it  obligatory  upon  local  authorities  to  make  the 
■orders.  The  Home  Secretary  opposed  this  proposal,  and 
although  Mr.  Roberts  asked  leave  to  withdraw,  the  Com- 
mittee insisted  on  dividing  on  the  question.  The  amend- 
ment was  defeated  by  23  votes  to  22. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  moved  an  amendment  obliging  the  local 
authority  to  make  an  order  limiting  the  hours  at  which 
shops  might  be  opened  in  their  area  to  seventy  hours  per 
week.  Mr.  Churchill  contended  that  no  demand  had  really 
l>een  made  for  such  a  provision.  The  amendment  was  with- 
drawn. 

Mr.  Goulding  moved  to  provide  for  a  compHsory  half- 
holiday.  Nearly  every  branch  of  industry,  hfe  gaid,  was 
represented  among  the  100,000  traders  who  supported  this 
proposal.  The  Committee  had  done  much  to  limit  the 
hours  of  shop-assistants,  but  they  had  done  nothing  to 
secure  the  same  amount  of  rest  for  the  shopkeepers. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr.  Churchill  admitted  that  he  had  reluctantly  aban- 
doned the  application  of  a  compulsory  half-holiday  because 
of  the  strong  objection  raised  by  certain  trades.  He  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  possible  to  insert 
in  the  Bill  a  provision  giving  the  local  authority  power  to 
provide  for  a  compulsory  weekly  half-holiday,  unless  they 
were  satisfied  that  a  majority  of  the  shopkeepers  in  their 
area  were  opposed  to  it.  Manchester,  Liverpool,  and  Bir- 
mingham were  all  strongly  opposed  to  it.  If  the  Committee 
accepted  the  proposal  for  a  compulsory  weekly  half-holiday 
he  would  bring  up  a  new  clause  on  the  lines  indicated, 
subsection  2  of  the  present  clause  being  withdrawn. 

The  Committee  assented,  and  accordingly  adopted  the 
principle  of  a  compulsory  weekly  half-holiday. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  new  clause,  which  the 
Home  Secretary  will  introduce  (after  Clause  3)  at  a  later 
stage  of  the  Bill  : 

!l)  Every  shop  shall,  save  as  otherwise  provided  by  this 
Act,  be  closed^  for  the  serving  of  customers  not  later  than 
one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  one  week-day  in  every  week. 

(2)  The  local  authority  may,  by  order  m^ade  and  revocable 
in  like  manner  and  subject  to  the  like  procedure  and  con- 
finnation  as  closing:  orders  hereinafter  mentioned,  fix  the 
day  on  which  a  shop  is  to  be  so  closed  (in  this  Act  referred  to  as 
the  weekly  half-holiday),  and  any  such  order  may  either  fix 
the  same  day  for  all  shops,  or  may  fix — 

(a)  Different  days  for  different  classes  of  shops ;  or 
(6)  Different  days  for  different  parts  of  the  district : 
Provided  that  where  the  day  fixed  is  a  day  other  than 
Saturday,  the  order  shall  provide  for  enabling  Saturday  to 
be  substituted  for  such  other  day  as  respects  any  shop  in 
which  notice  to  that  effect  is  affixed  by  the  occupier. 

3.  Unless  and  until  such  an  order  is  made  affecting  a  shop, 
the  weekly  half-holiday  as  respects  the  shop  shall  be  :such 
d^ay  as  the  occupier  may  specify  in  a  notice  affixed  in  the 
shop,  but  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  occupier  of  the  ishop 
to  change  the  day  oftener  than  once  in  any  period  of  three 
months. 

4.  Where  the  local  authority  have  reason  to  believe  that  a 


majority  of  the  occupiers  of  shops  of  any  particular  class 
in  any  'area  are  in  favour  of  being  exempted  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  the  local  authority,  unless  they  con- 
sider that  the  area  in  question  is  unreasonably  small,  shall 
take  steps  to  ascertain  the  wishes  of  such  occupiers,  and  if 
they  are  satisfied  that  a  majority  of  the  occupiers  of  such 
shops  are  in  favour  of  the  exemption,  or  in  the  case  of  a  vote 
being  taken  that  at  least  one-half  of  the  votes  recorded  by 
the  occupiers  of  shops  within  the  area  of  the  class  in  question 
are  in  favour  of  the  exemption,  the  local  authority^  shall 
make  an  order  exempting  the^  shops  of  that  class  within  the 
area  from  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

5.  In  places  frequented  as  holiday  resorts  during  certain 
seasons  of  the  year,  the  local  authority  may  by  order  suspend 
for  such  perio.d  or  periods  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order, 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  four  months  in  any  year,  the 
obligation  imijosed  by  this  section. 

6.  Where  a  shop  is  closed  during  the  whole  day  on  the 
occasion  of  a  Bank  or  public  holiday,  or  any  day  of  public 
rejoicing,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  occupier  of  the  shop  to 
keep  the  shop  open  for  the  serving  of  customers  ^af ter  the  hour 
at  which  it  is  required  under  this  section  to  be  closed  either 
on  the  half-holiday  immediately  preceding  or  on  the  half- 
holiday  immediately  succeding  such  Bank  or  public  holiday 
or  day  of  public  rejoicing. 

7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  part  of  this  Act,  -this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  any  shop  in  _  which  a  trade  or 
business  of  any  class  mentioned  in  the  third  schedule  to  this 
Act  is  carried  on. 

The  new  third  schedule  referred  to  in  the  seventh  sub- 
section of  the  clause  sets  forth  that  the  following  busi- 
nesses are  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act  as  to 
weekly  half -holidays  : 

The  sale  by  retail  of  intoxicating  liquors,  refreshments, 
and  railway  refreshment  rooms,  motor  and  cycle  acces- 
sories, newspapers  and  periodicals,  meat,  fish,  milk,  cream, 
bread,  confectionery,  fruit,  vegetables,  flowers,  and  other 
articles  of  a  perishable  nature,  tobacco  and  smokes'  re- 
quisites, and  the  business  carried  on  at  a  railway  bookstall 
on  or  adjoining  a  railway  platform. 

The  Committee  adjourned. 

The  discussion  was  resumed  on  Thursday  on  Clause  5. 

Mr.  Goulding  proposed  that  the  two-thirds  majority  re- 
quired for  a  closing  order  should  be  composed  of  shop- 
keepers and  assistants,  but  Mr.  Churchill  resisted  this  on 
the  grou.nd  that  the  large  shops  employing  a  large  number 
of  assistants  would  be  able  to  close  small  shops  arbitrarily. 
Mr.  Nonuan  Craig  said  that  an  office  boy  and  a  porter  in 
combination  would  have  twice  the  power  of  an  employer. 
The  amendment  was  lost  by  40  to  5. 

Mr.  Snowden  then  proposed  that  only  a  bare  majority 
should  suffice  to  set  the  local  authority  in  motion,  and 
after  some  discitssion  Mr.  Churchill  agreed  to  accept  the 
amendment  on  the  understanding  that  a  two-thirds  majority 
would  be  required  to  make  the  order  effective. 

Clause  5  was  thereupon  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  6  was  afterwards  added  without  any  alteration. 

Consideration  was  then  given  to  Clause  7,  many  sug- 
gestions being  made  of  a  desultory  character.  The  only 
amendment  accepted  was  one  suggested  by  Earl  Ronaldshay 
and  Mr.  Norman  Craig,  who  pointed  out  that  no  adequate 
machinery  was  given  to  the  minority  to  demand  a  poll. 
Mr.  Churchill  agreed  to  amend  the  clause  so  as  to  empower 
one-fifth  of  the  shopkeepers  to  demand  a  poll.  The  clause 
as  amended  was  thereupon  added  to  the  BiU,  and  the 
Committee  adjourned.

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General  Medical  Council. 


THE  session  of  the  Council  opened  at  the  Offices,  Oxford 
Street,  London,  on  Tuesday,  May  23,   Sir  Donald 
MacAlister,  K.C.B.,  presiding.     The  new  members  present 
were  Sir  Arthur  Chance,  who  has  succeeded  Sir  Thomas 
Myles  as  representative  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
in  Ireland,  Sir  Thomas  Cham[:neys,  who  has  taken  the 
place  of  Sir  John  Williams  as  a  Crown  member  for  Eng- 
land, and  Dr.  J.  A.  MacDonald,  who  has  been  elected  as 
a  direct  representative  of  England  in  succession  to  the 
late  Dr.  Leonard  McManus.  To  each  of  these  the  President 
referred  in  his  opening  address,  wherein  tlie  business  of 
the  meeting  was  foreshadowed.    Mention  was  made  of  the 
Bills  now  before  Parliament  which  interest  the  Council, 
including  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act  Amendment  Bill 
and  the  National  Insurance  Bill.    As  to  the  latter,  Sir 
Donald  said  it  "  touches  at  so  many  points  the  conditions 
of  professional  efficiency  in  this  country  that  it  is  difficult 
■without  close  and  prolonged  study  to  estimate  its  effects, 
immediate  and  remote,  on  ordinary  medical  practice,  on 
clinical  hospitals,  on  public  health  administration,  and  on 
professional  education.    The  Chancellor  has  admitted  this 
difficulty,  and  has  intimated  his  willingness  to  consider  such 
suggestions  and  criticisms  as  he  may  receive  from  the 
medical  profession  of  this  country."    The  President  sug- 
gested therefore  that  it  would  be  proper  for  the  Council 
to  offer  advice  and  assistance  in  relation  to  matters  within 
its  province.    As  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  he  said  : 

The  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  has  received  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  Reference  in  Pharmiacy  a  further  report  contain- 
ing suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  Pharmacopoeia. 
This  report,  with  a  promised  supplement,  will  conclude  the 
valuable  series  which  has  teen  furnished  by  the  Committee 
of  Reference.  It  will  Ise  published  in  the  usual  nianner  for 
til©  information  of  those  concerned.  The  materials  for  re- 
vision, now  accumulated  in  the  hands  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Committee,  are  sufficient  to  enable  it  to  proceed  with  the 
preparation  of  the  first  draft  of  a  new  issue  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. For  this  purpose  it  will  be  tlesirable  to  procure 
skilled  editorial  assistance,  and  the  committee  hope  to  com- 
1)let«  the  necessary  arrangements  during  the  summer.  As 
some  years  must  elapse  before  the  work  thus  initiated  is 
ready '  for  publication,  a  fresh  impression  of  the  official 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  1898,  has  been  ordered,  to  meet  the 
steady  demand  for  it  which  still  exists. 
The  President  was  cordially  thanked  for  his  address. 
After  the  tables  of  examination  results  had  been  received, 
entered,  and,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  President,  referred 
to  the  Examination  Committee,  the  Coimcil  entered  on 

A  Warm  Debate 
on  the  motion  by  Sir  Henry  Morris,  adjourned  from  last 
session, 

"  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Education  Committee  to 
consider  and  report  to  the  Council  as  to  the  best  way  of 
amending  the  regulations  in  regard  to  the  registration  of 
medical  students,  with  the  objects,  first,  of  making  those 
regulations  consistent  with  the  report  and  with  the  powers 
of  the  Council ;  second,  of  making  clear  the  distinction 
between  regulations  which  must  be  observed  and  recommenda- 
tions made  for  the  student's  guidance." 

This  apparently  harmless  motion  revived  the  old  battle 
which  raged  nine  years  ago  between  the  Council  and  the 
English  Conjoint  Board  regarding  the  recognition  of 
secondary  schools  as  places  where  the  preliminary  scientific 
subjects  of  medical  education  may  be  studied.  The  Royal 
Colleges  fought  their  battle  single-handed  before,  but  a 
rhange  has  now  come  over  the  Council,  and  many  of  the 
members  declared  themselves  in  favour  of  the  schools, 
though  Dr.  McVail  and  some  of  the  older  members  showed 
fight.  Sir  C.  Nixon  was  strongly  in  favour  of  leaving 
things  as  they  are;  he  thought  the  Council  should  not 
make  regulations  which  they  had  no  power  to  enforce, 
and  try  to  make  water-tight  compartments.  Dr.  Langley 
J?rowne  strongly  supported  the  motion,  and  urged  the  Coun- 
cil to  put  itself  straight  with  the  educational  world, 
emphasising  the  advantage  to  a  lad  in  pursuing  his  studies 
.it  school  as  long  as  possible  before  becoming  a  medical 
student.  Sir  Thomas  Eraser  and  Sir  Wm.  Ball,  speaking 
for  Scotland  and  Ireland  respectively,  said  that  they  had 
not  schools   capable  of  supplying  satisfactory  scientific 


instruction.  Dr.  Mackay  pointed  out  that  the  Council  was 
entitled  to  make  what  suggestions,  rules,  and  regulations  it 
likes,  and  to  bring  them  before  all  the  bodies,  but  has  no 
power  to  enforce  them.  j\Ir.  Tomes  said  that  the  issue  is. 
simply  to  bring  the  wording  of  the  regulations  into  accord- 
ance with  "facts,  and  to  prevent  them  misleading  parents. 
Dr.  Latimer  warmly  declared  that  the  educational  bodies, 
complain  bitterly  that  the  Council's  regulations  mislead 
parents,  and  urged  the  Council  to  meet  the  views  of  the- 
scientific  teachers  (a  memorial  from  them  had  been  sent 
to  every  member)  and  to  receive  the  deputation  that  they 
were  anxious  to  send.  Dr.  Norman  Aloore  also  joined  in 
the  discussion.  The  President  stated  that  the  Council  has 
the  right  to  establish  a  register,  and  a  right  therefore 
to  fix  the  conditions  of  admission.  Sir  Henry  Morris, 
replied  that  the  Council  has  no  power  to  insist  on  registra- 
tion, and  still  less  to  lay  down  conditions.  Ultimately  an- 
amendment  proposed  by  Dr.  Saundby 

"That  the  Education  Committee  be  instructed  to  report 
to  the  Council  what  alterations  in  the  regulations  for  the- 
regi.stration  of  medical  students  are  necessary  to  bring  them 
into  conformity  with  the  facts  and  with  the  powers  of  the 
Council," 

was  carried  as  a  subi5tantive  motion  by  a  large  majority. 

The  Penal  Business. 
commenced  on  Wednesday  with  the  further  consideration 
of  the  case  adjourned  from  last  session  of  Herbert  L. 
Porteous,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  of  Chalford,  Gloucester- 
shire, against  whom  the  Council  found  proved  certain 
contraventions  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  Mr.  Porteous  having 
failed  to  visit  three  patients,  and  further  that  he  had 
made  false  entries  in  the  medical  journal  stating  that  he 
had  done  so.  Mr., Porteous  appeared,  accompanied  by  his 
solicitor  (Mr.  Hempson),  who  gave  the  necessary  assur- 
ances as  to  his  client's  past  and  future  conduct,  and  put 
in  personal  testimonies  from  his  professional  brethren  in 
the  locality.  There  being  no  further  complaint  the  Council 
did  not  see  fit  to  erase  his  name  from  the  register. 

The  Society  of  British  Dentists  were  the  complainants 
in  the  case  of  Arthur  Wm.  Wilson,  M.B.,  of  Tufnell  Park 
Road,  N.,  who  was  charged  with  having  on  various  occa- 
sions assisted  an  unregistered  dentist  named  Arthur  Jacobs, 
of  156  High  Streeet,  Camden  Town,  by  administering 
anaesthetics  on  his  behalf.  Mr.  Wilson,  who  appeared, 
accompanied  by  his  solicitor,  admitted  the  allegations, 
but  pleaded  ignorance  of  the  Council's  notices  as  to  cover- 
ing. He  had  found  that  the  law  did  not  prevent  the 
unqualified  from  administering  anaesthetics,  so  that  it 
seemed  to  him  an  additional  reason  why,  if  gas  was  to- 
be  given,  it  should  be  given  by  a  qualified  person  in  the 
interest  of  the  public.  He  gave  a  voluntary  undertaking 
that  he  would  not  offend  again.  The  complainants  did 
not  wish  to  press  the  charge,  and  the  esteem  in  which 
Mr.  Wilson  is  held  in  North  London  and  his  high  pro- 
fessional record  were  noted.  The  Council  found  the  facts 
alleged  proved,  but  postponed  further  consideration  till 
next  session. 

Sidley  levers  Lightfoot,  Station  Road,  Watford, 
L.R.C.P.  and  L.R.C.S.Edin.,  L.F.P.S.Glasg.,  sentenced  to 
penal  servitude  at  the  Hertford  Assizes  for  five  years  for 
using  an  instrument  to  procure  the  miscarriage  of  one 
Maud  Hill  at  Watford,  was  struck  off  the  register,  as  was 
A.  McCook  Weir,  M.D.,  L.R.C.S.,  sentenced  at  the  Shrews- 
bury Assizes  to  fifteen  months'  hard  labour  for  taking  a  girl 
under  sixteen  out  of  the  possession  of  her  father. 

Frederick  Wm.  Axham,  M.R.C.S.Eng.,  L.R.C.P.Edin., 
of  Dollis  Park,  Church  End,  Finchley,  N.,  was  chargedi 
as  follows  : 

"  That  you  have  knowingly  and  wilfully  on  various  occa- 
sions assisted  one  Herbert  Atkinson  Barker,  an  unregistered 
person  practising  in  a  department  of  surgery,  in  carrying  on 
such  practice  by  administering  anaesthetics  on  his  behalf  to 
persons  coming  to  him  for  treatment.  And  that  in  relation 
thereto  you  have  been  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  pro- 
fessional respect." 

The  complainants  were  the  Medical  Defence  Union, 
represented  by  Dr.  Bateman.  Mr.  Axham  conducted  his 
own  case.  Mr.  Barker  is  the  well-known  Park  Lane  bone- 
setter.  Mr.  Axham  in  a  letter  to  the  Registrar  stated 
that  he  had  had  abundant  proof  of  Mr.  Barker's  ability, 
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and  regarded  his  work  as  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  the 
comnnmity.  He  had  little  more  to  say  to  the  Council, 
save  that  he  must  "put  up  with  the  consequences  of  a 
technical  difficulty."  Since  receiving  the  notice  from  the 
Council  he  had  resigned  several  lucrative  appointments, 
and  had  in  fact  given  up  his  practice  altogether.  Asked 
by  the  President  if  he  would  give  any  undertaking  not 
to  offend  again,  Mr.  Axham  replied  that  he  would  not 
give  any  undertaking  to  that  effect,  as  he  preferred  to 
await  the  reception  the  Council  would  give  to  the  plea  of 
Professor  Whitehead  in  a  forthcoming  article.  The  Coun- 
cil found  Mr.  Axham  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  and 
directed  his  name  to  be  erased. 

Frederick  Ellis,  registered  dentist,  St.  Ives,  Hunts., 
worked  a  branch  practice  at  Huntingdon  through  an 
assistant  who  operated  and  gave  anfesthetics  for  a  salary 
of  25.S.  a  week,  and  house  and  gas  free,  with  a  5  per  cent, 
commission.  For  this  he  was  charged  with  covering  by 
the  British  Dental  Association.  Mr.  Ellis  did  not  appear, 
and  the  Council  decided  that  his  name  should  be  erased. 

Frederick  H.  Barker,  dentist,  Town  Hall  Street, 
Grimsby,  was  charged  by  the  British  Dental  Association 
with  advertising,  and  his  name  was  also  erased. 

National  Insurance. 

Sir  Almeric  FitzRoy,  Clerk  to  the  Privy  Council,  sent 
a  copy  of  the  National  Insurance  Bill,  and  after  full 
consideration  it  was  resolved — • 

"  That  the  Council  appoint  a  committee,  consisting  of 
eleven  members,  of  whom  five  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
English  Branch  Council  and  three  by  the  Scottish  and  Irish 
Branch  Councils  respectively,  with  instructions  to  consiedr 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Insurance  Bill  now  before 
Parliament,  and  any  amendment  thereof  :  to  receive  and  deal 
with  any  communications  that  may  bo  addressed  to  the 
Council  on  the  subject ;  and  to  make  representations  to  the 
Government  through  the  Law  President  on  any  matter  within 
the  province  of  the  Council  that  may  appear  to  be  affected 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Bill ;  and  that  the  President  be 
requested  to  communicate  to  members  of  the  Council  from 
time  to  time  during  recess  memoranda  of  the  committee's 
proceedings  and  of  its  representations  to  Grovernment ;  and 
that  the  committee  meet  to-morrow  and  report  to  the  Council, 
if  possible,  before  the  close  of  the  present  session." 

The  Council  adjourned  to  enable  the  Branch  Councils 
to  nominate  members  to  the  Committee.  On  resuming,  the 
President  announced  that  the  following  members  had  been 
nominated  : 

By  the  English  Branch  Council. — Dr.  Saundby,  Dr.  Langley 
Browne,  Dr.  Latimer,  Sir  Francis  Champneys,  and  Dr. 
Norman  Moore. 

By  the  Scottish  Branch  Council— Sir  David  McVail,  Dr. 
Norman  Walker,  and  Mr.  Hodsdon. 

By  the  Irish  Branch  Council. — Sir  Arthur  Chance,  Sir 
Charles  Ball,  and  Dr.  Kidd. 

The  President  announced  that  the  name  of  Gordon 
Griffiths  Jones  had  been  restored  to  the  Medical  Register.

Partnerships  Dissolved.

S.  M.  Tracey,  of  the  U.S.  Do|iartmcnt  of  Agriculture 
(Bulletin  No.  179  of  the  Bureau  of  I'huH  Industry),  it  is  found 
that  they  belong  to  the  genus  f<ti:ohihiti m,  so  that  Mucuna 
■/iruricns  (cowitch  or  cowhage)  will  thus  become  StizoJohium 
'pruricns.    Bengal  beans  started  the  inquiry. 


Invisible  Light. 


PROFESSOR  R.  W.  WOOD,  of  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity, Baltimore,  lectured  on  May  19,  at  the  Roya5 
Institution,  Albemarle  Street,  London,  W.,  on  "'Recent 
Experiments  with  Invisible  Light."  He  dealt  first  with  the 
extent  of  the  natural  limitations  of  the  human  eye,  but 
deprecated  those  references  which  spoke  of  the  eye  as  an  im- 
perfect optical  instrument.  "  If  I  could  make  a  lens  which 
would  do  all  that  an  eye  does,"'  said  the  lecturer,  "  I  should 
consider  myself  the  cleverest  optician  alive."  The  eye  is 
sensible  to  only  a  comparatively  small  portion  of  light 
radiations.  If  one  had  a  visible  spectrum  a  yard  long, 
the  complete  spectrum  would  extend  to  500  yards.  The 
extreme  limit  of  visible  waves  are  those  of  500  mm.,  but 
recently  Professor  Rubens,  of  Berlin,  in  conjunction  with 
the  lecturer  has  been  able  by  means  of  a  new  apparatus 
to  isolate  waves  ^  mm.  in  length.  Speculating  as  to  how 
much  more  could  be  learneci  by  the  eye  if  it  had  a  wider 
range  spectroscopically.  Professor  Wood  said  that  perhaps 
it  would  then  be  joossible  to  tell  by  inspection  whether 
an  egg  is  good  or  bad.  A  few  experiments  were  then 
made  to  show  that  by  changing  the  wave-length  of  light 
the  appearance  of  coloured  objects  may  be  quite  aift'erent. 
Fabrics  and  dye  solutions  were  viewed  in  ordinary  light 
and  in  the  rays  of  a  Cooper-Hewitt  mercury  lamp,  some 
very  curious  effects  being  demonstrated.  Photographs  of 
the  moon  maae  with  invisible  rays  have  shown  some  new 
appearances,  the  exact  significance  of  which  has  not  yet 
been  realised.  The  invisible  rays  referred  to  are  the 
infra-red  between  lines  70  and  74  of  the  spectrum  and 
the  ultra-violet  at  the  other  end  between  lines  30  and  32. 
Glass  is  opaque  to  ultra-violet  rays,  so  that  for  the  purpose 
of  photography  with  these  rays  it  is  necessary  to  employ 
a  quartz  lens  covered  with  a  silver  film.  Holding  such 
a  lens  up  to  the  light  it  is  just  possible  to  see  through  it 
the  disc  of  the  sun.  Some  pretty  effects  of  fluorescence 
were  next  shown,  comparison  Iseing  made  between  ordinary 
light  and  ultra-violet  light.  The  latter  were  isolated  for 
this  purpose  by  passing  light  through  cobalt  glass  and  a 
screen  coloured  by  a  particular  nitroso-aniline  dye.  The 
methoo  of  isolating  heat  waves  was  also  shown  diagram- 
matically  ;  these  have  a  different  focus  to  the  ultra-violet 
rays,  and  the  separation  is  affected  by  interposing  a  dia- 
phragm at  the  proper  distance.  Purification  is  further 
effected  by  passing  the  rays  a  second  time  through  a 
quartz  lens.  In  taking  photographs  by  means  of  invisible- 
rays  plates  are  employed  which  are  sensitive  to  the  ultra- 
violet and  infra-red  rays  respectively.  The  last-named 
rays  are  isolated  for  photographic  purposes  by  using 
a  very  dark  ruby  screen,  "  a  hundrea  times  darker  thait 
the  ruby  glass  used  for  dark-room  illumination."  The 
exposure  on  landscapes  in  Sicily  was  stated  to  be  from 
2^  to  3  minutes.  A  series  of  photographs  was  then 
thrown  on  the  screen  together  with  corresponding  pictures 
maue  with  visible  light.  In  the  case  of  ultra-violet 
photographs,  white  garden  flowers  came  out  black,  and  a 
man  standing  in  full  sunshine  was  seen  to  cast  no  shadow  at 
all,  proving  that  the  ultra-violet  rays  came  chiefly  from  the 
sky.  Photographs  of  the  moon  taken  with  a  silvered-quartz 
home-made  telescope  mounted  on  an  equatorial  stand  impro- 
vised from  the  frame  of  an  old  bicycle  yielded  the  discovery 
that  the  bright  Aristarchus  Crater  is  surroimded  by  a  vast 
deposit  of  some  sort  which  comes  out  black  in  the  photo- 
graphs with  ultra-violet  light,  though  it  is  scarcely  visible 
in  the  case  of  ordinary  light.  Experiments  are  now  in  pro- 
gress with  a  view  of  determining  the  probable  nature  of  this 
substance  by  photographing  various  products  of  terrestrial 
volcanoes  with  ultra-violet  light.  Some  experiments  were 
described  in  which  the  region  in  the  air  surrounding  an 
electric  spark  photographed  with  ultra-violet  light  appears 
luminous,  and  it  was  subsequently  ascertained  that  the 
spark  gives  off  some  obscure  radiation  Vv'hich  excites  a 
phosphorescence  of  the  air.  The  radiation  is  incapable  of 
passing  through  any  material  substance,  and  is  not  re- 
flected from  polished  mirrors.  It  is  suspected  to  be  a  very 
short-wave  radiation  intermediate  in  position  between 
the  extreme  ultra-violet  region  discovered  by  Schumann  and 
the  X  rays.

they  ought  to  deal  direct  with  the  State.  Mr. 'Swire  said 
the  medical  men  are  making  their  bargain  with  the  State, 
and  chemists  ought  to  do  the  same.  A  resolution  was  passed 
oppooing  the  scheme  as  at  present  constituted,  and  urging 
that  arrangements  as  to  terms,  etc.,  should  be  between  the 
vhemists  and  the  State  direct,  and  not  between  chemists  and 
ihe  friendly  societies.

pharmacist." 

Letters  bearing  on  this  were  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.  A  copy  of  th© 
resolution  was  sent  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  th© 
Premier,  the  President  of  the  Local  ■  Government  Board, 
Major  the  Hon.  Geo.  F.  Stanley,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  A.  A.  Tobin, 
K.C.,  M.P.  The  officers  of  the  Association  for  the  ensuing 
year  were  appointed  as  follows :  President,  Mr.  J.  F. 
Burnett;  Vice-President,  Mr.  F.  A.  Williamson;  Hon.  Trea- 
surer, Mr.  F.  Hindle;  Hon.  Secrctari/,  Mr.  H.  S.  Freeman. 

Hull  Pharmacists'  Association.— Th©  monthly  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel,  Carr  Lane,  Hull,  on  May  23.

Brief  replies  to 
questions  from  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  had 
been  sent,  the  answers  including  the  following :  That  the 
sale  of  secret  and  proprietary  medicines  was  increasing,  and 
there  was  also  an  increase  in  the  sale  of  medicines  through 
the  post.  Proprietary  medicines  are  ordered  by  medical 
men  to  a  large  extent.  Simple  substances  and  mixtures  wer© 
both  ordered.  The  meeting  thought  that  a  label  on  a  medi- 
cine-bottle giving  the  chief  ingredients  would  injure  the  sal© 
alike  in  the  case  of  legitimate  and_ quack  rnedicines,  which 
might  be  considered  as  sold  at  a  higher  price  by  means  of 
specious  advertisements.  Joint  action  was  not  favoured  for 
bringing  home  the  evils  of  .the  quack-medicin©  trade  either 
to  the  public  or  the  medical  profession.  The  State  Instiranee 
Bill  in  its  relation  to  chemists  was  th©  subject  of  a  private 
informal  discussion,  but  no  resolution  was  passed.  Th© 
President  then  wished  the  members  a  pleasant  recess. 

Sunderland  Pharmaceutical  Association.- A  special

medicines,  especially  those  of  the  "quack  "  type.  The  new 
State  Insurance  Bill  was  considered  at  length.  Alderman 
Harrison  explained  all  the  details  of  the  Bill  as  at  present 
proposed,  and  assured  the  Association  that  the  Pnarma- 
ceutioal  Society  is  watching  the  interests  of  pharmacists  in 
the  matter.  Alderman  Turnbull  interested  the  members  with 
an  account  of  the  conditions  that  prevail  in  Germany,  where 
a  similar  measure  is  in  force.  It  was  decided  before  taking 
any  action  to  wait  further  developments  and  then  have  a 
special  meeting.  The  following  were  appointed  delegates 
to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Portsmouth  :

Fisher-Jones,  and  Mr.  Percy  James,  and  a  verv  delightful 
series  of  glees  by  the  Orpheus  Glee  Singers,  'led  by  Mr. 
Sekerleigh.  "  Auld  Lang  Syne  "  brought  a  very  successful 
evening  to  a  close. 

Cambrldg^e  Pbarmaceutical  Association.— A  meeting 
was  held  at  10  Emmanuel  Street,  on  Mav  19,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Church  (President),  to  discuss 
the  National  Insurance  Bill.  Those  present  included  Messrs 
Alderman  A.  Sidnev  Campkin,  H.  F.  Cook,  J  P  E  S. 
Peck,  M.A.,  A.  A.  Deck.  J.  Evans,  H.  Flanders,  Parsons, 
Moss,  Harris,  Barker,  Wood,  Course,  Everett,  and  T.  J. 
Mallett  (Hon.  Secretary).  Mr.  Deck  suggested  that  phar- 
macists could  render  invaluable  assistance  to  the  Govern- 
ment in  arranging  details  which  should  be  included  in  the 
Bill  for  the  guidance  of  the  local  health  committees  so  as 
to  secure  uniformity  of  prices  and  arrangements  throughout 
the  country.  Mr.  Evans,  in  supporting,  said  he  hoped  that 
^^  ^^■^'""'y  societies  established  large  dispensaries  they 
would  be  restricted  to  supplying  medicines  to  their  own 
niembers.  Alderman  A.  S.  Campkin  said  that  the  Association 
should  collect  information  as  to  the  custom  in  regard  to  the 
supply  of  medicines  in  their  district,  whether  by  medical 
men,  pharmacists,  friendly  societies,  medical  agencies,  clubs 
or  other  organisations,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  would  submit  it  to 
the  committee.  The  Council  was  fullv  alive  to  their  re- 
sponsibilities, and  their  interests  would  be  carefully  watched 
Mr.  ili.  b.  Peck  strongly  advocated  the  inclusion  of  a  section 
in  Clause  14  to  secure  the  right  of  the  pharmacist  to  dis- 
pense medicine  under  the  Act.  Almost  all  the  members 
including  Mes.srs.  Cook,  Flanders,  and  Course,  took  part  iii 
the  animated  discussion.  Eventually  the  following  resolu- 
tions were  carried  unanimously  and  directed  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  : 

.  "  That  this  meeting  of  the  Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation calls  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Sociclty  to  insist  upon 
the  inclusion  in  Clause  14  of  the  National  Bill  of  a  section 


restricting  the  dispensing  of  all  medicines  under  the  Act  to 
duly  qualified  and  registered  pharmacists." 

•■'To  request  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  arrange  for  a. 
deputation  to  wait  upon  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  anc^. 
discuss  the  National  Insurance  Bill  in  the  interests  of  phar- 
macists." 

It  was  further  resolved  to  suggest  that  the  Bill  should  bo- 
discussed  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference. 

"Western  Pharmacists'  Association.— There  were  about 
thirty  members  present  at  the  annual  general  meeting  helol'. 
at  the  Restaurant  Frascati,  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.,  on. 
May  24,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  H.  Raithby  Procter 
(President).  The  company  included  Messrs.  Atkin,  J.  T. 
Barrett,  W.  Browne,  0.  Cofinan,  Faulding,  W.  F.  GuUiver,- 
J.  A.  Jennings,  Lownsbrough,  Latrielle,  J.  D.  Marshall,. 
Melhuish,  J.  C.  Shenstone,  R.  L.  Whigham,  E.  White,  and 
C.  T.  Allen  and  C.  A.  Noble  (Hon.  Secretaries).  The  Trea- 
surer's report  showed,  despite  deficits  on  all  the  various- 
social  functions,  a  balance  in  hand  of  291.  Qs.  IQd.  The  report 
was  adopted,  and  11.  Is.  voted  to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  The 
Secretaries'  report,  read  by  Mr.  C.  T.  Allen,  showed  that  the 
membership  is  now  163,  against  eighty-three  on  the  first  list 
in  1890.  Another  eight  new  members  were  pro{)Osed  during: 
the  evening.  Four  members  of  the  committee  (Messrs. 
Gulliver,  Browne,  Melhuish,  and  Whigham)  retired  by  lot, 
and  two  (Messrs.  C.  A.  Noble  and  E.  F.  Strickland)  resigned) 
owing  to  business  cares.  As  only  six  nominations  had  been* 
sent  in  the  Council  was  declared  as  constituted  as  follows:. 
Me.ssrs.  C.  T.  Allen,  J.  T.  Barrett,  W.  Browne,  F.  W.  Gamble,. 
W.  F.  Gulliver,  A.  Latrielle,  R.  E.  Lownsbrough,  J.  D. 
Marshall,  A.  R.  Melhuish,  H.  R.  Procter,  R.  L.  Whigham,. 
and  E.  White.  Messrs.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  and  J.  W.  Shaw 
were  elected  honorary  members.  The  Hon.  Auditors  were- 
re-appointed.  The  jPresident's  valedictory  address  con- 
sisted of  a  detailed  review  of  the  work  of  the  session. 
Votes  of  thanks  were  then  accorded  to  the  officers  for  their 
services.  An  informal  discussion  followed  on  the  Insurance 
Bill.  Mr.  E.  White,  who  started  the  discu.ssion,  said  he 
had  not  read  the  Bill,  but  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  were 
watching  their  interests.  It  was  an  opportunity  for  chemists 
to  get  more  dispensing  if  properly  managed,  but  the  medical 
profession  were  looking  after  their  own  interests,  and  are 
not  likely  to  look  after  those  of  pharmacists.  Eighteen- 
pence  per  capita  per  annum  might  be  enough  if  doct^ors  dis- 
pensed themselves,  but  if  prescriptions  were  to  be  handeoli 
on  to  chemists  he  could  see  bankruptcy  before  them.  A  tariff 
alone  was  not  sufficient;  dispensing  under  the  scheme  must 
also  be  restricted  to  pharmacists.  The  pros  and  cons  of  a 
tariff  caused  some  exciting  discussion,  taken  part  in  by  the 
Chairman,  Messrs.  Browne,  Atkin,  Schollar,  Barrett,  and! 
Cofman,  the  latter  saying  he  would  be  glad  to  take  the  work 
at  25  per  cent,  below  the  German  tariff.  The  discussion  was- 
getting  -lyarm  when  it  was  cut  short  by  the  Chairman.  The- 
final  business  of  the  evening  was  the  appointment  of  Messrs. 
Browne,  Jennings,  and  Whigham  as  delegates  to  the  British' 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  meeting  at  Portsmouth. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association,  ltd.— The  directors 
in  their  tenth  annual  report,  covering  1910-11,  state  that  130-- 
new  members  joined  during  the  year,  making  the  number  of 
members  on  May  18,  3,888.

Sale  of  solution  of  arsenic  for  mineral-water. 

Sale  of  atropine  sulphate  instead  of  morphine  sulphate-.. 

Sale  of  solution  of  ammonia  in  mistake  for  fluid  mag- 
nesia. 

-Sale  of  tincture  of  iodine  instead  of  tincture  of  myrrh  ancf 
borax- 
Several  claims  were  resisted  and  have  either  been  withdrawn 
or  have  lapsed.  Nine  cases  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  are  given,  and  all  were  dismissed  except  two 
prosecutions  for  defective  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  and  precau- 
tions in  regard  to  storage,  warranty,  and  labelling  are  urged 
upon  members  in  respect  of  this  volatile  product.

Born  at  sea,  he  was 
never  quite  sure  of  the  anniversary  of  his  birthday,  so, 
with  characteristic  humour,  he  fixed  uiion  February  29 
as  the  day,  and  always  celebrated  it  by  having  a  children's 
party.  He  had  a  perfect  mania  for  attending  fires,  and 
several  times  diistinguished  himself  by  assi-sting  in  ex- 
tinguishing them.  One  of  his  most  treasured  possessions 
was  a  silver  cup  awarded  to  him  for  saving  life  at  a  fire. 
The  two  children,  William  and  Louisa  Parsons,  whom  he 
brought  from  Chichester,  were  his  nephew  and  niece;  he 
also  helped  two  other  brothers  (one  of  them  Mr. 
John  Parsons'  father)  into  business.  His  name 
was  James,  not  Edwin,  Collins,  and  although  the 
Huguenot  lady  no  doubt  left  them  some  money, 
his  father,  James  Collins  the  elder,  left  him  twenty 
thousand  pounds.  Before  William  Parsons  went  with  his 
uncle  to  Portsmouth  he  was  employed  at  a  nursery  in 
Chichester,  and  he  liked  the  chemist's  shop  s.o  little  that 
after  a  few  months  he  ran  away  and  walked  back  to 
Chichester  (eighteen  miles).  On  arriving  there  he  received 
a  thrashing  and  wa,s  sent  to  bed.  and  the  next  day  was 
compelled  to  walk  all  the  way  back  to  Portsmouth  where 
he  got  another  beating  from  his  Uncle  Collins,  after  which 
he  settled  down,  with  the  happy  result  that,  as  stated,  he 


did  well  and  made  a  fortune.  Mr.  Parsons'  shop  was  the 
first  in  Portsmouth  where  friction  matches  were  used,  and 
he  has  often  said  how  at  lighting-up  time  a  crowd  used  to 
gather  round  the  door  to  see  him  strike  the  match.  What 
a  change  from  these  days  of  electricity  ! 


POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Eleven  deaths,  including  five  by  mi.sadventure,  have  been 
reported  since  our  last  issue. 

Arsenic. — At  Stog-umber,  Francis  John  Upham  (48)  killed 
him.'ielf  by  taking  arsenic.  Deceased  had  apparently  taken, 
4  oz.  of  the  poison.  At  the  inquest  Mr.  Samuel  B.  White, 
chemist,  15  Eas.t  Street,  Taunton,  managing  director  of 
Messrs.  Gi'egory  &  Wrenn,  Ltd.,  stated  that  he  had  known  the 
deceased  as  a  customer  for  years,  chiefly  for  cattle  medicine. 
On  April  26  he  called  at  the  shop  for  i  lb.  of  arsenic.  A 
sale  of  5  lb.  or  6  lb.  of  arsenic  was  not  unusual.  Deceased 
said  he  wanted  the  poison  for  rat-killing.  The  man  seemed 
all  right,  and  signed  his  name  in  the  poison-book. 

Carbolic  Acid. — The  body  of  John  Judd.  contractor,  was- 
found  in  a  field  near  Oxford  with  a  half-filled  bottle  of  caj^ 
bolic  acid  by  his  side. — The  same  poison  was  used  for  suicidal, 
purposes  by  Kate  Hill  (28),  typist,  Pinxton. 

Cavstic-alkali  poisoning  was,  according  to  the  medical  evi- 
dence, the  cause  of  the  suicidal  death  of  Walter  Jesse  Longden 
(43),  conunercial  traveller,  West  Garton,  Manchester. 

Laudanu m  taken  in  accidental  overdose  accounted  for  the 
deaths  of  Henrietta  Maria  Noumcister  (40),  Liverpool  Road^ 
London,  N,,  and  William  Gould,  fisherman,  Boston.  At  the- 
inquest  on  the  latter  Mr.  Charles  Edward  Lyon,  assistant 
to  Mr.  S.  J.  Hurst,  chemist,  Boston,  stated  that  he  sold  the- 
deceased  an  ounce  of  laudanum  for  rubbing  purposes. — A 
Coroner's  jur.y  found  that  John  W^ni.  Ellwood  (56),  clerk, 
Peckham,  who  died  from  laudanum-poisoning,  committed 
suicide  while  of  unsound  mind.  — At  Exeter  a  verdict  of 
suicide  during  temporary  insanity  was  returned  at  the  inquiry 
into  the  death  of  a  married  woman  named  Cline,  who  died 
from  laudanum-poisoning. 

Morphine. — At  Hasele.y,  Amelia  Parsons  (58),  the  wife  of 
a  tailor,  died  by  niisadventui'e  from  morphine-poisoning.  A 
bottle  found  in  deceased's  room  was  labelled  "  Poison. 
Morph.  Hypoderni.  B.P.  Five  drops  to  be  injected  three 
times  a  day  by  Mrs.  Welsh." — At  Westminster,  Dr.  Frey- 
berger  deposed  that  the  death  of  Major  Napier  Ellis  Chesney 
(45),  a  retired  officer  of  the  Indian  Army,  residing  at  Wan- 
stead,  was  due  to  a  narcotic-poison  such  as  morphine.  De- 
ceased had  been  in  the  habit  of  injecting  morphine.  The 
jury's  verdict  was  "  Sui:ide  during  temporary  insanity." 

Potas.siiim  Cyanide  was  the  agent  used  for  self-destruction 
by  Captain  C!harles  Basil  Bonnyman  (29),  in  Hyde  Park, 
London,  W.  A  2-oz.  bottle  containing  potassium  cyanide 
was  found  in  deceased's  possession,  and  at  the  inquest  Mr. 
Donald  Grant,  chemist,  of  Brompton  Road,  deposed  that  he 
knew  Mr.  Bonnyman  as  a  customer,  and  that  he  applied  for 
some  cyanide  of  potassium  for  cleaning  gold  and  silver  braid. 
Knowing  him  as  an  officer,  witness  served  him  with  2  oz,,  and' 
he  signed  the  poisons-lxjok  "  Captain  C.  B.  Bonnyman, 
20  De  Vere  Gardens."  It  was  not  a  very  large  quaniiit.y  to 
purchase  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  lac©  and  braid.  Mr. 
Boim.yman  had  never  purchased  that  poison  before. 

Sulphonal  in  accidental  overdose  caused  the  death  of 
Emanuel  Ristori  (57).  civil  engineer,  Buckingham  Palace 
Road,  London,  S.W.  The  W^estminster  Coroner,  in  his  address, 
to  the  jury,  said  that  it  was  notorious  that  people  got  into 
the  habit  of  using  dangerous  drugs,  and  would  not  listen 
to  reason.  He  thought  that  such  things  could  be  purchased 
much  too  easily.  Replying  to  the  Coroner,  the  solicitor 
representing  Boots.  Ltd.,  said  that  sulphonal  was  in  the. 
second  part  of  the  Poisons  Schedule,  and  vendors  were  not 
required  to  put  it  up  in  a  special  bottle.  The  Coroner  said' 
he  must  confess  that  on  reading  the  label  he  overlooked  the 
word  "  poison  "  altogether,  and  he  suggested  that  such 
dangerous  drugs  should  be  put  up  in  bottles  of  a  special 
shape. 

Veronal. — At  Brighton,  Edwin  Cole  (77)  died  from  taking 
an  overdose  of  veronal.  The  Coroner  at  the  inquest  observed 
that  the  word  "Poison''  was  on  either  side  of  the  label, 
but  that  he  did  not  notice  it  until  the  bottle  was  turneef 
round.  The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  he  felt  that  the 
wording  on  the  "  tabloids  "  was  very  misleading.  The  dose- 
was  not  limited,  and  he  supposed  the  makers  put  the  word 
"  Poison  "  on  the  side  of  the  label  because  they  were  afraid 
people  would  be  frightened  if  they  saw  it  too  easily.  The 
jury  in  finding  that  deceased  died  through  an  overdose  of 
veronal,  self-administered,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the- 
word  "  Poison  "  should  be  placed  more  plainly  on  the  bottle. 
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The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  ot 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  origrinal  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charores  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  grreatly  aug-mented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  maybe 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to  pur- 
chase at  the  prices  quoted  here.

extra  Karahissar  at  16s.  to  16s.  6c/.  (for  L'.S.A.),  19  case.?- 
lower  grades  at  15s.  to  15s.  bil.  (for  U.S.A.),  and  15  cases- 
selected  t.q.  .at  15s.  3'/.  per  lb.  (for  England).  Sellers  are  now 
asking  17s.,  and  it  is  probable  this  figure  will  l>e  paid  next 
week,  not,  perhaps,  by  the  regular  exporters,  but  by  specu- 
lators, so  the  position  may  recover  the  reduction  of  9(/.  i>er  I'o.

There 
has  been  a  good  inquiry  from  second-hand,  but  the  market 
is  poorly  supplied  with  genuine  grey  and  Lima-Jamaica. 
Mexican  is  quoted  8d.  on  the  spot.

Shellac  meets  with  a  slow  demand  on  a  basis  of  71.s.  to 
72*.  per  cwt.  for  fair  TN  orange,  and  at  71.s.  c.i.f.  for  June- 
July  shipment.  Futures  are  steady,  the  sales  including 
June  delivery  at  71,*.  6(/.,  August  at  73.^.  to  73.<.  6d.,  and 
December  76^. 

Soda  Nitrate  is  firmer  at  10/.  5<.  per  ton  for  refined, 
and  10/.  2.?.  6(7.  for  ordinary  on  the  spot,  the  same  prices 
being  quoted  in  Liverpool. 

Tonka  Beans. — The  British  Consul  for  Ciudad  Bolivar, 
in  his  annual  report  for  1910,  states  that  "  the  crop  has 
been  a  small  one,  as  usual  after  the  exhaustion  of  the 
trees  by  the  large  crop  of  the  previous  year.  The  crop 
during  1911  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  larger,  reaching, 
perhaps,  according  to  present  estimates.  80,000  lb.  to 
100,000  lb.  The  large  triennial  crop  is  due  for  the  year 
1912.  The  value  of  these  beans  has  reached  quite  excep- 
tional figures.  They  were  hithei-t-o  dealt  in  at  from  2s. 
to  8^.  per  lb.,  according  to  market  fluctuations,  but  they 
are  now  selling  at  from  13.*.  to  15.v.  per  lb.  It  is  stated 
in  explanation  of  this  great  rise  that  the  large  crop  of 
1909  has  been  bought  up  and  is  held  in  its  entirety  by 
an  American  syndicate."  On  the  London  spot  market  small 
lots  of  Angostura  are  quoted  at  20*.  per  lb. 

Tartaric  Acid  is  firm  and  in  fair  demand  at  from  Is.  Ojd. 
to  l.s.  Id.  per  lb.  for  foreign  and  1.?.  Iff/,  to  Is.  2d.  for 
English.  The  cheaper  second-hand  parcels  are  gradually 
being  absorbed,  this  giving  a  firmer  sentiment. 

Tragacanth. — Considerable  sales  have  been  made 
recently,  principally  for  qualities  from  71.  downwards. 
Shipments  are  arriving  on  a  moderate  scale  and  prices  are 
a  shade  easier.  Bagdad  firsts  are  worth  from  16/.  to  17/., 
seconds  14/.  to  15/.,  thirds  11/.  to  13/.,  and  fourths  8/.  to 
10/.  per  cwt. 

Turpentine  has  declined  about  2s.  per  cwt.  on  the 
week  to  49.?.  for  spot,  but  at  the  reduction  the  market  is 
.steadier.  The  receipts  of  new  crop  at  primary  sources 
continue  to  increase. 

Vermilion  has  been  reduced  by  2d.  per  lb.  to  2s.  6d. 

Wax. — Japanese  remains  easv,  with  small  snot  sales  at 
44.*.,  and  at  39.y.  9(/.  c.i.f.  for  arrival. 

Manchester  Chemical  Market. 

Ma;/  '23. 

Business  in  heavy  chemicals  remains  fairly  active,  most  of 
the  principal  products  maintaining  full  rates.  Caustic  soda 
and  bleaching-powder  are  well  inquired  for,  both  on  home 
and  export  account.  There  is  also  a  steady  inquiry  for 
caustic  and  carbonate  of  potash.  Borax  quiet.  There  is  no 
change  to  note  in  pot  and  pearl  -ashes.  Yellow  prussiate  is 
slow.  There  has  been  a  limited  demand  for  sal-ammoniac, 
but  for  muriate  of  ammonia  there  has  been  more  inquiry. 
A  striking  feature  of  the  market  has  been  the  rapid  advance 
in  sulphate  of  copper,  which  i.s  51.  to  4/.  per  ton  higher  as 
compared  with  the  opening  of  May.  Demand  for  shipment 
runs  on  early  delivery,  and  for  the  moment  deliveries  for 
May  are  practically  unobtainable.  There  is  more  inquiry 
ior  1912  delivery,  but  buyer.','  and  sellers'  ideas  do  not  agree 
as  to  price.  Prices  for  prompt  deliverv  are  nominally  24^ 
to  24/.  17.>;.,  Manchester.  For  June  delivery  22/.  5s.  to  23/., 
delivered  Manchester,  is  about  the  figure,  and  for  July, 
19/.  15s.  to  20/.  5s.  is  quoted.  Sulphur  is  verv  steady:  flowers, 
8/.  10.<!.,  in  2-cwt.  bags;  roll.  6/.  12«.  6(/.,  in  3-cwt.  barrels; 
rock,  5/.  5.*.  per  ton  :  and  recovered.  4/.  17.s\  bd.  to  5/.  per  ton 
r>n  rails.  Cream  of  tartar  and  acids  show  little  change,  the 
feeling  bema;  steady.  There  is  no  great  movement  in  coal-tar 
products.  Sulphate  of  anuiionia  is  slow  at  12/.  12s.  bd.  to 
12/.  13s.  9(/.  per  ton  on  rails  Manchester. 


Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Coc.une. — Both  sellers  and  buyers  are  adopting  a  waiting 
attitude,  and  the  outlook  for  hydrochlor.  is  uncertain.  Crude 
is  scarce  and  dear,  and  the  price  of  the  salt  as  contrasted 
with  its  value  is  disproportionately  cheap. 

Ehgot  is  firmer  in  Hamburg.  For  Russian  m.9  is  quote^d, 
and  for  Spanish  m.lO  per  kilo,  net,  but  the  market  is  prac- 
tically bare.  The  drug  does  not  appear  to  have  yet  reached 
its  highest  quotation,  as  blank  sales  have  still  to  be  covered. 

FoEii.\LDEHYDE. — Keen  competition  is  the  cause  of  the  lew 
price,  which  is  from  m.65  to  m.68  per  100  kilos — an  unre- 
munerative  figure.  Sales  at  these  prices  can  only  be  ex- 
plained by  the  fact  that  the  makers  are  anxious  to  be  in  a 
position  to  cite  large  sales  in  the  event  of  the  formation  of  a 
convention. 

HYDRA.STIS  is  in  upward  tendency,  and  America  is  again 
asking  higher  prices,  quotations  being  from  m.29  to  m.30  per 
kilo.  Despite  impending  new  crop,  supplies  are  very  scarce, 
and  digging  appears  more  and  more  difficult;  m.29  has 
already  been  paid  for  spot  (Hamburg). 

Kola. — The  supply  of  quarters  appears  to  be  exhausted, 
and  buyers  have  recourse  to  second-hands.  For  good  quarters 
m.BO  per  100  kilos,  is  asked,  while  halves  are  still  obtainable 
at  m.75. 

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  May  16. 

Absence  of  speculative  demand  continues  to  mark  the 
course  of  the  New  York  drug-market,  trading  being  confined 
mainly  to  jobbing  parcels  for  immediate  turnover.  Prices 
in  general  are  well  maintained,  however,  and  a  steady  tone 
prevails.    Hydrastis  is  higher,  and  peppermint  oil  lower. 

Aloes. — Case  Curapao  is  in  fairly  good  demand  at  7c., 
with  easier  terms  obtainable  for  round  lots.  Shipments  of 
new  crop  are  not  yet  to  hand,  and  speculation  is  rife  as  to 
the  influence  of  new  supplies  on  market  prices.  Advices  in 
regard  to  the  probable  yield  are  somewhat  contradictory, 
but  the  preponderance  of  opinion  favours  a  normal  crop. 
Competition  at  Curapao  among  first-hands  has  been  par- 
ticularly keen  this  year,  several  new  European  buyers 
having  appeared  early  on  the  field,  and  large  supplies  usually 
reserved  for  New  York  dealers,  and  this  wider  distribution  of 
stock  will  probably  result  in  an  easier  basis  of  prices  for  new 
crop. 

BucHU  is  again  higher  under  the  influence  of  primai'y 
advices.  Following  sales  at  SI  for  short-bx'oad,  most  dealers 
advanced  quotation  to  $1.10  to  $1.25,  as  to  quantity. 

Canada  Balsam  has  declined  further  to  $4.15  per  gal.  as 
the  result  of  freer  supplies  in  collecting  districts  and  sharp 
competition  on  spot.    Oregon  is  worth  75c.  to  80c. 

Copaiba  is  in  fair  demand,  and  with  receipts  rather  meagre 
prices  are  firm  at  40c.  to  45c.,  as  to  grade  and  quantity. 
Para  continues  in  small  supply,  and,  while  demand  for  this 
variety  has  fallen  off  considerably  of  late,  prices  are  firmly 
maintained  at  65c. 

Cascaha  Sagrada. — Offers  from  the  coast  continue  to  reflect 
firmness  in  the  market  there,  with  closely  controlled  stocks. 
Quiet  conditions  are  reported  on  spot,  jobbing  orders  com- 
prising the  bulk  of  the  turnover  at  Be.  to  9c. 

Hydrastis  is  dearer  at  $3.25  for  U.S. P.  drug,  representing 
an  advance  of  15c.  during  the  week.  Spot  stocks  are  low  and 
under  firm  control.  Inquiry  at  primary  sources  revealed 
pronounced  scarcity,  the  supply  of  spring-dug  usually  avail- 
able at  this  time  being  very  light,  the  high  prices  obtainable 
by  diggers  being  more  than  offset  by  the  difficulty  in 
gathering. 

Jalap  continues  in  easier  tendency,  with  quotations  reduced 
to  32c.  owing  to  lesser  inquiry  and  freer  supplies  of  high- 
testing  drug. 

Ipecac,  is  in  .short  supply  meantime,  and  prices  are  15c. 
higher  at  $1.80  for  Cartagena.  There  is  very  little  demand 
for  Rio  at  $2  35. 

Grindelia  Robusta  is  offered  at  the  lower  price  of  10c. , 
primary  markets  being  well  supplied  with  prime  herb. 

Peppermint  Oil_  (American)  is  again  lower  by  10c.  at  $2.75 
under  the  general  influences  noted  in  a  previous  letter.  Grow- 
ing conditions  continue  favourable,  and  indications  point  to 
a.  larger  yield  than  has  been  obtained  for  several  years,  with 
a  fair  reduction  in  price. 

Slippery-elm  Bark  is  more  plentiful  in  country  markets, 
and  prices  are  easier  at  6c.  for  grinding  sujjplies. 

Russian  Chemical  Industry. 

According  to  ths  particulars  which  recently  appeared  in 
the  "  Gazette  du  Commerce  et  de  I'lndustrie,"  there  have 
been  a  few  notable  changes  in  this  indu.stry  last  year.  Soda 
and  sulphuric  acid  with  allied  products  have  been  in  con- 
stant demand,  and  fairly  steady  prices  have  nde'd.  Sulphate 
of  ammonia,  obtained  as  a  by-product  by  the  more  up-to-date 
manufacturers  of  soda,  has  been  offered  in  such  large  quan- 
tities as  to  cause  a  notable  set-back  in  the  price  and  the 
elimination  of  all  competition  by  the  coke-furnaces  in  the 
Donstz  district.  It  is,  liowever,'  stated  that  although  the 
Russian  market  is  yet  unable  to  absorb  heavy  quantities  of 
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ammonia-products,  there  are  signs  of  a  probable  change  in 
the  not  distant  future.  The  extensive  development  of  agri- 
■culture  cannot  fail  to  bring  about  a  steady  and  considerable 
increase  of  consumption  of  ammonia-sulphate.  The  future 
■seems  more  particularly  assured  in  Russia,  which  is  an  essen- 
tially agricultural  country.  An  additional  large  outlet  is 
also  expected  to  be  found  in  connection  with  the  great  ex- 
tension of  cold-storage  installations  in  Russia. 

The  importations  of  pyrites  used  for  the  manufacture  of 
sulphuric  acid  have  shown  a  rapid  increase,  and  amounted 
for  the  eleven  months  to  the  end  of  November  last  to  as 
much    as    6,500,000    poods    (  =  106,470,000    kilos.),  againsc 
4,900,000^  poods  and  5,000,000  poods  for  the  corresponding 
periods  in  1909  and  1908  respectively.    The  Russian  output 
of  pyrites  had  decreased  until  1908;  in  1909  it  reached  about 
2,000,000  poods,  and  rose  again  in  1910  to  3,500,000  poods, 
which,  as  may  be  seen  above,  has  had  no  effect  in  checking 
importations.    This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  manu 
facturers  of  sulphuric  acid  are  situated  near  the  frontier  in 
the  west,   whereas  the  producing  mines  are  so  remotely 
situated  that  there  can  be  no  question  for  the  present  of 
transporting  mineral  to  places  where  it  can  be  utilised  for  the 
making  of  sulphuric  acid.     Thus  ehalcopyrites  are  almost 
exclusively  used  for  copper-making,  so  that  their  sulphur-con- 
tents are  lost  in  the  shape  of  sulphurous  gas.    Another  feature 
in  the  Russian  industry  is  the  extraordinary  growth  of  the 
imports  of  phosphates, "amounting  to  7.120,000  poods  for  the 
first  two  months  of  1910,  compared  with  4,300,000  noods  and 
1,900,000  ooods  for  the  same  period  in  1909  and  1908  respec- 
tively.   This  movement  is  not  so  much  the  result  of  the 
demand  for  agricultural  purposes  as  of  the  fact  that  the 
product  is  subject  to  a  much  lower  duty  than  sulphuric  acid, 
which  is  used  as  a  basis  for  its  manufacture.    Among  the 
Hussian  chemical  products  exported   abroad,   plvcerin  de- 
serves first  to  be  mentioned,  and  tlien  potash  (208,000  poods  in 
1910,  against  159,000  poods  in  1909).    The  exports  of  crude 
turpentine  readied  443,000  poods  for  the  first  eleven  months 
of  1910.  about  the  same  as  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
1909,  whereas  the  fitrures  for  the  refined  spirit  show  a  slight 
falling  off  at  265,000  poods. 

Ceylon  Coca. 

According  to  "  De  Indische  Mercuur "  of  May  9  coca- 
planting  has  increased  not  only  in  Java,  but  also  "in  Ceylon 
during  recent  years.  Our  contemporary  states  that  the  ex- 
port of  coca-leaves  from  Cevlon  has  ri.sen  from  419  cwt  in 
1907  to  1,094  cwt.  in  1910.  The  variety  grown  is  stated  to  be 
mainly  ErythroTi/loyi  Coca  var.  novo-nranatcnsc,  and  the 
yield  of  dry  leaf  is  given  as  100  lb.  to  230  lb.  per  acre.  The 
official  figures  of  coca  export  from  Cevlon  up  to  1909  were 
<|uoted  recently  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  (March  4,  o.  49),  and  those 
for  1909  are  repeated  here  with  the  figures  for  1910,  as  given 
by     De  Indische  Mercuur":

Chillies. 

■^7^^  "Agricultural  Bulletin"  of  the  Straits  and  Federated 
Malay  states  suggests  that  chillies  might  be  used  as  a  catch- 
■"°^°,?-'°",''"^^^'"  estates  with  advantage.  "  Tha  demand  for 
■chillies,  says  the  "  Bulletin,"  "  by  natives  for  local  consump- 
tion is  very  large.  The  chief  source  of  supply  of  dried  chillies 
in  the  Malay  Peninsula  is  India,  whence  large  quantities 
laro  exported  to  Singapore  'and  Penang.  It  seems  absurd 
that  in  a  country  like  this  we  cannot  grow  all  the  chillies  we 
require  for  local  consumption,  but  not  only  have  we,  it  seem= 
never  been  able  to  supply  a  sufficiency  of  dried  chillies  for 
the  demand,  but  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  fresh 
■chillies  have  been  so  scanty  that  the  price  has  gone  up  from 
be.  to  10c.  a  catty  to  40c.  to  50c.  a  catty.  One  reason  for  the 
scarcity  is  the  fact  that  large  areas  of  ground  which  were 
tormerly  vegetable  gardens  have  been  converted  into  rubber 
estates.  '

National  Insurance  Bill. 

Sir, — It  seems  ominous  indeed  that  so  little  mention 
is  made  of  the  place  and  importance  of  "  chemists  "  under 
this  new  insurance  scheme  of  j\Ir.  Lloyd  George.  The 
place  and  pay  of  doctors  under  the  scheme  are  receiving 
plenty  of  attention  on  all  sides,  but  it  is  quite  rare  to 
hear  the  word  "chemist"  mentioned  even;  indeed,  one 
might  doubt  his  existence  under  the  scheme,  excepting 
that  the  expression  "  drugs  "  does  occur,  and  it  would  be 
supposed  that  «omeone  is  required  to  compound  them. 
My  reason  for  writing  to  you  on  this  occasion  is  to  ask 
you  to  take  immediate  steps  to  prevent  the  disaster  which 
threatens  a  great  many  of  us.  Surely  there  never  has  been 
a  time  in  the  history  of  pharmacy  when  a  more  determined 
stand  was  needed  or  a  more  powerful  lead  required. 
Besides,  in  this  rapid  rearranging  which  is  to  take  place 
the  poor  chemist  appears  to  have  no  friends  at  court,  for 
this  new  scheme,  coming  to  us  as  it  does  from  Germany, 
departs  from  the  German  procedure  just  where  it  might 
benefit  the  pharmaceutical  profession.  Therefore,  Sir,  I 
appeal  to  you  at  this  juncture  to  use  your  powerful  influ- 
ence on  behalf  of  the  rank  and  file  of  chemists.  I 
am  ready  with  my  due  share  of  financial  support  to  any 
action  you  may  think  fit  to  take,  because  for  some  of  us

Sir, — On  reading  "  Zabastes,  the  Critic's,"  letter  in  this 
week's  issue,  I  feel  compelled  to  write  a  few  lines  in  sup- 
port of  what  he  complains — namely,  the  inefficacy  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  meet  the  demands  and  diffi- 
culties now  facing  the  drug-trade.  Although  differing 
entirely  from  his  political  view  regarding  the  "revolu- 
tionary nature  of  J\Ir.  Lloyd  George's  invalidity  scheme," 
I  am  a  hearty  supporter  of  same.  My  experience  for  the 
last  three  and  a-half  years  has  brought  me  in  continual 
contact  with  German  pharmacy  and  pharmacists,  and  I 
have  found  that  this  scheme  has  not  only  benefited  the 
invalids,  but  also  the  pharmacists,  as  it  prohibits  medical 
men  supplying  any  medicines  whatever.  If  this  scheme 
should  not  only  be  a  copy  of  the  German  one,  but  an  im- 
provement on  it,  how  is  the  English  drug-trade  to  benefit 
by  it  under  the  present  circumstances  ?  If  the  idea  is 
German,  why  not  have  the  dispensing  part  of  the  idea 
German  too  ?  _  If  English  chemists  do  not  bestir  themselves 
now,  they  will  find  that  they  have  lost  something  very 
valuable  in  years  to  come.  I  need  not  explain  the  details 
of  the  German  scheme ;  anyone  can  see  these  by 
turning   to   this    week's  <£•    D.,    index    folio  731. 

Should  the  chemist  not  look  to  his  interests  now. 
the  medical  profession  will  supply  the  medicines 
and  receive  the  total  benefit.  The  present  con- 
dition of  English  pharmacy  makes  anyone  accustomed 
to  Continental  pharmacy  feel  quite  disgusted  at  the  idea 
of  returning  home  with  the  prospects  of  selling  silver- 
backed  toilet-articles.  So  may  I  urge  every  chemist,  if 
possible,  to  interview  his  Parliamentary  representative 
personally  concerning  his  rights  to  dispense  the  people's 
medicines,  and  that  no  doctor  should  be  allowed  to  supply 
any  article  whatsoever,  but  simply  give  his  prescription"? 
If  this  is  workable  in  Germany,  where  the  working  man's 
wages  are  lower,  surely  it  is  workable  in  such  a  rich  land 
as  what  England  is.  Do  not  rely  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society ;  an  individual  effort  should  be  made.  Messrs. 
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Glyn-Jones  and  Winfrey  will  no  doubt  do  their  utmost  to 
bring  this  into  law  if  they  can  get  enough  M.P.s  to 
support  them.  Yours  truly,

If  our  position  were  cleared  up  and 
definitely  understood  we  could  each  of  us  bring  pressure 
on  the  members  representing  our  constituencies  to  see  that 
.we  get  fair  play.  If  we  do  not  fight  it  is  safe  to  anticipate 
that  we  will  get  knocked  under.

The  National  Insurance  Scheme :  its  Possibilities. 

Sir,- — Given  fair  play  to  pharmacists  in  the  working  of 
the  new  National  Insurance  scheme,  there  is  much  to  wel- 
come in  the  new  proposals.  By  fair  play  I  mean  that  every 
pharmacist  may  have  his  own  legitimate  share  of  dispensing 
to  which  he  is  entitled  in  virtue  alike  of  his  professional 
qualifications  and  local  status.  I  desire  to  point  out  a  few 
directions  in  which  a  considerable  body  stand  to  gain. 
At  the  outset  we  naturally  think  of  the  great  revolution 
about  to  take  place  in  the  complete  separation  of  pre- 
scribing from  dispensing.  Probably  no  c[uestion  has 
bulked  so  largely  in  recent  years  in  pharmaceutical  circles, 
in  conference,  and  discussion  than  this  very  problem  ;  and 
what  seemed  a  question  incapable  of  solution  by  mutual 
arrangement  has  every  prospect  of  being  placed  on  the 
Statute  Book  by  Act  of  Parliament.  In  every  part  of 
the  country,  with  some  unimportant  exceptions,  wherever 
dispensing  has  been  done  by  medical  men,  it  will  now  be 
done  by  the  man  specially  trained  for  the  purpose,  the 
legitimate  dispenser ;  in  other  words,  the  pharmacist 
will  have  a  chance,  and  may  at  last  come  to  his  own.  It  is 
for  pharmacists  at  this  juncture  to  stand  shoulder  to 
shoulder  and  see  that  this  business  is  not  again  diverted 
into  wrong  channels,  of  which  there  is  a  danger. 

That  much  legitimate  dispensing  will  be  liberated  is  at 
once  apparent,  when  one  thinks  of  the  universal  practice 
of  medical  men  dispensing  their  own  medicines  in  all  our 
large  mining  ,and  many  industrial  centres.  Probably 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  had  good  reason  for  coming  to  the 
conclusion  he  has  done,  that  alike  in  the  interests  of 
medical  men  and  patients  the  practice  should  cease.  Wliat- 
ever  share  the  pharmacist  might  have — if  any — in  the 
supply  of  these  medicines,  it  certainly  was  not  the  profit- 
able part  whether  quoted  per  head  or  per  year.  In  this 
sense  the  pharmacist  may  now  be  better,  but  cannot  be 
worse.  As  to  the  supplying  of  medicines  through  existing 
friendly  societies,  the  system  will  be  altered,  and  brought 
into  line — at  least,  I  for  one  hope  so.  The  Act  is  being 
passed  presumably  to  give  every  patient  the  medicine,  and 
the  best  medicine,  his  case  requires.  Is  this  being  done  at 
present  ?  How  have  these  contracts  been  given  out  ? 
Occasionally  through  the  medical  man,  at  so  much  per 
head  for  medicine  and  attendance,  in  which  case  the 
pharmacist,  favoured  by  that  particular  medical  man,  gets 
the  prescriptions  to  dispense  and  frequently  gets  nothing 
else  for  his  ti'ouble.  In  many  cases  this  is  the  medical 
man's  perquisite  for  further  business.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  the  medicine  is  contracted  for  by  competition,  then  a 
humiliating  process  ensues,  and  a  method  is  adopted  less 
dignified,  and  no  more  profitable  than  in  the  former  case. 
The  percentage  system  has  been  popular  with  many  of 
these  friendly  societies,  and  as  there  is  a  natural  desire 
among  pharmacists  in  such  cases  to  get  a  share  of 
business  by  securing  a  contract,  the  process  of  deteriora- 
tion sets  in  as  the  discount  gets  higher  from  year  to  year. 
Here,  if  anywhere,  the  patient  ought  to  be  protected 
against  the  "  coloured  water  with  the  nasty  taste  "  of 
Mr.  Lloyd  George's  speech,  as  well  as  the  dispenser  him- 


se.f  from  moral  deterioration,  and  so  here  again  I  say 
legitimate  dispensing  stands  to  gain. 

There  are  other  aspects  of  the  matter  to  which  I  shouldl 
like  to  call  attention,  and  with  your  permission,  sir,  I 
hope  to  return  to  the  subject  next  week.  I  write  as  a 
country  chemist,  and  as  one  who  believes  that  this  is  ai 
juncture  in  which  every  man  in  the  business  should  con- 
sider carefully  what  is  being  done  and  what  may  be  yet 
done  to  change  through  this  Bill  the  whole  cour.se  of

State  Insurance  and  How  it  will  Affact  Chemists. 

Sir, — As  a  chemist  of  over  fifty-one  years'  practical 
experience  in  every  class  of  trade,  and  including  hospital 
dispensing,  I  venture  to  give  my  opinion  upon  the  medical 
proposals  in  the  National  Insurance  Bill,  and  the  course  1 
would  suggest  to  prevent  our  being  converted  into  the  whit& 
slaves  of  England  to  serve  the  ends  of  the  so-called  working 
man  at  a  sweating  wage. 

^■V^;  soon  as  State  insurance  is  put  in  working  order 
away  flies  the  chemist's  business  out  of  doors,  for  the- 
reason  that  all  persons  who  insure  will  say,  "  I  am  going 
to  get  the  full  benefit  of  my  insurance  money,  and  shall 
not  buy  the  chemists'  gout,  indigestion,  or  cough  mixture 
any  more."  The  State's  i^rocedure  will  be  tantamount 
to  saying  to  the  chemist,  "  Surrender  your  pharrriacy 
and  trade  utensils  over  to  us  for  the  purpose  of  converting 
the  same  into  a  State  workshop,  to  provide  medicine 
for  the  working  man,  and  you  will  pay  the  rent,  rates, 
taxes,  and  gas  for  us.  We  will  employ  your  services- 
whenever  we  have  occasion  to  do  so."  To  this  we  must 
say,  "  No,  you  won't;  you  have  borrowed  your  idea  frora 
Germany;  we  want  what  they  get  in  Germany — protec- 
tion, discipline,  and  only  one  chemist's  shop  allowed  for 
so  many  thousand  people;  also  the  prices  for  medicines  so 
fixed  as  to  give  the  chemist  a  fair  living  wage."  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  has  said,  "  Surely  the  English  employer  of 
labour  will  not  be  less  generous  than  the  German  "  ;  he 
should  also  say,  "I  do  not  intend  the  English  Govern- 
ment to  be  less  generous  to  the  chemist  than  the  German 
Government."  What  we  want  is  an  assure<l  21.  10s.  a  week 
for  assistant  dispenser,  1?.  lO-s.  a  week  for  the  porter  (the 
working  man),  61.  a  week  for  the  chemist,  all  to  be  paicl 
weekly  "in  advance.  Also  a  retiring  pension  of  3^.  a  week 
for  the  chemist  after  twenty-five  years'  service  (like  the 
policeman),  and  the  chemist  who  has  been  in  the  busmess 
over  fifty  years  to  retire  on  a  pension  of  3/'.  per  week 
immediately  the  State  insurance  comes  into  operation. 
Whether  the  chemist  has  to  work  or  play  durnig  officiai 
hours  he  and  his  family  must  be  fed  and  clothed  at  the- 
expense  of  the  Government  the  same  as  the  Army  and 
Navy  the  only  difference  is  the  chemist  holds  himself  in 
Readiness  to  supply  the  working  man's  medicines  by  order 
of  the  State,  instead  of  readiness  for  war.  Now  for  rules, 
working  hours,  sleeping  hours,  recreation  hours.  These 

1  epitomise  thus  : 

1  The  doctor  shall  be  compelled  to  prescribe  from  the 
formulas  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  not  allowed  to 
prescribe  proprietary  articles.  ,  . 

2  The  doctor  shall  date  and  also  time  all  prescriptions,  so 
that  the  patient  shall  cause  every  prescription  to  be  deliverec* 
to  the  chemist  within  one  hour  after  it  is  -ivritten,  tailins? 
which  a  special  fee  of  6f7.  to  be  charged  by  the  chemist. 

3.  That  all  prescriptions  be  retained  by  the  chemist,  and/ 
pasted  in  a  book,  as  a  voucher  and  for  reference, 

4.  No  repetition  of  medicine  without  a  written  order  trom 
the  doctor.  .  . 

5.  The  doctor  to  supplv  each  patient  with  a  card,  one  side- 
for  the  doctor's  private  use,  the  other  side  for  all  rules  to  be 
printed  thereon.  r,     r,  t  j 

6.  Hours  of  business  for  chemists  to  be  from  9  to  9,  London 
country.  9  to  8.    The  pharmacy  to  be  closed  entirely  from? 

2  to  3' for  chemists  to  have  their  dinner  in  peace  (like  the- 
working  man).  Sleeping  hours  from  11  until  7  o'clock.  Opera 
on  Sunday  mornings  11  until  1 ;  evenings  6  until  9.  No  chemist 
to  be  on  Sunday  duty,  or  to  open  his  shop  on  Sunday,  except 
one  Sunday  in'  three.  On  the  closing  Sundays  a  notice  to- 
be  posted  on  his  door:  "Closed  to-dav.  You  can  be  sup- 
plied with  medicines  at  So-and-So's.  Each  chemist  to  close- 
one  day  in  every  week  at  2  o'clock  until  9  next  morning,  andl 
the  aforesaid  notice  to  be  posted  on  his  door. 

7.  No  child  under  twelve  years  of  age  to  be  sent  for  medi- 
cines for  insurance  patients,  and  every  messenger  is  to  wait> 
or  call  again,  for  the  medicine. 
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8.  Medicines  can  be  obtained  \vhen  the  pliarmacy  is  closed 
hj  the  patients  paying  a  special  attendance  fee  of  M.  cash  to 
the  chemist,  except  during  sleeping  hours,  when  the  patient 
must  pay  a  fee  of  Is.  cash,  and  the  State  be  debited  with 
Is.  6c?..  more— total  fee  2s.  6cZ.— for  getting  up  in  the  night. 

9.  Any  working  man  coming  into  the  pharmacy  for  medi- 
cine in  either  an  inebriated  state,  or  smoking,  or  using  bad 
language,  or  spitting  in  the  pharmacy,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
Sne  of  forty  shillings  and  costs. 

If  the  Insurance  Bill  is  passed,  I  would  suggest  that  the 
P.A.T.A.  should  be  approached  to  change  the  title  from 
P.A.T.A.  to  "  Chemists'  Union,"  and  to  give  an  under- 
taking to  act  as  such  and  represent  us  at  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  get  the  living  wage,  working  hours,  and  rules 
I  have  suggested,  and  then  our  pay  will  only  be  equal 
to  the  working-man  taxi-cab  driver,  who  earns  on  an  aver- 
age 61.  per  week.

Companies  and  Chemists. 

Sir, — In  your  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  I  was  struck  by  the  President's  mention 
of  the  Perjury  Bill  and  his  comment  upon  it.  Should  it 
liecome  ]a^v,  which  is  pxobable,  he  says,  "  It  will  inci- 
dentally help  to  preserve  to  a  man  who  has  passed  an 
examination  necessary  to  enable  him  to  carry  on  the  par- 
ticular calling  the  fruits  of  his  expenditure  in  time,  in 
intellect,  and  money."  Is  it  possible  that  this  Bill  is 
■going  to  bring  into  "the  fierce  light  of  publicity"  the 
anomalous  position  which  companies  trading  as  chemists 
•(among  other  things)  occupy,  or  will  they  continue  to  enjoy 
that  immunity  from  legislation  which  has  been  their  lot 
up  to  the  present  ?  It  would  appear  that  the  fact  of  seven 
or  more  persons  joining  funds  to  form  a  company  confers 
an  immunity  (is  it  from  the  gods?)  which  is  not  justified 
in  the  opinion  of  the  ordinary  common-sense  man  in  the 
street,  and  especially  the  particular  "  man  "  who  is  hit  by 
such  a  combine.    It  may  be  law,  but  it  is  not  morality.

Perhaps 
the  President  referred  to  the  use  of  the  inscription  "  Phar- 
macy "  by  unqualified  persons. — Editor  C.  dt  Z>.] 
Preservatives  in  Milk. 

Sir. — Will  you  permit  me  to  make  a  correction  with 
regard  to  a  comment  by  "  Xrayser  II."  anent  my  recent 
lecture  before  the  Hull  Pharmaceutical  Association  ? 
"  Xrayser  II."  is  under  a  misapprehension  in  stating  that 
I  would  "  allow  the  use  of  jr  per  cent,  of  boric  acid  in 
milk."  On  the  contrary,  I  devoted  considerable  time  at 
"the  Hull  meeting  to  showing  why  the  addition  of  any 
preservative  whatever  to  milk  under  any  circimistances  was 
again.st  the  interests  of  the  consumer.  Even  your  short 
report  (May  13  issue)  records  that  I  "  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  addition  of  preservatives  to  milk  should  not  be 
tolerated." 

While  condemning  the  use  of  preservatives  generally  in 
goods,  I  went  on  to  say,  in  my  lecture  : 

"  With  regard  to  the  question  of  chemical  preservatives 
in  goods  other  than  milk,  it  connot,  perhaps,  be  contended 
that  preservatives  are  absolutely  unnecessary  in  all  cases  and 
under  all  circumstances.    But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  indis- 


criminate '  drugging  '  of  our  food  cannot  be  tolerated  for  a 
moment.  ...  In  the  case  of  prepared  meats,  such  as 
pott-ed  meat,  sausages,  and  the  like,  I  think  it  would  be  prac- 
ticable to  insist  on  locally-made  supplies  being  prepared 
without  admixture,  while  if  these  articles  are  imported  from 
other  towns  or  districts  a  definite  small  quantity  of  the  least 
harmful  preservative  known — say,  an  amount  of  boric  acid 
not  exceeding  0.25  per  cent.,  or  17.5  grains  per  lb. — may  be 
allowed  if  such  addition  be  plainly  stated  on  the  label.  .  .  ." 

I  think  "  Xrayser  II."  will  admit  that  he  scarcely  repre- 
sented correctly  the  views  expressed  by  me  on  the  occasion 
to  which  he  refers.

Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  Legal  Advice  Section  of  "  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists 
Diary,"  igii,  p.  43s,  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 

Jlojan  (47/42). — (1)  As  far  as  we  are  aware,  the  title  to  which 
you  refer  is  not  a  registered  trade-mark.  (2)  If  the  "  Effer- 
vescing Carlsbad  Powder"  is  not  made  with  the  natural 
salts  of  Carlsbad  water  it  should  be  described  as  "  artificial." 

W.  Aherdcen  (bljZS). — The  label  makes  the  preparation 
liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty  because  it  is  described  as 
"Cough-mixture.  Dose:  A  teaspoonful  when  the  cough  is 
troublesome."  Also  because  you  order  "  A  dose  the  last 
thing  at  night  will  prevent  the  fit  of  coughing." 

Orient  (45/22).— The  title  "Superfine  Medicated  Tooth 
Powder"  does  not  in  itself  make  the  preparation  liable  to 
medicine-stamp  duty,  but  it  definitely  brings  the  powder 
into  the  class  of  medicines,  and  you  must  accordingly  be  care- 
ful in  regard  to  any  recommendatory  words  that  you  use  in 
reference  to  the  powder.

F.  ir.  (40/40). — A  drop  of  chloroform  added  to  each  ounce 
of  the  mixture  containing  fresh  infusion  of  gentian  will  pre- 
serve it  for  a  week  or  so. 

Ian  (38/34). — The  salaries  of  unqualified  chemists'  assistants, 
otherwise  unregistered  drug  clerks,  in  the  United  States 
varies,  according  to  their  abilities,  from  five  to  fifteen  dollars 
a  week. 

Aconcagua  (Buenos  Aires)  (17/64). — (1)  Iodine  Soap. — The 
third  recipe  on  p.  762  of  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  is  the 
simplest  of  the  three ;  the  formula  for  ammonium  oleate  solu- 
tion is  given  on  p.  357.  (2)  Feheuginous  Cod-liveh  Oil. — You 
do  not  say  in  what  respect  the  directions  for  this  (C.  <£•  Z>.. 
January  21,  p.  86)  are  insufficient,  but  perhaps  you  do  not 
understand  the  method  of  making  the  soap.  The  caustic 
potash  solution,  oil,  and  alcohol  are  shaken  together  until 
complete  saponification  has  taken  place.  (3)  We  are  not 
clear  as  to  what  you  mean  by  "effacing  ink,"  but  if  yow 
intend  to  ask  for  a  liquid  for  removing  ink  stains  the  follow- 
ing is  a  usual  composition  : 

Bleaching  powder  3  lb. 

Acetic  acid   2  pints 

Water  1  gallon 

Shake  the  bleaching  powder  with  the  water  for  a  few  days, 
strain,  and  to  the  strained  liquid  add  the  acid,  and  at  once 
bottle  the  liquid.  Care  is  needed  in  mixing  the  acid  owing 
to  the  chlorine  that  is  evolved. 

6r.  ir.  (2/9). — (1)  We  have  no  formula  for  elixir  lecithen 
cum  glycerophosph.  co.  (2)  The  influenza  mixture  would  not 
be  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty  if  the  ingredients  are  stated 
on  the  label,  but  as  to  whether  the  suggested  wording  is  a. 
sufficient  enclosure  you  are  the  better  judge. 

K.  Ac.  (13/32). — (1)  Potassium  Acetate  solution  is  particu- 
larly liable  to  develop  fungoid  growths;  the  remedy  is  sterili- 
sation and  storage  in  bottles  completely  filled.  (2)  Ant  Pest. — 
There  have  been  so  many  suggestions  as  to  the  best  methods 
of  combating  a  plague  of  ants  that  we  can  only  indicate  the 
chief  points.  Pohonx  for  ants:  The  most  satisfactory  are  a 
mixture  of  calomel  1  part,  sugar  7  parts,  places:!  in  their 
haunts,  or  simple  syrup  in  which  has  been  dissolved  a  small 
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pi'opoition  of  arsenic.  Barring  from  the  house  :  The  two 
most  employed  remedies  are  paraffin  oil  and  carbolic  or 
cresol  solution.  Ants  have  an  aversion  to  these  applications, 
and  can  often  be  effectually  barred  from  a  pantry  or  house  by 
a  liberal  use  of  the.se  remedies.  stroyiny  the  nests:  Car- 
bon bisuljjhide  is  placed  in  the  nests,  and  acts  as  a  deadly 
remedy.  Potassium  cyanide,  in  solution  or  solid,  placed  in 
the  nests  has  also  proved  effectual,  and  in  a  similar  way 
paraffin  oil  may  be  employed.  (3)  Bre.\th  Pictuhes  on  Glass. — 
The  pictures  which  appear  when  a  sheet  of  glass  is  breathed 
upon  have  been  previously  lightly  sketched  upon  the  glass 
with  hard  soap.    (4)  Formamint  is  a  registered  trade-mark. 

i?.  7.  E.  (27/23).— Dyeing  and  Printing  Fabrics.— The  infor- 
mation you  require  cannot  be  conveyed  within  the  limits  of 
these  columns.  It  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  a  book  on 
the  subject,  such  as  Knecht,  Rawson.  and  Loewenthal's 
"Manual  of  Dyeing"  (2  vols.,  C.  Griffin  &  Co.,  1910),  or 
Sansone"s  "Dyeing  and  Calico  Printing"  (Heywood,  Man- 
chester). 

Phoenix  (46/25).— Although  the  therapeutic  actions  of 
aspirin  and  salicylic  acid  are  in  the  main  the  same  they  differ 
in  certain  respects,  owing  to  the  fact  that  aspirin  contains 
an  acetyl  radicle  (CHs .  CO)  in  place  of  one  of  the  hydrogens 
in  salicylic  acid. 

J.  E.  73.  (43/44).— Vapor  Iodi  Camphorata.— There  is  no 
official  or  officinal  fornuila  for  this,  but  it  can  be  prepared  on 
the  model  of  the  B.P.  1885  vapores  as  follows:

These  may  be  perfumed — only  a  trace  is  tolerated  by  most 
people — by  adding  a  few  dixjps  of  a  floral  essence. 

C.  A.  L.  (Calcutta)  (16/57).— White  Ant  Pest.— The  best 
information  on  the  methods  of  attacking  white  ants  is  given 
in  a  report  by  Mr.  E.  E.  Green,  the  Ceylon  Government 
entomologist,  printed  in  the  "Indian  Agriculturist," 
August  1,  1908.  Mr.  Green  points  out  that  white  ants  can 
be  driven  away  from  the  bungalow  by  means  of  crude  car- 
bolic acid,  but  return  as  soon  as  the  odour  has  disappeared. 
On  this  account  it  is  imperative  that  the  nests  of  the  ants 
must  be  destroyed,  and  this  is  best  done  by  means  of  carbon 
bisulphide,  or  by  forcing  the  vapour  of  burning  sulphur  and 
arsenic  into  the  holes.  Petroleum  is  also  spoken  of  as  d, 
deterrent.  In  regard  to  protecting  woodwork  from  the  attack 
of  white  ants,  Mr.  Thomsen,  in  the  "  Transvaal  Agricultural 
Journal,"  states,  as  a  result  of  a  number  of  experiments,  that 
saturating  wood  with  copper  sulphate  is  an  effectual  pro- 
tection. 

S.  B.  (48/53).— Rat-destroying  Powder.— This  is  a  mixture 
of  white  arsenic  and  flour,  which  is  what  most  rat-catchers 
employ  for  the  purpose  of  poisoning  rats.  The  preliminary 
baiting  ^yith  plain  fiour  is  an  important  part  of  the  ritual  of 
rat-catching. 

Laundry  (42/34).— Linen  Oil.— This  term  is  generally  ap- 
plied to  sulphonated  oil  or  soluble  oil  prepared  by  the  action 
of  sulphuric  acid  on  castor  oil,  but  your  sample  appears  to 
consist  chiefly  of  a  solution  of  soap. 

Zeno  (48/52). — The  cancer  herbs  are  not  promising  matters 
for  investigation,  especially  in  the  form  you  are  able  to  send 
them. 

W.  K.  (46/47).— Meat  Preservative.— We  do  not  know  the 
composition  of  the  preservative  to  which  you  refer.  Lime 
bisulphite  solution  employed  by  butchers  as  a  meat-preserva- 
tive is  much  used  ;  it  leaves  the  meat  a  bright  red  colour, 
which  appears  to  be  what  you  require. 

Asperpol  (43/27).— Kaolin  Poultice.- See  C.  it  J).,  Janu- 
ary 15,  1910,  p.  85. 

'H.  T.  (43/46). — We  gave  you  references  to  the  formulte  you 
desire  in  the  C.  &  D.,  May  20,  index  folio  768. 


E.  F.  W.  (45/49).— Hair-dye.-— By  increasing  the  propor- 
tion of  pyrogallol  in  the  recipe  given  in  the  C.  ct  D.,  Decem- 
ber 17,  1910,  p.  914,  a  black  dye  is  obtained.  When  silver  isK 
not  employed  the  result  is  rather  a  very  dark  brown.  Another 
recipe  which  gives  good  results  is  that  originated  by  Mr, 
E.  W.  Lucas :

Distilled  water    11  oz. 

Solution  of  ammonia  (.880)        ...        5  oz. 

(6)  Pyrogallic  acid      ...    3,000  grains

Add  a  to  b,  stirring  constantly;  then  add  very  slowly,  still

and  make  up  to  1  gallon  with  distilled  water.  Keep  for  at) 
least  fourteen  days  in  a  wide-mouthed  jar  open  to  the  air. 
Stir  several  times  a  day. 

J.  L.  (£•  Co.  (42/27).— Renovating  Brickwork.- The  colour- 
less fluid  used  for  refreshing  the  colour  of  brickwork  is  pro- 
bably water-glass.  It  is  more  usual  to  employ  a  mixture  of 
Venetian  red  (i  lb.)  and  Spanish  brown  (1  lb.),  in  a  mediuca 
of  glue  (1  oz.),  alum  (2  oz.),  and  water  (1  gallon). 

G.  M.  (Johannesburg)  (47/66). — (1)  Melting-point  op 
Paraffin-wax. — The  differences  in  the  melting-point  of  hard- 
paraffin  depend  upon  the  stage  of  purification  which  the  pro- 
duct represents.  TVie  crude  scale  is  purified  by  one  of  two- 
processes,  known  as  the  "naphtha"  and  "sweating"  pro- 
cesses, the  first  being  mostly  employed.  During  the  process 
the  scale  is  mixed  with  naphtha  with  a  view  of  that  solvent 
carrying  away  impurities,  lower  melting-point  paraffins,  oil, 
and  greasy  hydrocarbons  at  the  stage  when  the  mixed  paraffia 
and  naphtha  is  pressed  by  hydraulic  power.  This  process  is 
repeated  several  times  with  corresponding  influence  on  the- 
melting-point.  It  is  also  true,  as  you  state,  that  some  sub- 
stances added  to  hard  paraffin  raise  the  melting-point,  &r 
confer  on  the  paraffin  a  degree  of  solidity  which  does  not. 
correspond  with  the  melting-point,  and  of  these  Montan-wax: 
appears  to  be  the  most  successful.  (2)  Lining  Casks. — The- 
two  methods  in  use  involve  the  employrnent  of  either  paraffin- 
wax  or  colophony,  toughened  with  rosin  oil.  It  is  not  quite- 
clear  from  your  letter  whether  or  not  you  have  beer* 
successful  with  these  nrocesses. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Reprinted  from  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  May  is,  i86i^ 


Chemical  Constitution  of  Narcotine,  and  of  its  Products 
of  Decomposition. 

Messr.s.  Matthiessen  and  Foster  have  communicated  to  the- 
Royal  Society  a  preliminary  notice  of  researohei  into  this- 
subject.  They  obtained  from  Mr.  Morson  a  quantity  o£ 
narcotine,  prepared  with  scrupulous  oare  from  the  residues 
which  had  accumulated  during  the  preparation  of  very  large 
quantities  of  codeine  and  morphine  from  opium  of  various 
qualities  and  from  various  sources.  The  results  of  all  their 
analysis  agree  best  with  the  formula  C22H23NO;,  differing- 
slightly  from  that  of  Wohler  and  Blyth— viz.,  CsH^NO,. 
They  operated  on  several  pounds  of  narcotine,  and  observed" 
nothing  to  warrant  the  announcement  made  by  Wertheinv 
and  Hinterberger  that  there  probably  exists  several  varieties 
of  this  base.  To  cotarnine,  another  base  obtained  by  tha 
oxidation  of  narcotine,  they  assign  the  formula  CaHisNOs. 
At  present  no  rational  formula  can  be  assigned  to  narcotine, 
though,  according  to  the  formula  adopted  by  the  authors  for 
it  and  cotarnine,  it  contains  the  elements  of  the  latter  base 
and  meeonin,  thus  : 

C«H,3N0,  =  C,=H,3N03  +  C.H.oO.. 
Narcotine.    Cotarnine.  Meeonin. 

By  distilling  20  grains  of  narcotine  with  concentrated  hydri- 
odio  acid,  19  grains  of  pure  iodide  of  methyl  were  obtamed. 
a  quantity  which  corresponds  as  nearly  as  could  be  expected 
with  three  atoms  of  iodide  of  methyl  for  one  atom  of  narco- 
tine. This  base  contains  therefore  three  atoms  of  methyl 
so  combined  -as  to  be  easily  separable;  and  it  seemed  to  tn© 
authors  very  probable  that-  when  it  is  distilled  with  potash,, 
according  to  the  conditions  of  the  experiment,  sometimes 
pure  ammonia,  and  at  other  times  methylamine,  CH»N, 
dimethylamine,  CsHiN,  or  trimethylamine,  CsH.N,  are  pro- 
duced.
